Interesting Letter from 
a Returned Soldier 

Lone Sprucu, Saak., 

June 20th, 1918. 

Dear Sir:—1 have had the pleasure 
of reading your paper fmm time to 
time, and in the latest one that 1 
have aecured. I notice an article by 
Major Moffat regarding soldier land 
settlement, especially for Bruce boys, 
and being a native, so to speak, of 
that particular part of Canada, I wan 
duly interested. If you would like a 
father insight Into this scheme 1 
would be only too willing to do what 
I can. 

First let me say 1 am not a atay-«t 
home. 1 have seen some of the act¬ 
ual game and left Ypre* two years 


certainly miss your letters. 

• We didn't have any picnics nor go 
fishing on the 24th of Mayl it fcaltt- 
ed all day and we carried on as us¬ 
ual. "But the 25th we had a big day 
behind the lines. Old Fritze opened 
up in the morning and shelled us out 
of our billets, and in the afternoon 
there were brigade sports, baseball, 
football, etc., and a race between an 
ohsejv.ation balloon and an aeroplane, 
the latter winning by three burlaps.

LABOR IS Tit £ BIO PROBLEM 


Ha Province or filate In N«wtk

Transportation. 

The Factor of Climate. 

So far as climate Is concerned 

apples can be grown commercially in 
any part of old Ontario, south or a 
line drawn from Firry Sound to Ot¬ 
tawa; In fact, there are commercial 
orchards producing^ fruit st a profit 
considerably further north than this. 
Many people think of commercial ap¬ 
ple orchards as being necessarily con¬ 
fined to tbe milder parts of the pro¬ 
vince, and to the lake districts, but 
the fact is worth emphasizing that 
vre have varieties of apples suitable 
.Tor commercial culture In every coun- . 
ty of old Ontario. The winter hardi¬ 
ness of tbe many varieties grown 
throughout Ontario le now very well i 
established, and It la possible to se¬ 
lect varieties which will be hardy for 
any district. 

Tbe most serious climatic difficulty 
In the Province of Ontario is the oc- i 
currence of late frost In spring. and j' 
early frnsl In fall. Oilier difficulties i 
of a*climatic naturo can be largely 
overcome by the selection of suitable I 
varieties, or by careful discrimination 
with regard to soil, elevation, aspect, 
etc. It may be pointed nut, however, 
that frosts are more common- and . 
more severe over large areas of Hat • 
country, than where the topography ; 
<t rolling and hilly. 1-argc arena of ! 
some or the southern counties of On- . 
tarln are, therefore, more or lees un- | 
suited to commercial apple orchard- i 
lug because of Ihplr flat character. 

A more rolling country Is much to be > 
preferred, so ibnl orchards enn be J 
made safer from Iro«* hy the better | 
air drainage afTorde.l. 

The'choke of varlelb " for various I 
districts will be made th< subject nf 
later notes. 

Suitable Boll In Kvery County. ] 
Bo far as soils are concerned. It j 
may be stated that there Is rd abun¬ 
dance of land In every county suitable J 
for apple growing. Wi ll drained land j 
Is essential for sucre# ml orcharding, 
and there Is plenty of soli of this i 
type to be had lit almost every dis¬ 
trict. 

.Summing up Soli and Climate. It ‘ 
miy be said that no province or state 
In North America hay so largo an 
area so favorable In soil and climate 
tor npprf* growing ns hay tile Province 
of Ontario. If (his statement is true 
It becomes obvious that the present I 
distribution of apple orchards in On¬ 
tario In dependent on other factors, i 
>ln*t Profitable \cor ('ItIre. ! 

Transportation Is the most Import- . 
ant factor having to do with the dis¬ 
tribution of commercial apple orch¬ 
ards in Ontario. In other wbrdn, tho 
commercial apple orchards are locat¬ 
ed within reach of transportation 
facilities, and the belter facilities 
have been with relation to large ci¬ 
ties and the developing markets ■ 
nf the prairies, the more rapid has 
been the development of commercial 
orcharding. A location near a large | 
city may be dasirable, but If better j! 
soil and climate are to be found at . 
a distance, the more distant location , 
is likely to be preferred, provided 
transportation facilities are goad. 

Bomfl districts In Ontario possess 
excellent conditions of soil and cli¬ 
mate, hut me lacking In transporta¬ 
tion facilities, and until facilities are 
available little development can take 
place in commercial orcharding. 

Labor Situation Very Acute. i 
At the present time the labor sit¬ 
uation Is acute, and Is rendered more 
so from the standpoint of tbe apple 
grower by virtue of the emphasis 
which, very correctly. Is being placed 
upon the production of expovtanle 
food stuffs. Tho tabor shortage will 
result in the majority nf small orch¬ 
ards bring more or Icus neglected. 
Hut tbe large commercial grower of 
apptea has been In difficulty for years 
over the matter of labor supply. For ! 
commercial orchard operations on a 
sizable basis, it is necessary to be 
within reach of a temporary supply 
of labor for apple pie ,ng. Otherwise 
It becomes necessary to build dwell¬ 
ings for men and their families so 
that a supply of labor may be always 
available. 

The difficulties of the labor situa¬ 
tion at picking timo can be lessened 
considerably by the. planting of varle- i 
ties which ripen In succession, and i 
by taking care to get the right pro¬ 
portion of each. A large area of one 
variety ripening at one time Is ex¬ 
tremely difficult to handle. — Prof.

A few hours '‘san- 
shlne bath” each week yr III make far 
more healthful stock and improve the 
dairying.

In March the careful bee¬ 
keeper will find a great deal to 
do In tbe way of preparing sea¬ 
son's supplies. All used appliance* 
should be put f& the best of shape 
and necessity new ones secured and 
prepared before the busy spring sea¬ 
son arrives. New supplies necessary 
should be ordered at ohee. , Tbe bes- 
keeper’s supers are his barns, bis beee 
are his harvesters, and given barn- 
room they will harvest his crop with 
less risk of weather Injury than farm¬ 
ers expect In almost any other crop. 
Without sufficient barn-rooih a per¬ 
centage of tbe crop wlll be lost. Con¬ 
tainers sufficient .for the large crop 
that may be expected next seuon 
should also be.ordered fit this time.

YOUNG COLT NEEDS SHELTER 


At Night Animal Needs Protection 
From Cold and Storms—Allow 
Llborty Next Morning. 

When the nights become cold snd 
frosty the young colt should be shel¬ 
tered each night, but allow It Its lib¬ 
erty again the following morning. It 
never pays to ronfiue a colt unneces¬ 
sarily, as It needs lots of exercise, 
fresh air and pieotyref goed feed in 
order to develop bone and muscle and 
te grow into a large shapely animal. 
Half of a horse’s growth Is made dur¬ 
ing the first twelve or fifteen months 
of Its life, hence during this period 
the aim should he to secure a uniform 
aad proper development of all thsi 
parts of the yoaag animal. Keep the 
colt In a thrifty, growing condition 
•very day darlag Its first wlafeSr. Feed 
liberally; It la ceetly economy to stunt 
the colt by stingy feeding. The grow¬ 
ing colt should never be la high flesh, 
however, bet Just in good grewLafl

Will Dominion Fish Co. 
Move their Plant to 
Owen Sound?

"The visit here last; week of promin¬ 
ent members of the Booth Fishing Co., 
of Chicaga, of which t)ie Dominion Fish 
Company and the Dominion Trans¬ 
portation Company are subsidiary con¬ 
cerns may result in a big change being 
made in the company’s arrangements 
on the south end of the Georgian Bay 
The Company was composed of Messrs 
T. W. Triggs, general manager; C. W. 
Koehler, chief enRneei 1 , and W. D. 
Clark, superintendent of the fishing^ 
department. They were accompanied 
from the Soo by Mr. John J. Noble, 
manager of the Dominion Transport¬ 
ation Company, and the Dominion 
Fish* Company. While here they met 
Mr. John McAulay, superintendent of 
the company's plant at Wiarton. Mr. 
F. N. Rutter, superintendent of the 
Owen Sound division of the C. P. R.. 
and Mr. S. L. Squire, of the Fishery 
Deportment of the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment. While the details of their ,vsit 
are not generally known, it is a safe 
conclusion that they consider that re¬ 
construction of the docks of the comp¬ 
any’s plant, at the north end of the 
C. P. R. slip, the erection of a large 
freezer building and a warehouse with 
local offices attached. This would 
mean the concentration of the comp- 
anys shipping business at this port 
and would involve a large expenditure 
of money. Nothing definite can be 
learned as to the immediate prospects 
of the work being undertaken, but In 
conversation with those who are in a 
poaiiton to know, It is a aafe infer¬ 
ence that the not distant'future will 
see a very large undertaking launched 
to supply the company with an excell¬ 
ent plant and an increase in the 
Georgian Bay business.” 

The above will be interesting read¬ 
ing. This removal of the whole plant 
has been a rumor for *ix years, hut 
conditions have now reached the stage 
that we better bestir ourselves. The 
Company's war*rooms in both Wiar¬ 
ton and Owen Sound are played out, 
and the company intended to rebuild 
for their whole trade either here or 
in Owen Sound. They will centralize- 
their work, and it will be in either one 
place' or the other where the ware- 
rooms, shipping ana general ofhees 
will be located. This town does not 
want to lose its position as head¬ 
quarters for the Dominion Fish Co. 
The Company are considering the er¬ 
ection of their old plant here a? well 
ns in Owen Sound, arid if the organ- 
ved bodies in the town can prevail 
upon thorn to remain here they will 
have performed a good service.

Egg shell may be 
saved, broken up fine and fed. Dry 
bones may be broken Hp nnd fed. Th* 
hohlt of egg eating often is caused 
by a lack of sbell-fomlng food.

BACKYARD DARDENINQ PAYS 

Hints By i^Ezpcn la the Feedbag 
had (Rare of the Max* and Foal, 


T HE PLANTINO of eotamer- 
ctll apple orchards In tbe 
Province of Ontario ia high¬ 
ly desirable for several rea- 

1. Ontario le not producing eaongh 
good apples for home supply, but Im¬ 
ports annually from Nava Scotia. 
British Columbia, Washington, Ore¬ 
gon and California. 

2. Production in Qntarlo !■ likely 
ta fall off still more because no com¬ 
mercial planting is being done. Very 
few commercial apple orchards .have 
been set out in this province More 
1911. i 

3. Of the thousands of young treea 
set ID tho bloom years of ltlOB to 
1911 a largo proportion have already 
passed out of existence. Probably not 
more than 30 p c. of the trees plant¬ 
ed during those years will figure le 
the commercial production of the fa- 
lure, and certainly not more than *0 
p.c. of them are alWe and receiving 
attention to-day. 

4. The home orchard will never 
again be an Important factor In com¬ 
mercial apple production In this pro¬ 
vince. because U la nol large enough 
to be worth while. In seasons when 
scab control 1* difficult or when prices 
are down because of a heavy crop, 
tbe return from tbe small orchards Is 
not large enough to Justify tbe ex 
pense and risk Involved. When con¬ 
ditions are unfavorable the email or¬ 
chard passes quickly Into a state of 
neglect; (hla la why apple growing 
In Ontario la at suet) low ebb at 
present. 

6. Fruit la an essential part of dl*L 
While It la true that 1 b case oT 
ceaaity people can lhre without It. It 
la also tree that health suffers and 
nutritional complaints become much 
more general hi the absence from tbs 
dietary «f freah frclts and vegetables. 
Tbe apple Is tbe most important and 
most useful fruit of tha temperate 
■one and, from the standpoint of pub¬ 
lic health Its culture should not be 
neglected.—Prof. J. W. Crow, On¬ 
tario Agrlewltaral OoHego, Guelph 


Caw •* negasat Mare*. 

The pregnant mare should be well 
fed, sad gbrea regular exercise or 
light voi. Aft food and water given 
should he «f first-claas quality. She 
should f< given more grain than the 
non-pregnant loare. a* ahe has her 
foeloa to support All possible care 
abonltJ he ebeerved te avoij digestive 
derangement*; tivnce everything con 
aumed should he of good quality, ea* 
My dlgeated. fed In proportion lit the 
iiuoant of work performed anl at 
regular Intervals. In addition to hay 
and oale. ahe ■troutd be given a few 
raw rooie dally, and a feed of bran 
with a cwpfel of linseed meal, at 
least twice weekly. 

Work that requires excessive mus¬ 
cular or respiratory effort should he 
avoided, mo also should plunging 
through deep snow, slipping, etc. All 
nervous excitement should be avoid¬ 
ed. so also should sights which 
frighten her, also offensive odors and 
operations. 

The use of drugs should not he 
toleraied, except upon the advice of 
a vein Innrian. If necessary to give 
u ruvRailve It is moch safer to plr* 
raw linseed oil than aloes. Towards 
the end of pregnancy still greater 
care should Le observed, and, while 
dally exercise up to the very last 'n 
advisable, It should be given mon 
carefully and lens of 11 when she be 
comes somewhat clumsy on account of 
size and weight. 

While It is belter lo allow her a 
box slall when In the stable at all 
times, It la practically necessary af¬ 
ter about the tenth month of gesta¬ 
tion, as lhe period of gestation la 
irregular and the foal may be born, 
without any well-marked premone- 
tary symptoms, any lime after tau 

months. 

After the foal Is born the mare 
should bo given at least two weeks 
Idleness, and If sbe can be allowed 
to run idle until weaning time, it will 
be all the better for both herself aod 
foal.—J.H.R., Onta'-’o Agricultural 
College, Guelph.

lime. v 

Lime acts In several ways. i» n«u 
(rallies the aclda formed in the .'ll 
through the decay of organic lAatier: 
It overcomes the tenacity of -day 
soils, binds sands together and thviS 
Improves th* physical condition a* 
beth type* of soil. Lino la not only 
an essential constituent of the food 
qi plants, but It also tends lo lln- 
•rat* plant food, especially potash, 
from the Insoluble forme In the ao<l, 
bringing them Into an available state. 
The micro-organisms that live on thu 
root* of the nitrogen-gathering 
plants cannot work In an acid soli 
nor can some other forms of organ- 
Isms whose function it ia. to gather 
nitrogen. 

It requires about two tons of 
ground limestone rock to be equal 
to ane ton of quick Jlme, and the 
prices charged for them are In about 
the same proportion. Furthermore 
two ions of the former to one ton 
of the latter are about the rlghi 
quantities to apply. 

Tbe ground iimealoae rock la aafO 
aa aDy land In almost any quantity, 
and may be applied aL any time of the 
year. On heavy clay soils quick lime, 
slaked before applying, may give 
quicker results; but It should not be 
applied to light sandy soils Few 
materials or fertilizers can hare so 
many good things ssld about them 
as lime and none of them coat so lit¬ 
tle money- Try out * little yourself 
this year.—Prof. R. Harcourt, On¬ 
tario Agricultural College. 


Vacant t*Jf Gardening. 

The majority of the horticultural 
societies in this province have accom¬ 
plished great things with their vacant 
Int propaganda. In the cities of To¬ 
ronto and Ottawa alone many acres 
have been cultivated. Ottawa reporta 
over 100 acres from which 50,000 
bushels of valuable garden product* 
bave been garnered in Om-dasa con¬ 
dition. Those Interested in horticul¬ 
ture In Toronto through the Vacant 
Lot Gardening Association have also 
done a splendid work and In a large 
way. 

The report Issued by th# super¬ 
intendent, Mr. Geo. Baldwin, states: 
Number of lots under cultivation dar¬ 
ing 1917, 798, all well cultivated. 
Number of soldiers and soldiers’ fami¬ 
lies working lots, 80- Average 
else of lota 2,000 square feet, 
all marked with sign board. 
Package of seeds provided 725, of 
which 607 war* paid for. Saveral 
churches, boa pit ala, homsa, girl 
guIdee, boy acoots included In lot 
bolden. One lot looked after by a 
returned soldier who leat both hla 
lags, another by a man with only on* 
hand. The condition of both the** 
lots would ihame thoaa who are not 
thaa seriously handicapped. Ail gar- 
dans are inspected once a week aod 
reminders sent U> tim e* Who neglect 
their plots. Th* crops produced have 
a vame of 940.080 at a moderate «*U- 
m»ic.-4Q.

To Prevent Potato He ah. 

For seed select emootb, sound po¬ 
tatoes. aa Ire* aa possible from scab, 
and disinfect by soaking them before 
they are cut for two hours In a solu¬ 
tion made hy adding half a plat of 
commercial formalin lo 15 gallons of 
water. A couple of barrels with 
plugs in the.sides near tha bottom 
can be used to advantage In treating 
the seed. The potatoes ran be plseed 
directly in the solution or first pat 
In crates or coara* sack* and then Im¬ 
mersed. 

After vestment spread tha pota- 
toe* out on a clean floor or on the 
grass to dry. Wash ali crates, bags, 
etc., which are used In handling the 
potatoes with the formalin solution. 
The same formalin aolullon can be 
used to treat successive lots of pota¬ 
toes. Fifteen gallons la aufficleuL to 
treat from 20 to 25 bushels if ordl-i 
nary precautions are taken not to 
wasto too much of the fluid oa each 
iot of tubers is dipped. If the pota¬ 
toes are not all vested the same 
day it is advisable to make up (reah 
formalin for each day’s work.

’chloride] cun ale>u be used to tnut 
I potatoes to prevent scab. Soak the 
j uncut tubers for three hours in h 
I aolullon of 2 ounce* of corrosive buU- 
IliinulH to 25 gallons of water. Cor¬ 
rosive sublimate la a deadly poisou, 

* aud potatoes treated with It arc ren¬ 
dered until for food for man or bea<i1. 

Formalin la a dear liquid dlalnfec- 
Laut. It it a 40 p.c. solution of for¬ 
maldehyde gas and water. It can be 
purchased from almost any druggist. 
It is sold under the names of forma¬ 
lin and formaldehyde. XL la Import¬ 
ant that Lhe purchaser, whatever 
name he buys It under, secured a 
guaranteed solution of 40 p.c. for¬ 
maldehyde. 

If possible plant lhe treated seed 
potatoes on clean sol), that la soil 
that has oat produced a crop of scab¬ 
by potatoes. Fragile* a rotation of 
craps. If scab la very had It la not 
advisable to plant potatoes on the 
same land oftener than once In five 
yeara. Heavy applications of barn¬ 
yard manure should not bo made to 
the potato crop, but If necessary giv¬ 
en at tome other point In the rota¬ 
tion. Plant potatoes after clover aod 
if possible. Avoid alkali fertilizers 
such as lime and wood ashes.—Prof. 
J. E. Howitt. Ontario Agricultural

HK pen ta mightier than the

has a pig In It. Tbu> jnol- 
tiply that pig by 40,000. 
Multiply this again by 200 lbs., and 
an Imposing total of 9,000,000 lb*, 
la reached—more pounds of pork, in¬ 
deed, than were exported by Canada 
shortly before tbe war. Yet OnUrlo 
could produce that huge quantity by 
utilising a valuable food commodity 
that at preaent ia almost entirely 
wasted — th* garbage of our ‘owns 
■ id clues. 

Thfa la the evldtnce given by a 
-commission appointed by the Agri¬ 
cultural Section of th* OnUrlo Or¬ 
ganization of Resource* Committee, 
to Investigate the feeding of garbagt 
to swine. Tbe commission consisted 
of J. E. Brethour, Durford; F. W. 
Johnson, Walkervllle, and Jostu* 
Miller, Toronto. These gentleman 
have lately returned from a tour ol 
American cities wbeie garbage la fed 
to hoga and are of the opinion that 
OnUrlo ought not to delay longer In 
the matter. 

The salient points of the report 
which has been prepared <-cgardlnx 
their findings are briefly; (1) That 
garbage haa a food value of between 
18 and |9 a ton; (2) that It should 
be fed entirely untreated, l.e., that 
U should not be heated, washed or 
*ort«d; (3) that resldenu of towns 
and cities where garbage Is to be fed, 
must separate their garbage, placing 
table refuse only in a separate con¬ 
tainer; (4) that for every 100,000 
of population a minimum of 6,00l) 
tons of garbage ia produced each 
year, which will Iced 3,000 Doge; 
(5) that the double treatment (se¬ 
rum and vlrua) for hog cholera must 
be gtvan to make the plan feasible. 

A small perceaUge of our garbage 
haa been fed to hogs already but the 
regulations of tbe Federal Veterinary 
Director-General compelled feeder* 
to aterlliae garbage by the boiling or 
•teaming process and prohibited the 
1mm a nixing of hogs by the double 
treatment against cholera. Since re¬ 
turning to Canada the Investigating 
committee ha* taken the matter up 
with Dr. Torrance, however, and has 
secured his permission to allow uo 
treated garbage to be fed and hogs 
to be given the double treatmanl, 
subject to very reasonable coadUlene.

Supplying Milk for City Trade. 

“Safety first” la a good alogan In 
the milk business. To make milk 
safe it must be drawn from bealtny 
caw*'—preferably those which have 
passed the tuberculin test; the stable 
pasture and all surroundings must oe 
clean; the utenalla which come m 
contact with lhe milk must be clean, 
the periooB haudllng the milk should 
be a liviDg advertisement of exempli¬ 
fied cleanliness; the delivery wag¬ 
gons, cans, measures, etc., should be 
clean. Jn order that aumiranee of 
safety may be doubly sure, it la ad¬ 
visable to pasteurize the milk.—Hut 
Is, heat H to MU degrees to 150 <1 — 
grees K„ hold ut this temperature 
for twenty to thirty miuutcs, the; 
cool to 60 decrees F, or below and 
hold at this temperature until deliv¬ 
ered lo the consumer. I'asleurlzed 
milk Is the safest kind of milk for 
humans to drink. 

The person buying milk has certain 
duties In order to ensure a safe pro¬ 
duct, especially for cblldrou. Among 
these may be mentioned: Placing the 
milk at once on delivery In a refrig¬ 
erator or cool cellar protected from 
dual and odors, and by keeping it In 
a tightly-closed vessel—prcierably in 
tbe milk bottle covered with an in¬ 
verted glass tumbler, or special cov¬ 
er; the top or the milk-cap should be 
wiped to remove dust before taking 
it from the milk bottle; no more milk 
should be takon from the supply bot¬ 
tle than is required for a meal; any 
“left over 1 ’ milk, should not bo pul 
into tbe supply vessel after tbe meal, 
as thla will llnely spoil the whole of 
tbe milk on oand; milk taken to a 
sick-room should not be used Tor any 
other purpose, except it be boiled and 
then only for cooking; milk bottles 
should be washed &a soon as empty 
and be promptly returned to tha 
milkman—In no caao should milk 
bottles be used for any other purpose 
In thelioufle than for bolding milk.— 
Prof. H. H. Dean. Ontario Agricul¬ 
tural College, Guelph, tint.

When land la left In stnbble wlthora 
Plowing the weed* aooc grow and os* 
the moisture and plant food which 
should be left for; the wheat cfop. It 
plowing 1* done sota after the previoo* 
crop ha* been harvested tbe weeds wtQ 
not have had time to make an extea- 
rive growth and mature seeds. Early, 
plowing will destroy the larva of th* 
Hearian fly hy covering them. 

On ns plow ad land much of the rah*

Canada gave blood to put an end to 
the Riel rebellion, then the Canadians 
died upon the fields in South Africa, 
and now they are dying in Flanders.

| Food Board Orders 

| Relative to public eating places, 

!making certain’ changes which were 
!found desirable in the application of 
order. No. 25. Under this order a 
public eating place is.defined as in¬ 
cluding hotel.restauranLcafeteria, club 
or club room, private family keeping 
hoarders, boarding houaet school, din¬ 
ing car, steamship or any place what¬ 
soever where meals or refreshments 
are regularly served or sold, to others 
than members of the family or house¬ 
hold of the proprietor or caterer. 

At the. mid-day meal no sandwiches 
shall be served. This applied to all 
public eating places, including railwa 
lunch counters. At the mid-day me«J 
'no bread and bread rolls, containi.-i^ 
more than 75 per cent, of standard 
wheat flour shall be used, and no*, 
more than a total of one ounce of stan¬ 
dard wheat floyr shall be served to any 
person in all products, including bread, 
buns, biscuits, pastry or other like 
products. 

Order No. 50, dated June 25th. 1918. 

This order makes compulsory the 
use, by bakers, confectioners, public 
eating places and private households, 
of substitutes for wheat flour. The 
order defines the substitutes for wheat 
flour as “pure and wholesome com, 
oats, barley, rice, rye, buckwheat, tap¬ 
ioca or potato flour, bran, shorts, oat 
meal, rolled oats, com meal, corn 
starch, hominy, corn grits, rye meal, 
rice, tapioca, or any mixture of some 
and potatoes.” Four pounds of pota¬ 
toes will be considered ‘equivalent to 
one pound of other substitute^. 

On and after July 15, this propor¬ 
tion, ao far as place* cast of Port 
Arthur are concerned, must be in¬ 
creased (by bakers, confectioners, pub¬ 
lic eating places and private house¬ 
holds j to one pound of substitutes to 
every four pounds of white or stan¬ 
dard wheat flour. Quantities of sub¬ 
stitutes available west of Port Arthur 
are at present too uncertain to allow 
of a date being named for an increase 
equal to that required for Eastern 
Canada, but such increase will be made 
just as soon as the available supply of 
substitutes in Western Canada war¬ 
rants. 

Persons at points east of, but not 
including Port Arthur, must purchase 
substitutes in the proportion of qpt 
less than one pound of substitutes to 
two pounds of wheat or standnrd flour, 
while persons west of, and including 
Port Arthur, must buy not less than 
one pound of substitutes to four 
pounds of wheat or standard flour. 
Dealer* are forbidden on and after 
July 15th, to sell flour, unless sub¬ 
stitutes in the proportion stated, or to 
a greater proportion, an* purchase!. 

, On nnd after July 16, every baker 
muust place on each loaf of bread a 
label nr sticker bearing his name ami 
address, nnd the words “Victory 
Bread." The latter expression will be 
a guarantee that the prescribed 
amount of substitutes for standard 
wheat flour required by the Canada 
Food Board have been used in making 
the loaf. Bread which does not bear 
such label or sticker may be seized 
and forfeited to His Majesty. 

This Order makes it an offence for 
any person to sell or have in his pos¬ 
session any bread rolls, pastry or any 
oth^r product in wn'ch white or stand 
ard flour is used, which does not con¬ 
form to the requLcmeirt* of the Food 
Bo^rd. The pen.\ , lv for violation of 
the new regulations is a fine of not less 
than 1100 and up to fl.OOO, or im¬ 
prisonment for a period of three 
nm-ths, or b)th fine and imprison- 


Gas Was Struck Last 

Week at Hepworth 

A Most Important Discovery, Which May Mean 
Much to Hepworth and Wiarton. 

. Another chapter has been written in the gas and oil 
possibilities at Hepwerth. Last week at a depth of 1415 
feet gas was found again. This justifies tile optimism 
and hard work put in by Messrs. Forhan and McKiliop.

It wilt 
be remembered that operations began about [eight weeks 
ago, and considering unavoidable delays > remarkable 
work has been done. This one well has a large commer¬ 
cial value, but the company will immediately drill other 
wells. This discovery has created great interest, not only 
in Hepworth, but in other points far and [near. Auto 
loads have come to look at the well from Hanover, Walk- 
erton, Kincardine, Port Elgin, Meaford and Owen Sound. 
In sp ( eaking to The Echo Mr. Forhan says “As yet people 
hardly realize what an important thing natiiral gas is to 
a town from a manufacturing point of view to say noth¬ 
ing of its use for domestic purposes. We have an A1 well, 
and are more than satisfied, and are going! right ahead 
and will put down several more. It will not take many 
more like this one until we will have gas to pipe out of 
Hepworth. As the pressure is so great there is every 
reason to believe that large quantities of gas will be 
struck in this territory.” Oil may yet be struck and the 
gas will be tested for gasoline.

After 
hearing the evidence Judge Klein held 
that there was no bill of sale of the 
hay from McCormick to Pedwell and 
M no immediate delivery followed hy-an 
actual and continued change of pos- 
sesson of the hay,” that the Sheriff is 
entitled to seize the goods under the 
execution. It appears that “actual 
and continued change of possession” 
means such change of possession as is 
open and reasonably sufficient to nf- 
ford public notice thereof. After re¬ 
serving the question of costs the 
Judge decided that Pedwell will have 
to pay the coat of the inter-pleader 
suit.

Burning S16-heg« that hare died «f 
cholera la no pleasant duty. The na¬ 
tion, moreover, cannot afford the food 
losses In tbla country of more thaa 
*32,000.000. 

Every hog raiser can aid In prevent¬ 
ing so great a loss from cholera recur* 
ring this year. Keep the hogs healthy. 
Clenn pens, clean water and right 
feeding increase the hog's resistance 
to disease. 

Effective control of hog cholera ro* 
quires more than Individual effort. It 
requires neighborhood co-operation. 
When cholera appears la e vicinity all 
hogs on neighboring fsrmi should be 
promptly treated with serum or scrum 
and virus. 

Quoi^nllne of (he premises where 
there Is cholera or where herds have 
been double-treated should be en¬ 
forced for a reasonable lime. Hega 
dying from cholera should also be 
quickly horned or buried, and a thor¬ 
ough disinfection made of the yerda 
and peas before the quarantine la re¬ 
moved.

By using the right kind of hay ta- 
atead of grain, sheep can b« wlnterA 
aucceafully and much grain saved far 
other purposes. Sheep require l PHa 
concentrated feed 0t>riof; tha wlntsv 
than other live atoefc If (hey 'ora 
In good condition »r the beginning of 
the winter and If lamba ire oft ex¬ 
pected before the spring paatnren feme 
on. Ibe gralolesa ration la to be ad¬ 
vised. 

Legume hays stand at the forefront 
aa a ronghage for sheep. No other 
roughages approach then In feeding 
value*. The marue stemmed hays, 
like timothy, red lop und blue grass 
have very few leaves aod therefore 
are poor Mi rep feeds. Hays having 
a large amount of timothy In theninlso 
are undesl rahle. Not duly | H tinm 
thy UDiinliilnble to the dheep, but it 
causes serious cases of j constipation. 
The dry timothy heads work Into the 
wool, causing Irritation to the skm. 
lessening the vnlue of khe clip und 
milking shearing dllflrnll When (Ira 
othy or other coarse-stemmed hay Is 
fed to Sheep Id winter quarters It be¬ 
comes necesanry to use snm* supple¬ 
mentary feed fo keep tbeishecp In con¬ 
dition. 

If any nonlegurae hnjf Is fed. snp 
pjemrnlnry protein feed Is needed. Lin 
Seed meal 1* good Since in addition' If 
furnishing protein It counteracts the 
constipating effect of timothy hay. 
From nne-quflrter to one-hnlf pound 
of linseed tnenl per est 1 dully should 
he used, depending on the size anrjf 
condition of the animal fend the other 
feed used. 

fn nn experiment conducted at the 
Missouri station nnd reportad In bul¬ 
letin No. 120. the relative valnea of 
clover and (linolliy huyj for wintering 
ewea were determined. 1 ' 

Fifteen ewes fed ”.p pounds timothy 
hav and 0.35 pounds grain per head 
dally lost 7.0 ponntla eatli during the 
same time (hat soother lot receiving 
the flame weight of grain and dovlr 
hay gained fi.fi pounds.

Shelling is one of the Important 
■tape In eelectlnc teed corn. The care 
necessary In selecting and handling 
com to be used for ared require* ahell- 
Ing to be done by hand. Selecting the 
need from the moat productive stocks 
aa they stand Id tbe field and storing 
them in a dry place free from Insects 
and rodent* Is only half the Job In pro- 
riding the Dext year's seed corn sup¬ 
ply. 

Seed ears should first be nabbed end 
the kernels from tip and bntt should 
be discorded from tbe seed supply. 
The small kernels from tbe tips are 
leas productive than the other kernels 
on tbe ear; tbe blunt, thick, rounded 
kernels from tbe butts are Juat as pro¬ 
ductive as any of the rest, but bec&uao 
of their ahupe and size they do not 
plant uniformly when used In a com 
planter with other kernels. 

Shelling by band takes more time 
and labor, but Is profitable The me¬ 
chanical corn aheller la likely to ftv 
jore the germ tips of the Individual 
grains and to thus destroy or Impair 
their power to germlnata. No matter 
how large tbe required supply. It will 
still pay to aheli It painstakingly by 
manual labor, because tbe greater the 
acreage to be planted, lb* greater the 
ultimate profit. 

Xach ear should be shelled separate¬ 
ly Into a shallow pan or box, and every 
blemished, mluhnpea or worm-eaten 
kernel should be rejected. As tbe seed 
from each ear Is found satisfactory 
and sound, aad free from poor kernels. 
It Is poured Into the general supply, 
and another ear Is abclled la tbe same 
way. It is mueh easier to pick out de¬ 
fective grains from a single layer In a 
small receptacle than from a large 
mingled quantity Id a bushel measure 
or a bag.

Aa part of a scheme for the indus¬ 
trial development of Goderich, tho 
Board of Trade of that town irf an. 
deavoring to interest outside manu¬ 
facturer! in an idle factory building 
located there. 

The plan ia one that might well be 
adopted in Owen Sound. The plant 
waa advertised in the financial pages 
of the Toronto papers and advertise, 
ment included an illustration of the 
plant, and a description, and also stat_ 
ed' that one of the town officials 
would be at a Toronto hotel for sev. 
oral days and was prepared to m£ke 
to miikc an attractive offer to manu. 
facturers interested. 

The Sun has not learned whether 
the effort met with success but the 
plan commends itself as an excellent 
means of making known idle plants to 
those who might utilize them to ad- 
.vantage. 

It is important that some of the 
existing factory buildings in Owen 
Sound be put in operation. There arc 
too many of them. And in these days 
of high cost of buildng materials there 
should be an opportunity of filling, 
up some of the empty factories. The 
Board of Trade would make a move¬ 
ment in the right direction if they 
would inaugurate a plan for placing 
these factories before the manufact. 
urers of the large cities, many; of 
whom are overburdened with heavy 
rentals and other expenses in the city. 

Som of the idle plants here ar: the 
Linseed Oil Works, the Canning fact. 
|ory, the Match Factory, the Sun Cem_ 
ent and Imperial Cement plants. If 
the Board could be instrumental in 
putting even one of these plants in 
operation, it would have performed a 1 
substantial service for the town. 

The Goderich idea should be invest, 
igated. It appears to be an econom. 
ical and practical proposition for in- n 
dustrial development.

E ACH rear brings a certain 
amount of troubla through 
the feeding of new grain to 
lire stock, and In seasons like 
the present when food la scarce and 
the supply of old grain has been ex¬ 
hausted before the freshly-tbreahed 
grain la ready there la a likelihood 
that more new grain than usual *?jll 
be led to the live stock and car-#o 
aueotly greater care should bo esex¬ 
cised to avoid digestive dera.igo-| 
meets. 

Tbe horse Is generally considered 
a little moro susceptible to digestive 
troubles following changes in feed¬ 
ing practice than arc* other clastic* j 
of farm live stock. It Is always well 
to make changes very gradually and 
carefully. The main grain feed of 
the horse in this country Is oats, and 
new oau should always be fed wltb 
great care. Hurd-worked horses 
should, if it Is ui all possible, be fed 
old oats and tho new grain left to 
dry and cure for a fo^ weeks after 
threshing. At any rate to avoid colic, 
acute Indigestion and Inflammation 
new oatB should at" first form only n 
part of the grain ratJofi, being mixed 
with old oats aod possibly a little 
bran and the percentage of the new 
grain gradually Increased until (be 
horsta are on full teed. Sudden 
changes from old lo hew grain ure 
especially dangerous with (he horse 
and' particularly with tbo horse ut 
heavy work and on a heavy concen¬ 
trate ration. There Is, of course, a 
difference due to the time of thresh¬ 
ing. Grain which remains In alack 
or mow Tor several weeks and thus 
becomes dry and cured la not so 
dangerous as that (brushed directly 
from the field or immediately after 
harvesting. 

As a rule, heavy feeding of grain 
is not practiced with cdtlle and sheep 
on pasture. Where su ti la ibe cose, 
however, changing from old to now 
grain should be done with care and 
the substitution should be, If pos¬ 
sible, gradual. If the ration must, 
of necnssii'. be composed entirely of 
ru-wly-threahrd grain it should at 
first be comparalively light and In¬ 
creased very gradually. 

Pigs usually handle newly-thresh-1 
ed grain without much trouble, al¬ 
though !f on very heavy rations when 
finishing for market a little care 
should be taken that they be not 
thrown off their feed. Ncwly-lbreRh- 
ed grain Is difficult to'g'iml line and 
Ih not easily stored und large Quan¬ 
tities of the ground grain may not 
be stored In bulk as heating and 
musling will result in lowering (he 
feeding value of (he grata by ren¬ 
dering ll i unpalatable sod l«-%» it !*«•«•- 
ible. Musty grain is mure dangerous 
than clean, new grain.— Prof. W. 
Toole, Ontario Agricultural College, i 
Guelph. 

Get Corn Binder In Shape. 

To handle the earn crop expedi¬ 
tiously, economically, and successful-1 
ly some kind of a coin harvester is 
un absolut” necessity, uud li im»i w \ 
in good working onlor. Various 1 
cheap machines have been tried und 1 
lound wauling, but thu corn IntuJei 
i.*s become a perinanOni fixture on a I 
large number of tariua in this pro¬ 
vince 

There are several kinds of coin 
holders oo tbe market, und while 
each kind may have its special luerli 
us to tbo arrangement of its essential 
pai ls trouble must urisc If these I 
parts are not properly cleaned, oilo.l j 
mid kept In alignment. 

The advancing part of tbo corn 
Dlnder consists of two diverging Jaws 
which may be raised or lowered by 
an arrangement of leTera. Attached 
to each jaw are two or three travel¬ 
ling chains, furnished wltn fingeis. 
Their function Is to convey tbe stalks 
to the binding deck in an upright 
position as the machine advances. 
The chains should nut be too loose 
or they will ride the teeth of the 
sprocket and slip down the teeth. 
Machines having packers,—to pro¬ 
vent eera being knocked off by Jam¬ 
ming the stalks behind the needle; 
see lo It that the packers yield 
•i'.gully while the bundle ks being 
tied. Too many bun dice crowding 
like carrier will interfere with the, 
binding attachment properly freeing 
itself. Thj knatter and the needle 1 
cannot do their work efficiently when 
covored with rust. Polish them with 
fine emery doth. If the knife of the 
k so tier la dull sharpen It or K will 
cause trouble by pulling tbo twine 
iron the hoot before the knot to 
made. As It require# considerable 
power to cut the sappy stubble, and 
aot tear It up by the roots, tho knife 
should be thoroughly keen, otherwise 
It Will dog with grass and weeds. 
The stubble-cutter should also ba 
kept in good condition. It la a uae- 
lul device, and when rightly sharp¬ 
ened and adjusted does not add vary 
much to the draft. ' 

Do not depend an a superficial 
examination of the machine lo ac¬ 
quaint yourehlf If it needs repairing, 
because li you do. you will surely 
min some small, but vlUl part need¬ 
ing attention, if not replacing. if 
these break daring the busy season 
they will cause greater breakages 
and serious loss. 

Clean the machine thoroughly with 
beaalne. gasoline or kerosene. Go 
over every part of the machine, and 
while doing this you will locate loose 
bolts and worn or broken parts. Oil- 
holes and wells should be cleaned 
out. and new wmsLe, if required, put 
Into the wells. Refill the grease 
cupa; In short, renew and repair any¬ 
thing and everything that reaulrew 
annul km — Prof. John Evans, On¬ 
tario Agricultural Collage, Guelph.

Playing Havoc With! 

This District '.’'J 

As if the ordinary potato-bug, eithef 
the ah ell-back variety Or the other 
kind that might pass Itflelf off as a 
red currant if it would keep still, were 
not enough for potato growers to con¬ 
tend with, another pest has been re¬ 
ported as actively at work in this dis- 
tret. 

The new enemy is described as a 
very small green fly, cicely resemb¬ 
ling the green aphis oftjen found on 
rose bushes. It takes up it abode on 
the under side of the leaf, and an- 
parently sucks the JuiceJ causing the 
leaves to shrivel and cuij up, just as 
a rose leaf does when attacked by the 
green aphis. Paris greeh and the ot¬ 
her ordinary potato-bug “dopes’’ do 
not seem to bother it much. 

A number of gardeners have been 
wondering for some little time why 
their vines are wilting aud some tho't 
they were merely ripening; and it 
was not until just recently that any¬ 
thing wrong was suspected. 

in many cases not only the leaves 
but tbe stalks have been'affected, the 
stalks apparently drying up and fall¬ 
ing over. This condition, it wds 
thought, was the result of the ravages 
of the fly; but as to that opinions 
differ. 

Some potato growers nought advice 
on the matter, and were advised to 
use a spray of lime and blueatone, 
commonly known as Bordeaux mixture 
which, it was said, would be effective 
if the iqgects had not mnde too much 
progress. If they had, then the only 
thing to be done was to:dig the pot¬ 
atoes if they were fit, and use them 
an soon as possible. 

According to the Botanical Depart¬ 
ment of the Ontario Agricultural Col¬ 
lege, however, the trouble is more 
deep-rooted. Mrs. Jaa. Cochrane, who 
wsb one of those whosei plants were 
|affected, sent samples to-the College; 
add on Saturday he received the fol¬ 
lowing titter: 

‘The sample of potato 'plants which 
you sent have been received and care¬ 
fully examined. 

“Your potato plants are affected 
with two diseases, Dry Rot and Black 
Leg. These diseases were no doubt 
brought in an the seed.‘as they are 
Beed carried diseases. The little flies 
which you speak of had nothing to do 
with the- drying of the vines 

“Spraying with Bordeaux, that is a 
lime and bluestone mixture, although 
very good for preventing' Late Blight, 
will not prevent Dry R<|t and Black 
Legt The best thing you can do is to 
dig your plants as soonjas the vines 
are dead and use the potatoes im¬ 
mediately.” j 

We have heard of Dry Rot; but 
Black Leg appears to be it new disease 
so far as potatoes are concerned, tho’ 
often heard of among cuttle. Whet¬ 
her the flies aro merely a symptom of 
the other disease, or a separate pest 
ia uncertain. In any cash, it behooves 
potato-growers to look well to their 
plants. 

It will also be well for them to look 
well to the seed they use, and not al¬ 
low any di9ease-infected jtubers to be 
brought into this part of the country. 
—Owen Sound Advertiser.

OWEN SOUND 


Considerable work is being done 
/ on the country reads in this district 
at thu present time. The 19th Con. 
of Keppel, from the County line to 
Kemble, and the road ‘from Kemble 
to East Linton, has Had considerable 
work done on it. The Meaford road 
from Hatton’s corner to Woodford 
has been graded for considerable 
distance and will have a dressing of 
crushed stone shortly. The St. Vin¬ 
cent end of the same road has al» 
so received considerable attention 
Fifty, dollars per mile is the allot¬ 
ment for road repairs this year but 
in many dases they will have to be 
exceed. The road superinleniluii*. 
issued jnatructiona to the township 
foreman to use split log drags on the 
roads and this a step in the rii;K 
direction. The use of this very sim¬ 
ple but very efficacious road building 
appliances will not only eliminate all 
the little holes on the road surface by 
equally distributing the road metal, 
hut will leave a smooth, hard surface. 
It should be used ofter rains and sev¬ 
eral times during the first few weeks 
after the road is repaired. Lack of 
labor is. holding back the road work 
very considerably in some places. 

Tuesday afternoon during the elec¬ 
tric storm the burn and silo of Mr. 
Angus Sinclair, who lives near Kil¬ 
syth, was slightly damaged by light¬ 
ning.

Mohmands Made 

Trouble Id India 


Bad Breath 


(Mall and Empre) 

Frederick Villi* re, the veteran war 
correspondent end artist, who ia in 
New York, for a vialt, aayi tha British 
forces in India have had a good deal 
Df trouble with the Mohmand tribe* oh 
the north-weAero frontier*. "There 
has been almost constant fighting 
lince the outbreak of the war," he 
said, * with continual attempt at 
raiding and frequent punitive expedit¬ 
ions, which, however, have rarely *uc- 
ceeded In catching enough of the nat¬ 
ives together to clean them up thor¬ 
oughly. Moat of the regular white 
troops in the old Indian army have 
been sent to more active fronts, but 
have been replaced by drafted men 
from England, eo that there is still a 
large number of white troopB in Ind¬ 
ia. There has been next to no troub¬ 
le, however, except with the Moh¬ 
mands. The Germans have been send¬ 
ing propagandists through from Pers¬ 
ia, and have done all they could to atir 
up trouble among the hill tribes, as 
well as farther down in India. Most 
of these German agents, who certain¬ 
ly deserve credit for their courage in 
making the trip across from Persia 
through the hill tribes, come with Am¬ 
erican passports and represent them- 
selve as American big game hunters. 
Some of them came through when I 
was on the frontier last year. They 
usually get through the lines without 
serious difficulty, but as it was not 
usual to find very many American 
big game hunters wandering through 
those districts before the war, suspic¬ 
ion is usually aroused, and the police 
in the interior of India, warned by 
the military authorities, have arrest¬ 
ed quite a number of these agents. 
rralse8 Amir of Afghanistan 
No doubt the Germans could hav-i 
made serious trouble but for the stead- 
fast friendship toward the English 
diplayed by the Amir of Afghanistan. 
Particularly, after Russia's collapse 
he was almost unprotected against 
the Germans toward the Persian side, 
but, despite this, he stood by the Eng- 
lih, and haa exerted a very good in¬ 
fluence on the hill tribes. The Moh¬ 
mands, however, have given trouble. 
Mr. Villlers eaw some of the fighting 
with the Mohmands hfmelf, last year. 
After spending the first two years of 
tha war in France he decided to look 
over some or the other theatres of war 
He has seen about all the wars that 
have happened since the Serbian fight 
with Turkey, in 1876 which precipit¬ 
ated the Ruaso-Turkish War, and,he 
let it be seen that, for one who has 
become used to the sort of wars Kip¬ 
ling and Richard Harding Davis used 
ti immoralize, the present conflict in 
France was not altogether congenial. 
"It is more like the management of a 
big business, this thing of being a 
General under modern European con¬ 
ditions; the handling of food, supplies 
and equipment for the troopB is most 
of the work. Then the country was 
very badly shot up, nothing but shell- 
holes instead of fields and clumps of 
charred sticks where forests used to 
be. I decided to look at some other 
fronts, and tried to get to Mesopot¬ 
amia, but was unsuccessful. 

Gets to Indian Frontier 
"I got to the Indian frontier, how¬ 
ever,” he said to the New York Tilhes 
reporter, “and saw some of the fight¬ 
ing there. Here it was being done 
more in the old fashion. Fighting is 
the Mohmand’s national pastime, and 
] must say he ia a rather good sport 
about it all. However, the exigen¬ 
cies of the situation made it neceaBary 
for the British to be rather business¬ 
like which was not at all appreciated 
by the Mohmanda. It wouldn't do to 
let the hlllmen raid the plains and kill 
the natives who were intrusted to the 
protection of the Brlteh Empire, So 
the British Commandersmade use of 
modern implements of war, such bb 
armured motor cars and airplanes. 
They had three or four ordinary arm¬ 
ored cars with machine guns, which 
they called tanka, although they were 
not tanks, and every now and then 
they used to take one of these up in¬ 
to the hills and use it to draw the 
enemy’s fire. The Mohmands would 
;et to work at once, sniping from j 
crags and gradually turning loose 1 
quite a bit of rifle fire, which, of I 
course, never did any damage to the 
occupants of the car. The object was 
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to pt-t them out where the machine 
runs could be iurv-J on them, which 
was occasionally done. 

Airplanes Useful 

Then the airplanes were very use¬ 
ful in breaking up concentrations pre¬ 
paratory to a raid. Tho airmen, 
scouting over the hills, could easily; 
find it out when a considerable body of 
Mohmands got together, and they 
would fly down among them and turn 
loose their Lewis guns, breaking up 
the gatherning with great rapidity. 
The Mohmands were much perturbed 
at this and they used to send letters to 
the British commanders protesting a- 
galnst such methods. They said that 
the British never used to fight that 
way, coining down from the air at 
a tme when they were not expected 
nd the Mohmands urged that thu 
British commanders should return to 
the old style of fighting. However 
our commanders were unhuppily com¬ 
pelled to regard it as a matter of busi¬ 
ness and not of sentiment, and at last 
accounts the aviators were still doing 
a good part of the work of keeping 
the frontier intact. 

Mr. Villtcr says that the Allies’*best 
chance of an early victory is by the 
building of enormous fleets of bomb¬ 
ing planes to attack German cities 
“After the present offensive is stopped 
he said, “it is quite likely thot the Ger¬ 
mans will retire to their old lines and 
then we shall have a resumption of 
the trench war fare. No doubt it 
would be possible to break these lines, 
particularly if any part of the German 
armies is cut off during the present 
counter-offensive;but it would be a 
very costly proceedure, and to my 
mind the work can be done much mare 
cheaply by air raids. The war will 
never he ended until the Germans have 
felt it in their own country and then it 
will end quickly.”

Address 

AT A RECENT - MEETING IK 
TEESWATER 

Another year has gone, but how urn 
like the years of the pastl 

Big events have trodden eac^j other 
underfoot. World Custom* have been 
overturned. National ideals have had 
a sudden shock. The War. Strife of 
notions has not only brought-to the 
surface the best impulses i>f thfr un¬ 
thinking people, but it has brought to 
light the corruption which was part¬ 
ially hidden, and which was winked st 
by corrupt officials, and has brought 
to every citizen responsibilities im¬ 
possible to shirk. 

No big event of this eventful year 
equal* in importance the fact that we 
women are Citizens at last. It would 
almost seem that in the shattered up¬ 
heaval of uffnirs of State, and per- 
hups especially in the effort at a bet¬ 
ter nnd more fitting reorganizaGon, 
men, at lust, have felt the need of 
woman's judgment. It may be that 
|the national bereuvement has drawn 
[Us closer. It may be that sympathy 
for the aching heart of motherhood 
bos touched a tender chonf in the 
Parental* heart. 

Whatever the reason for the sud 
den recognition of womuna rights to 
Citizenship after the long unfair de¬ 
lay, the responsibility comes to us 
multipled un hundred fold by the hor¬ 
rors of war. 

Just here let me say that •hoae 
same horrors would have been mini¬ 
mized by half if Canada's Motherhood 
had hud for the last fifty years the 
right to vote out the Drink Traffic 
and its attendant ev,ils. 

The Star of Hope of all refoinu 
hangs over the school-houses of our 
country, and who but mothers can 
•re the danger signal of an impure 
element in the schools during the im¬ 
pressionable character forming period 
of the 'teen age, and under womans 
influence, backed up by the ballot 
years ago, the men of military age 
to-day would have been so much bet¬ 
ter equipped for service. 

Besides this, hundreds and thou¬ 
sand of those now unfit for service 
would have been available. A system 
of Public Health Nursing in the 
schools would have made this possible 
and it would not have been necessary 
in the present emergency to strip the 
farms and endanger production 
I Now amid the turmoil and chaos of 
war, we have to begin on the kind 
of legislation we should have had fifty 
jor one hundred years ago, or we shud¬ 
der to think of what the next gen 
eration will be. 

A great majority of men unfit for 
military service are most surely ur- 
fit for parenthood. This class then, 
a well us the mentally deficient—or 
at least under normal—are to be the 
fathers of the coming men und wo-1 
men. Is it fair to the country* best; 
interests? Is it not rather a foul i 
blot on the Legilation of the past? 

Huw much of right we women have! 
t<> fight for now thut wr have the 
ballot fur uur effective weapon, and 
how much of wrong to fight against. 
Le. us then stand shoulder to should-, 
it ugainst wrong and oppression no 
mutter where we find it, determined 
to make our country u sufe place for 
the little todding feet for whom God 
will hold us responsible, determined 
every one of us to help make this 
Cumidu of ours—as Mrs. McClung 
*>i aptly puts it—'"The Lund of the 
square deal." 

There ia u feeling abroad thut the 
work of the W. C. T.U. is practically 
done, because of tha measure of Pro¬ 
hibition Act Franchise we have se¬ 
cured. This idea has even crept in 
among the W. C. T. U. sisterhood, but 
only “in spots” and for a short time. 
Deep down in our hearts we all know 
better. There ore many splendid wo¬ 
mens organizations, but not one of 
them can lake tho place of the W. C 
T. U-, because we are the organised 
Christian Motherhood of Canada. We 
meet on common ground, representat¬ 
ive of the various churches, with a 
common bond of sympathy. By pray- 
erand faith we have learned to look 
‘‘beyond the sky line" of the dull gray 
and sorrow-strlken to-days and to¬ 
morrows with our hearts full of pur¬ 
poseful endeavor toward the better¬ 
ment of conditions.

He se 
cured 1125 recruits, 25 of whom are 
oftkers. At the close of his work, 
there be was given the following let¬ 
ter, and a gold watch and chain and 
locket. Bob wants now to return to 
France. Here is the letter. 

Kansas City, Mo., March 22, 1918 
Officers Cominandng British 
Canadian Recruiting Mission, 

Western Division,

Dear Sir: 

Modern methods in recruiting used 
by the British and Canadian Rscruit- 
ing .Mission of Kansas City, urdrr the 
supervison of Capt. 11 W. Simmit. are 
git^n higb praise by the Join* British 
Societies here, and are warmly receiv¬ 
ed by many fraternities and gather¬ 
ings of Kansas City people. 

If this letter may be of service In 
tiding recruiting of British subjects in 
other cities of the United Slates, we 
take pleasure in briefly outlining how 
Captain Smmie works amongst us. 

His methods are in striking contract 
to those of an ordinary British Re 
cruiting Office. 

He realizes that in recruiting busi¬ 
ness men the officer must adopt him¬ 
self to the business man's viion. Mili¬ 
tary ways nre foreign to the average 
man, therefore, he becomes antagon¬ 
istic to forceful tactics just so as a 
buyer would be if a salesman came to 
his office with a line of goads, force 
folly telling him that he must buy 
them before he had presented the 
right argumnt or created a demand for 
those goods. Hence, we see that sales 
ftianahip is a big factor in the re¬ 
cruiting of business men. 

Therefore, the officer must present 
his argument with the ability of a 
salesman to win over the proposed 
recruit. 

CajA. Simmie has won. us through 
these methods: Delivered lecture:, 't* 
us in a body, associated with us in our 
homes where little gatherings of Bri¬ 
tish subjects would meet: finally sett¬ 
ling us individually for our services 
in the Great Cauu.

of a war picture. Ykis plant cost 
say, $ 1 , 000,000 and it 'j* doubtful that 
as a junk proposition n it has netted 
the Trust Company $15,000. The mor¬ 
al of thc whole story is]one that would 
remind us that everyj man who has 
money should manage !the investment 
himself, and only one obt of a hundred 
get rich quick schemed pan out any 
good.

A Proclamation of conditional amnesty respecting men belonging to 
Class 1 under the Military Service Act, 1917, who have disobeyed our 
Proclamation of 13th October, 1917, or their orders to report for duty, 
or are deserters or absent without leave from the Canadian bxpedi- 
tionary Force. 


E. L NEWCOMBE. ] WHEREAS consider- 

Dtpuir .MinUuro/Juttio*. j flble numbcrs of men 

belonging to Class I under our Military Ser¬ 
vice Act, 1917, called out on active service in 
our Canadian Expeditionary Forc«- io> the 
defence of Canada under Our Proclamation 
of 13th October, 1917, although they have Jius 
become by law soldiers enlisted in the Military 
Service of Canada, 

Have failed to report for duty as lawfully 
required of them under the said Military Ser¬ 
vice Act and the regulations thereunder, in¬ 
cluding the Order in Council duly passed on 
April 20 last, 

Or have deserted. 

Or absented themselves^ without leave 
from our Canadian Expeditionary Force, 

And it i9 represented that the very serious 
and unfortunate situation in which these men 
find themselves is due in many cases to the 
fact that, notwithstanding the information and 
warning contained in Our Proclamation afore¬ 
said, they have misunderstood their duty or 
obligation, or have been misled by the advice 
of ill-disposed, disloyal or seditious persons, 

AND WHEREAS we desire, if possible, to 
avoid the infliction of the heavy penalties which 
the law imposes for the offences of which these 
soldiers have thus been guilty, and to afford 
them an opportunity within a limited time to 
report and make their services available in Our 
Canadian Expeditionary Force as is by law 
their bounden duty, and as is necessary for the 
defence of Our Dominion of Canada. 

NOW KNOW YE that we in the exercise 
of Our powers, and of Our good will and 
pleasure in that behalf, do hereby proclaim and 
declare and cause to be published and made 
known THAT THE PENALTIES OF THE 
LAW WILL NOT BE IMPOSED OR 
EXACTED as against the men who belong 
to Class 1 under Our Military Service Act, 
1917, and who have disobeyed Our Proclam¬ 
ation aforesaid ; or who have received notice 
from any of Our registrars or deputy registrars 
to report for duty on a day now past and have 
failed so to report ; or who, having reported 
and obtained leave of absence, have failed to 
report at the expiry of their leave, or have 
become deserters from Our Expeditionary 
Force. PROVIDED THEY REPORT FOR 
DUTY ON OR BEFORE THE TWENTY 
FOURTH DAY OF AUGUST 1918. 


AND WE DO HEREBY STRICTLY 
WARN AND SOLEMNLY IMPRESS 
UPON ALL SUCH MEN, and as well thoie 
who employ, harbour, conceal or assist them 
in their disobedience, that.Hf they persist in 
their failure to report, absence or desertion 
until the expiry of the last mentioned da^. 
they will be pursued and punished with all the 
rigour and severity of the law, SUBJECT TO 
THE JUDGMENT OF OUR COURTS 
MARTIAL WHICH WILL BE COM

employ, harbour, conceal or-,assist such men 
will be held strictly accountable as offenders 
and subject to the pains, penalties and forfei 
tures in that behalf by law provided for their 
said offence.

Advertising a Necessity 

In couvcrsutiun wth a succesful bus¬ 
iness man of u nearby town a few day a 
ago, the discussion turned on adver¬ 
tising and we expressed surprise at 
the amount which he explained he was 
spending on advertising in his local 
paper, suggesting that many smalt 
town merchants considered that they 
could not afford to spend much mon¬ 
ey on advertising. “I -»know that is 
the Impression, but that,is where they 
lose out,” he said. ”1 have tried both 
ways and my experience has taught 
me that I cannot afford not to ad¬ 
vertise.” He went on to explain that 
unadvertised goods on hia shelves 
waiting fora customer to come and ask 
for them kept his money tied up too 
long and resulted In loss front wast¬ 
age as well. He had found that no 
well-bought goods were "stickers” if 
the people were informed about them 


and the only way to tell them about 
them is by the newspaper advertising. 

This is one of the points that is 
often lost sight of in preparing adver¬ 
tising. If a prospective customer 
reads in an advertisement that a cer¬ 
tain merchant has an article for sale 
that will benefit the customer, either 
a tool for use or an article for 
wear, or consumption, he will invest¬ 
igate and probably buy. If the mer. 
chant buys goods, puts them on the 
shelf and says nothing about them 
to anyone, he cannot expect to be be¬ 
sieged wth requests for that line Af 
goods. 

On of the commonest complaints is 
that the large department and mail 
order stores in the cities cut the heart 
out of local merchants’ business. 
There is food £ot thooght in the fact 
that no business goes out of town to 
a department or mail order store that 
is not itself an advertiser. Through

BIG SEIZURE 

OFWHISKEY 

PARTIES TRIED TO SHIP *8,000 
WORTH OF LIQUOR INTO 
GUELPH. AND WERfc 
CAUGHT AT it. 

Holt lea fo Whiskey Were Hid in Bar¬ 
rels la Car Supposed to Contain Hay 
or Wool. 

The biggest capture of whiskey for 
some time was made in Guelph on Sat¬ 
urday. It has been hot weather lately 
and of course that may have tempted 
some men who were thirsty to try- and 
get an importation of wet goods past 
the vigilant eyes of those whose duty 
it is'to keep Guelph dry, so far aa the 
abtninng of liquor is concerned, no 
milter how hot the weather. At any 
rate a cute trick was attempted—and 
hour’s delay, and it is possible that 
some ?8,000 worth of Gooderham & 
Worts’ whiskey would have been got¬ 
ten away to some place in or near 
Guelph. 

There is an old saying to the effect 
that the “best laid plans of men oft 
gang aglce.” They certainly ganged 
aglce in this ebsc, and there are acme 
doubtless thirsty men in Guelph today 
as they anticipate what might have 
been. It was only by the narrowest 
of margins that everything didn't 
come out as planned. But “there's 
many a slip" in this case between the 
"bottle and the lip" and the mischance 
will cost somebody heavily in money 
paid for the whiskey thut is now under 
seizure, lying in a car un the C. P. R. 
tracks with a special guard un it. 

It appears that for some days a cou¬ 
ple of strangers, one a big fellow, re¬ 
presenting that he was the representa¬ 
tive of a company which paid hilt 
$5,000 a year, and the other a reputed 
returned soldier, a slim chan, have 
been waiting the arrival of n car over 
the C. P. R. They represented that 
they were starting a manufactory m 
Guelph, near the Wellington Hole), 
end some of.their machinery was eo* 
route from Quebec. Filially a ear 
came to hand Thursday afternoon, ad¬ 
dressed to the Imperial Mattress Co., 
of Guelph. It was from Cote St- Paul, 
Montreal, and the bill of lading said it 
was “baled hay," one of the triplicates, 
however, ahov/ing the word "wool'* on 
it. The strangers said that this was 
what they were after and paid the 
freight. A motor truck was secured 
and bright and early Friday morning 
the unloading commenced. One truck 
load of the baled hay was unloaded, 
and in the same car, well hidden by 
the hay, were about~40 barrels, sup¬ 
posedly containing either wool or ma¬ 
chinery, though they seemed rather 
heavy for wool. Only about a couple 
of the barrels remained to be taken 
off the car when one of the heads 
broke in, and just nOhat moment Mr. 
Brown, station ages*; happened along. 
He, it appears, was\^lightly suspicious 
of the transaction, especially the bar¬ 
rels, it being the specific duty of 
agents to enquire thoroughly into all 
shipments from the Province of Que¬ 
bec. 

“What's in here, boys,” said Mr. 
Brown, thrusting his hand into the ex¬ 
celsior at the top of the burrel.There 
Wttj a long gasp and many an indrawn 
breath as the searching hand with¬ 
drew with a quart bottle of Gooder- 
hum & Worts' best whiskey. Greedy 
eyes were fixed on th* bottle and on 
the barrel, and to make certain that 
there was more where the one bottle 
came from Mr. Brown again tried the 
excelsior and again he found bottles. 

About this time the two strangers 
tried to get busy, but Mr. Brown re¬ 
alized his duty and he ordered all tho 
contents of the car, baled hay, barrels, 
and whiskey bottles, put back on buard 
The strangers wanted to know if $200 
(would get the car sent back to its 
point of shipment, one even going so 
far as to venture $500, but there was 
nothing doing. 

About this time Inspector O'Brian 
got word of what was going on. He 
immediately went down to the station 
and seized the car ar.d all it contained 
estmated, besides the baled hay, to 
contain some forty barrels of whisky, 
containing ten dozen quart bottles 
each, or 4,800 bottles in all, and val¬ 
ued at some $7,000 or $8,000 at pres- 
lent prices. 

! Meanwhile the two strangers had 
,diHappcnred, and though they wore 
hunted for immediately, no trace of 
them has been discovered. Ic is sur 
inised that they are two operator who 
manage shipment;-, i.f this nature all 
over the country lor local parte*, the 
jvool and h*\y being for the purpose 
of drawing wo'-l «.*jw tho eyss. of li¬ 
cense inspectors. Nothing j known 
*» to who the local parties are, though 
the inspector this morning thought 
that perhaps the ah pment was not 
meant for Guelph at all but for Guelph 
function. One thing is wfiispered, if 
>the shipment bad gotten out of Guelph 
[again it might havw boon intercepted 
wt ths Junction, and brought hack to 
jits destination.

The Farmer’s Reply 

Wiarton, R R. No, 8 

July 81, 1918 

Editor of Hie Echo:—Now that 
there is time for « breathing spell 
between baying and harvest, I want 
to oak permission through yoor paper 
'to correct a statement In the lasu-i of 
July 24th, copied from the Kincard 
line Review, and written by Col. Hugh 
Clark, M. P. for North Bruce. 

. 1 do not propose taking up any more 

apace than is absolutely necessary. 
1 waa.o«e of the delegate of four who 
I attended the Farmers Convention at 
Toronto during the first week in 
June, consequently I am in a position 
!to know what transpired. I never 
missed a session, and paid particular 
attention to what was said. I never 
heard the remark that Col. Clark re¬ 
fers to, and the other delegates will 
bear, me out in this statement. A 
little further down in the article he 
accuses the farmers of being indig¬ 
nant over the Order-in-Council, which 
makes it an offence to speak against 
the government, because they see in 
it the restriction of free speech. 

Well, this may be a severe course 
to adopt, and no doubt the government 
I has some good reason to take this 
{course. As far as I know, and I have 
been attending Club meetings regu!- 
[arly, I have never heard the farmers 
condemning the government in the 
manner accused by Col. Clark. We 
do say that there were some things 
done by the government which, in ou'- 
opinion, were not wise, and we still 
hold that there will be a lime when 
it will be seen this country should be 
producing more. We understand this 
n» no other class can. The article 
accuses farmers of talking as though 
they arc pro-German, and not willing 
to help or acrifice anything to win the 
I war. I do not think this is the case, 

I nor do I take Col. Hugh Clark very 
seriously upon this point. Many at 
the farmers, like myself, have a son 
or sons at the front. 

Now, Mr. Editor we feev very much 
interested in Col. Hugh Clark 
I may say that I am representing a 
Club of nearly eighty members, and 
further that three of the four del-i 
egatea who went to Toronto supported 
him at the last general election, and 
naturally we resent this article. I 
am writing this article by instructions 
from the Clavering Club of which I 
have the honor to be President. I 
wish to enlighten Col. Hugh Clark up¬ 
on the attitude of the farmers, and if 
the opportunity presents itself, and it 
certainly will, I will promise him 
through most sincere kindness, 
far as we btc concerned, to relieve 
him of any anxiety so far as th»- 
farmers of North Bruce are concern¬ 
ed.

The Bruce Peninsula, in the Prov¬ 
ince of Ontario, was ut one time cov¬ 
ered with a luxuriant forest composed 
of white and red pine, hemlock, maple, 
beech, birch and ash. Lumbering ha* 
gone on almost continuously from 40 | 
to 50 yeura. In this time vast quant¬ 
ities have been removed, but a worthy 
rival to the lumberman in the'des¬ 
truction of these forests was the lire 
which, when started it, the coniferous 
forest would burn until the material 
gave out. 

In the early days white und red 
pint were valuable enough to be tak¬ 
en out. A little later hemlock was 
added until at present very little but 
hardwood is left. For this reason 
the fire danger has been increased 
year by year. But never in the his¬ 
tory of the region, as far as could be 
learned, was there any attempt at 
protection. The lumbermen of to¬ 
day in this section maintain that if 
a lire should start, it would stay on 
the ground and do no damage. 

A ground fire will start through a 
stand logged 10 or 12 years ago, but j 
will not get further than one or two 
hundred feet into the virgin fores:. 
These fires do not damuge the stand¬ 
ing timber, but do destroy, or at least 
damage any volunteer growth which 
hbppcns to be in its path. Then, u- 
gain, these ground fires are injurious 
to the soil which covers the rock very 
thinly in places. Various estimates 
have been placed on the annual cut of 
the Peninsula, but they vary within 
wide limits. Most agree, however, 
that if the present cut ia maintained 
there will be very little left on the 
Peninsula in ten yeas.r—Canadian 
Lumberman. 

Malcolm McBeth 

Writes From West 

Malcolm MacBcth, an old Walkerton 
boy, now Postmaster of Milverton and 
publisher of the Milverton Sun, writes 
from the West where he is ot present 
on an extended trip with his family:-- 
We arrived in Winnipeg on Monday 
night, after a train ride from “Fort 
William, and spent Tuesday and Wed¬ 
nesday forenoon in that city. We 
toured as much as we could in that 
time. It is really a wonderful place 
considering the amount of waste land 
to the cast of it, one wonders from 
what it draws its source of prosperity. 
The most interesting historical place 
about it is the gateway of old Fori 
Gurry, which was built in 1850. Only 
ibi* gateway nf this fa*nous old for*, 
built in the days of the Red River 
settlement, remains, the remainder 
of the structure having been entirely 
demolished in the 80's. Had the Hud¬ 
son Bay Company forseen what this 
country is destined to be, it is possible 
that this fort, which would have prov¬ 
ed one of the most historic points in 
the West, would not have been erased. 
However, on its ruined towers in state¬ 
ly grandeur the Fort Garry hotel, just 
recently completed by the C, N. R. 
This building is about the last word 
in hotel architecture and is about 
twelve stories in height, and its equip¬ 
ment ia up to the minute. There are 
no memorials here commemorating the 
life of the late Lord Stratcojia, who 
for so many years was such a picture¬ 
sque figure in the West, but the regard 
was mutual, as Lord Strutcuna, who 
did bo much for Montreal and other 
places by lavishing his wealth on their 
public institutions, did not contribute 
a farthing to any of Winnipeg’s in* 
.-t'tutions. The cause is said to have 
been due to this constituency refusing 
to return him as u candidate to Par¬ 
liament in the early eighties, when he 
was plain Donald Smith. Lord Strat- 
conn’s prejudices and resentments 
were strong even to vindictiveness*. 

The trip from Winnipeg to Reginn 
was uneventful. The crops of Mani¬ 
toba looked to be fairly good and will 
undoubtedly, be up to the average 
The wheat is not of very great height i 
but is heading out well. A consider¬ 
able quantity of rain has fallen ©f late 
and, while it will help considerably, 
the benefits will not be nearly so great 
as would have been had it fell earlier 
in season. 

A remarkable thing about Regina is 
the amount of ground you see in pot¬ 
atoes—almost ovary vacant lot is 
planted in the sustaining tuber. Even 
in front of the Normal School they 
grow in the stead of lawns and shrub¬ 
bery.

Saved Suez Canal j

How simple strategy made the Suez 
Canal safe is told by Major- General 
Sir Georgs Younghusband in the Phil¬ 
adelphia North American.

CLIPPED FROM OUD LOCAL EXCHANGES 


WALKERTON 


Mr. Joseph Cunningham, postmast¬ 
er and general merchant of Glam is, 
and who has been taking treatment 
for kidney trouble in Walkcrton, of 
late, died in Glnmis, ^orr Sunday af¬ 
ternoon from urucmic poisoning, ag¬ 
ed 69 years and 6 months. The de¬ 
ceased, who was born in Holton Co , 
came to Bruce in 1872, and ran 2 
saw' mill in Greenock for four years. 
In 1378 he took over tho general 
storc in Glamis which he has been 
conducting since. The deceased, who 
was u Baptist and a Liberal, has been 
postmaster at Glamis for 15 years. 
A wife nd family of four daughters 
and two sons survive. 

The horrors of the great world war 
were ughin brought forcibly home to 
Walkerton on Monday morning last, 
when Mr. Donuld McKcchnie, Gover¬ 
nor of the Bruce Co. Cool, was offic¬ 
ially notified that his second 
Capt. Malcolm McKechnie, M. D.. had 
died >«f wounds in Franco on Thurs 
day last, August 8th. As 110 prev¬ 
ious word had been received of Ilia 
being on the cusually list, it is 
probuble that the young Walkerton 
officer had succumbed to his injuries 
shortly ufter being hit. Furthc; 
particulars, which are expected «*• .« 
will reveal the nature of the wounds 
thut cut otr a young heroic life in 
the gallant discharge of duty with 
the n.edical staff at the front. The 
late Malcolm McKechnie was the sec 
end S'in of Mr. and Mrs. D. McKech¬ 
nie, of Walkcrton, and was born ut 
Gillie;. Hill on January 11th, 1889. 
On the appointment of his father as 
County Jailer here, he came with his 
parents to Walkerton In 189—. After 
graduating from the local Public and 
High Schools, he took up the study 
of medicine, and being a brilliant 
student, graduated as a physician 
from Queen's University, Kingston, 
in 1914. Shortly after graduation 
he be.'ame associated with Drs. Mc¬ 
Kenzie and McKenzie of Winnipeg, as 
physicians of the Canadian Northern 
Railway. Hearing the call of duty, 
he enlisted in Winnipeg, May 1916, as 
army surgeon for the 179th Camer¬ 
on Highlanders, and crossed overseas 
with them in Oct, 1916 to England, 
where the Battalion was broken up. 
He wjs on u Medical Board in Brit¬ 
ain until March 1917, when he" won 
attached to N'u. 6 Canadian Field 
Ambulance in France as Captain. Ho 
was nt Vimy Ridge and saw much, 
heavy fighting. He had narrow *» 
capes both while attending the wound 
cd on the Held of action and on on 
occusion when a shell pierced th 
hut in which he was billettcd an-l 
passe i close by where he was sitting.

Tunnel Will Join 
France and England 


(Mail and Empire) 

Sir Arthur Fell, chairman of the 
House of Commons tunnel committee 
speaking at a meeting in London the 
other day emphasized the importance 
uf building the long-lalked-of rail¬ 
way line under the English Channel 
to connect the British Isles with 
France, and expressed the opinion 
that after the war it would be pract¬ 
icable to run trains through from 
London to Constantinople without 
change. Eventually, he added, tho 
line might be extended to Calcutta, 
Cupe Town and Pekin. This may be 
regarded as the long look ahead, says 
the Providence Journul. But the tun¬ 
nel is under present discussion not 
merely ns a look in the indefinite fut- 
with distant lands and cities, but 
\ possible factor in binding the 
Allied countries more closely together 
in the years that lie immediately n- 
head. In the July number of the 
Yale Review, Major-General Francis 
Vinton Greene, reviews the history 
of the tunnel scheme wjth’its incept¬ 
ion 116 years ago to its definite ab¬ 
andonment in 1883, when Lord Wolse- 
ey, fresh from his Egyptiari triumphs 
had declared against it as a highly 
dangerous proposition.

The principal argument against th? 
tunnel has been the possibility of an 
enemy getting control of it and using 
it for an invasion of England. Yet 
those who favor the plan declare that 
abundant defence measures could be 
eusily devised, such as flooding. U is 
at least evident that if Grant Britain 
und France had possessed the tunnel 
at the outbreak of the present war, th-* 
problem of transporting troops and 
supples would have been enormously 
simplfied. General Greene goes so 
to say that the war would have 
been ended in 1916 or earlier. In 19- 
16 under Mr. Asquith, and again in 
1917 under Mr. Loyld George, efforts 
were unsuccessfully made to revive 
the project, though a substantial pub¬ 
lic opinion was brought to its support 
together with 153 votes in the Comm¬ 
ons. Mr. Bonnr Law told the House 
last August‘that “it is not practic¬ 
able to proceed further in the maltei 
during the continuance of the war" 
yet the press of London and Paris 
takes a contrary view', while the 
French Government has always look¬ 
ed with favor on the plan. 

What Might Have Been Saved 

If the tunnel had been in existence 
when the war began, it might have 
saved the use of 1,500,000 tons of 
Bhipping. As long ago as last Sept¬ 
ember the total number of passengers 
across the Channel since the outbreak 
of the war was put at twenty mill¬ 
ions, and the merchandise carried has 
reached millions of tons. The cost 
of the tunnel was formerly put ut 
eighty million dollars. All prices of 
material and labor have greatly in¬ 
creased, of course, but it is estimated 
that the improvements in engineering 
dviecs have been such that the con¬ 
struction to-day could be kept within 
that sum. It might cost far more, 
however, and atill involve an outlay 
less than the combined daily expen¬ 
diture of the Allied belligerents.

French 
and English man-power, skilled und 
unskilled, is now engaged to the last 
man, either in fighting or supplying 
those who fight with what thejr need. 
But there arc in America targe num¬ 
bers of engineers and contractor:! 
who are nut employed in wubactivi 
tics, who are not of conscription age. 
and who arc available for sucH work. 
The common labor can be obtained 
by selection among the German pris¬ 
oners, to the immense advantage of 
all concerned, or by labor from China 
India or Spain. The machinery can 
be furnished by America. It is but o 
tiny fraction of what we have been 
sending to Russia and France. The 
financing must be done by our Gov¬ 
ernment, or under its xancHon and 
guarantee.”

OWEN SOUND 

Fire about two o'clock qp Wednes¬ 
day morning did damage to the extent 
of about435,000 to the stock and fix¬ 
tures of Messra. W. T. Lee and Sons’ 
large dry goods store on 2nd Ave. E. 
This was one of the most disastrous 
fire* that Has visited Owen Sound* 
business section in many years and it 
it unfortunate for Mr. Lee and his 
son. that the insurance carried will 
not nearly cover the low. On the 
stock there is only $25,000 insuranec 
while on the fixture* there is $1000 
The building owned by Mr. John Par¬ 
ker, is damaged to the extent of prob¬ 
ably $2500 and this loss is fully rov 
ered. How the fire originated la a 
mystery that will probably never bo 
solved. At first it was suggested that 
faulty electric wiring might huv 
been the cause, but his was shown to 
bi- impossible as the main cut-out 
switch, near the door, is always pull¬ 
ed off before the premises is locked 
The only fire known to be in the build¬ 
ing V.as ir. the lighting tube of the 
large multiple gas mantle lamps, and 
there was nothing within many feet 
of ttjcse that could have be.>>inc ig¬ 
nited from them. The lire started 
near the rear of the north section of 
store, and whe.i discovered hud made 
considerable horulway. An alarm , 
quickly ha the firemen on the scene ; 
and they made their entrance, with . 
difficulty, through the back door. The 
smoke was very dense and t*. was a 
few moments before the fire could he 
located and the hose turned on it. A 
great deal of stock was burned com¬ 
pletely and all of it is affected by 
water or smoke, or both. New fall 
suite, coats and dresBee, just placed 
on racks and in cabinets, were com 
pletely consumed and a lot of wool, 
woollen goods, and hoisery were utter¬ 
ly destroyed.

those who write to us for a definite i 
statement on this question is that 
fishing on Sunday if done at all, must : 
be done on the sly, but while holding 
this opinou the writers can give no 
foundation for their '-faith. There is 
a reason for this hidefiriite state of 
mind, however, in the fact that there 
is nothing in the Dominion statutes to 
prohibit Sunday angling, unless it 
happens to be the angler's ordinary- 
way of making a livelihood, in which 
case fishing on Sunday might bring 
the unglcr into conflict with the Lord3 
Day Act. But while it is true that 
there js nothing in the Dominion

What is ever unanimous, that the

I’coD’munity’ *chemc was feasible or 
oven acceptable? Apparently on the 
suggestion of someone overly anxious 
I a trip was made and land spied out. 
(Now it seems, with a favorable re- 
1 port to present, there is no on« to 
• present it to. And there is no ono to 
blame 'for it but the committee itself 
The proper presentation to the Long¬ 
ue on the pert of some one famil¬ 
iar with the community idea wee the 
first move. But this was not done. 
The community idee, if it has a good 
point, was never given a chancs. A. 
few men rushed In, granted a trip 
to some men willing to go, while the 
League people ware generally left 
, without information of any kind.. 

I Thera is always a proper way to 
■ do things when handling public funds 
'sod public traits. The committee's 
first duCdwaa to make It dear to the 


I people of the County of Bruce what 
was intended. The committee, not 
doing this have only themselves to 
blsroe if the scheme Lacks support, 
and they fail to get the confidence of 
the people. 

So far as calling together soldiers 
now in tbe county, this should meet 
with approval. The soldiers them¬ 
selves should know what they want 
and what they purpose to do with it. 
if they get it. The sending of three 
delegates by the soldiers thoiim'.ves 
is .the first real step In finding out 
what the soldier* actually desiue. If 
the three men a bo out go to Shsek- 
leton this week, recommend the plaee 
for others, we presume they will at 
on«e take up land there themselves, 
and will.be the pioneers. o{ the com¬ 
munity idea. 

The first real step is salving the 


returned soldiers’ problem, hae been 
made out by the men themselves, and 
the committee of the Bruce Prepar¬ 
edness League would be well advis¬ 
ed if they would consult more of tbs 
ii'l-L'era of Bruce County who have 
returned in an effort to find out what 
they want and to get it for them. 
Taking the people of Bruce County in 
to their confidence should be foremost 
in the committee's mind. 

The returned soldier problem Is not 
a county problem. It ia a national 
problem and such as should raceive 
very serious consideration by the nat¬ 
ion's brainest men. Ihe committee 
may mean well, but they have shown 
a woeful seas knew of knowledge of a 
scheme they are seeking to put in¬ 
to operation.

Stamping hi* foot on the 
deck and looking downwards, he said, 
"he had the captain of that vessel 
down the re.” He appeared to be much 
ashamed in reading reports of how 
many times bis own submarine had 
been rammed and sunk by vessels ar¬ 
riving at American porta.

August 20, he hud Captuin Myhre ami 
his crew prisoners on beard, and con 
verted the trawler from a fish harvest¬ 
er t-> a commerce raider, equipped 
with at least two guns, a wireless ap- 
pratus and scores of banbs. Capt. 
Myhre gave the following interview 
to your representative: 

"We left Portland Saturday, August 
20th, and reached our destination, the 
middle grounds, Tuesday morning 
All of a sudden the submarine, which 
I should say was 280 to 300 feet long, 
came to the surface about three ur 
four miles away, and fired a shell 
over our bow. The shell fell near the 
trawler and the explosion caused such | 
an upheas'nl of water that it almost 
swamped the vessel. The submarine 
steamed up to within 300 yards of us. 
Meanwhile my craw had gotten into 
the boats; and the enemy beckoned 
us to go alongside of the submarine. 
This we did. Thereupon they used 
the trawler's boats for taking their 
own apparatus on board the Triumph 
including boxes of ammunition, wire¬ 
less apparatus, mines, bombs and two 
guns, which I should judge were three 
pounders. This occupied two hours. 
They put about twenty of their men. 
all Germans, on board. The Hun crew 
immediately commenced to throw 
overboard the trawlers material, such 
•s fish, trawling gear and everything 
movable that they did not need. Their 
engineers at once started getting 
steam up. and they steamed away. 

“We were on the submarine while 
all this waa going on. They kept one 
of our boats and left ua two, into 
which our twenty-one men were put. 
The submarine captain told us to 
make for the shore as best we could. 
In rowing away we were rowing 
around his bow, when he started the 
engine and acted as though he intend¬ 
ed to ram us. The back water of the 
speeding submarine nearly swamped

Kor ihnt rvnmin I feltjat Brat 
that, no matter how vital to the 
allied cause mifcht be the lafor- 
in it Ion I could give aa to the kai¬ 
ser's viewpoint, ambitions and 
plan' the requirement* of pro* 
regional ethics must teal my 
lips nod compel ina to withhold 
it from the world at large. 

When, however, 1 considered 
the jrrflve erlslH that confronts 
the world and In which my own 
country is playiDK so important 
a part, and realized that what I 
knew of the kaiser might prore 
of some value to civilisation, I 
nioiiudetl that ray patriotic duty 
*as {uramount und rose «u- 
lieriur to any of the ordinary de~ 
muuils of professional ethics. 

In this conclusion I was 
jiirenclhencd by the urgent solid- 
lutlnu nf ihe leaders of ray pro 
fesMnh who were moat emphatic 
in tUrir contention that my 
ellilrul (juulras were entirely un¬ 
warranted in view of di the cir- 
ciaai-rancea.

CHAPTER I. 


“America Must, B* Punished 1” 
When war broid- out between the 
United Suites and Germany, on April 
^8, 11117, 1 was In Berlin. I bad lived 
sod practiced my profession aa a dent¬ 
ist there for 14 years, and tha kaiser 
had been one of ray patients during 
i all tbm (itoe. 

1 don't know exactly how many 
Halts the kaiser PBld rue profesaioik- 
■ llj, but 1 know ] am safe In saying 
they were not leas than 100, and tba 
probabilities are they were closer to 
130. Almost invariably, after my work 
was done, the kalaer remained any¬ 
where (rum ten minutes to an hour 
and a half to discuss the topics of tha 
hour with nil*. 

When we declared war against Ger» 
relay, therefore, while I was still an 
Ameriran citizen—as patriotic an 
Ameriran. I believe, aa might In* found 
anywhere—I had lived In Germany ao 
long, had developed ao many profea- 
aluont friendships In Germany's molt 
fsv« red circles and was so generally 
regarded ns u particular favorite of 
the kuiM-r himself, that I found It hard 
to realize tliHt nevertheless I had be¬ 
come an alien enemy. 

Tin- Mime day the breaking off of 
dl|il»iM;iilc relations was announced, 

•be ..newspapers had published 

the provialniM of un old treaty be¬ 
tween Gi rnmny und the Clnited Stales 
win id) g:ive Americans in Germany 
;mi| Gi-riu:nis in America nine months 
after u • Inrufiou of war between tlio 
•wo !,ittiuns within which to settle 
tUeir affairs and lenye the country. 

“'Ilii'i treaty,'* the newspapers point¬ 
ed oui, -was made in the time of Fred¬ 
erick ihe Great. It has never been 
repealed. Germany will respect It." 
Aa there Were BO many more Germans 
in America than there were Americans 
in Germany, this prompt announce¬ 
ment of Germany's Intentions regard¬ 
ing tills treaty wis quite understand- 
shir ami It seemed most Improbable 
that Germany would adopt any harsh 
rarasures Seward Americans and 
thereby Invite reprisals. 

Had the situation been reversed, of 
Course, the Germans would undoubt¬ 
edly have thought It expedient to ln- 
-Vtrro Americans do matter what hap- 
breed to their own countryman In 
America, and. In that event, this an¬ 
cient treaty would have shared the 
fate of tbit which guaranteed Bel- 
(iuiu'a neutrality. One “scrap of pt- 
per' 1 mors or leas would never have 
been allowed to Interfere with Ger¬ 
many'* ‘•destiny.” 

Influential Germans who called to 
see me professionally during that pe¬ 
riod almost Invariably expressed the 
hope that I was not planning to leave 
Berlin. 

“No matter what happen*, doctor," 
they declared—“even If the worst 
comes to the worst and war la de¬ 
clared betwoeo America and Germany 
—you may feel quite sure the kaiser 
will never let anyone harm you." 

I bad not let the matter rest there, 
however. 1 had called at the Amerl- 
embassy, where It waa pointed 
out to me that, while diplomatic rw 
lattonu had been severed. It wts not 
tt all certain that war would result | 
md there wsb, therefore, no reason , 
for me to leave Berlin predpitately- 
Had the kaiser been In Berlin at ' 
the time, I might, of coarse, hpve hid 
an opportunity to put the question to i 
him aguarely as to what my fata might j 
be If war. were declared, hut he was 
,Wa y The court chamberlain had 
been appointed but a short time before 
ind I did not know him personally, 
but his predecessor. Count August ua 
tolenburg, one of tha vines! and aflffl 


rstpected men in Germany, was one 
oldest patient* end I derided to 
discuss the situation with him. Un- 
fortunately, however. I found him too 
Hi to receive me. He was eighty year* 
old and, although unusually welt pre¬ 
served. was in no condition on this 
i>ct'anlon to receive visitors. 

Another Influential patient of mine 
whom 1 sought out at this time was 
cx-Ambissador von Stunn. Although 
ha was now retired froUTemclal life, 
he had formerly been a powerful flg- 
ure In German state circles and still 
kept more or leas in touch with the 
new court chamberlain and others In 
high office. Bis nephew was under 
secretary of foreign affair*. 

I found the ez-ambaasodor at his 
private apartment In the Adion hotel. 

"What wl^t happen to Americana,’ 

1 asked, ‘If my country declares war 
against Germany V 

“That, doctor, will depend entirely 
upon how America treats our sub¬ 
jects," ha replied, somewhat more 
coldly than I had expected of him. "If 
America Interns Germans, of course, 
we shall undoubtedly treat Americans 
the same way, and you could hardly 
expect any special couslderatjon, ul- 
though, if you will Write a letter to the 
cyurt clismberlnln. who la a personal 
friend of mine, I yhall aee that he gets 


to dispose of my German practice and 
retaro bunje.

I had become convinced that what I 
knew of the kaiser and his plana, bow 
that we were at war, ought to be com¬ 
municated to America without delay 
and that the only way to da that ids 
QUately would be to get home aa soon 
as I possibly could, aa nutter what 
personal sacrifice might be Involved In 
abandoning my Enropelh practice and 
Interests. r 


“But. excellency," I replied, “there la 
a treuty between Germany snd Amer¬ 
ica, I umli'rataiifl, which gives the sub¬ 
jects or citizens of tine country who 
happen to be adjourning In the other 
when war Is declared nine months 
within which to close up their affairs 
und leave. Would not that protect 
caeT" 

“Of course, doctor," ha answered, 
■Germany will respect the treaty If 
America does, and then thera will be 
no trouble. It aeema to me you must 
await developments and, in the mean-' 
Ume you have no cause for worry." 

“Suppose some of your subjects in 
America should act up and start 
blowing up bridges or muoitlan fac¬ 
tories and should be lynched, which 
they probably would be," I aagreatad. 
•*what would Germany's course be?" 

“What Germany would do then, 
dvetar," he replied, slowly *□<! 
thoughtfully, aa though such a contin¬ 
gency had never occurred to him be¬ 
fore—“really, doctor, I don't know 
what wa would do 1“ 

This somewhat unsatisfactory Inter¬ 
view with Von Stunn might have wor¬ 
ried me more, perhaps, had it not been 
for a visit I received only a day or 
two later from Prince von Pleas, one 
af tha kaiser's closest friends and ad¬ 
visors, who called on me profession¬ 
ally. Bor a year and a half tha kaiser 
had hml hts great army headquarters 
at the prince's palace at Plaaa, in 
■ ootheastern Germany, and I knew 
that he enjoyed his monarch's confi¬ 
dence. 

When I asked him regarding the 
possible Internment of Americans, he 
BSMired me that, come what might. 1 
and ray family had not the slightest 
reason for alarm. 

"No matter what may befall other 
Americana, doctor." be asserted. In 
a confidential manner, “the kaiser boa 
gone on record to the effect that you 
and your family are not to ba mo¬ 
lested.*' 

Another Incident which made roe 
feel that I could proceed with my prep¬ 
arations for leaving Berlin without un¬ 
due hast* was the receipt early In tbe 
year of a mast extraordinary post card 
from tbe kalaar which. It occurred to 
tat, was quite significa n t as to hie In¬ 
tentions regarding aay welfare. On ana 
•Ida was his picture and on tha other, 
written and signed In English in bis 
«wn handwriting, was tha message: 
“Dear Doctor Davis: 

“Wishing yea a very good year for 
H17, WILLIAM L K." 

This was tha drat mosiag* of its 
kind that I had aver received from th* ; 
kaiser. Bran In peaca tint#*, tha pic¬ 
ture postals which ha bad saat to me 
from time to tiro* and which were 
autographed by him, ware always 


It la true that In the early years of 
my relationship with the kaiser our 
conversation* naturally embraced only 
the moat general of subject*, but !• 
later year*, when he cams to kaow me 
better, he cast aside all reserve and 
talked to me on whatever waa upper¬ 
most Id bis mind at the time. After 
th* war started that, of course, formed 
the principal subject of our.discus¬ 
sions and the part that America waa 
playing In the conflict was frequently 
brought np because of the fact that I 
waa an American. 

One memorable Interview I had had 
with him Influenced me perhaps more 
than any other single factor to baaten 
the settlement of my European affairs 
and return home. 

It was in the fall of 3918. Ths kai¬ 
ser had come to me for professional 
attention, and after my work waa com¬ 
pleted be remained to discuss soma 
of the s spec is of tbe war. Perhaps the 
fact thnt I hid just returned from a 
visit to America mode him more than 
usually eager for a chat with m«. 

We hail discussed various phnaea of 
the war, when the kaiser changed the 
subject abruptly with tbe question: 

“Davis, what's th* matter with jour 
country!”

“Davis, I will s«e what I can do In 
the matter," be replied reassuringly, 
and aa be waa leaving my office he 
turned to me and said to tbe presence 
Of Ms two adjutants: “Regarding that 
matter you spoke of. leave It to me 
and I trill see what I can dot" 

Th# kalaer*a Influence would readily 
solve oor problem, I thought, and 1 
waa* very much relieved. Two days 
later, however, I received a letter 
from Count von Moltke, one of tbe kal. 
aer*s adjutants, stating that the kai¬ 
ser had spoken to him regarding the 
Switzerland project, but, under the 
circumstances, it was out of the ques¬ 
tion. If, however, ray child’s condition 
were such as to make a change of cli¬ 
mate really necessary, he added, the 
kaiser suggested that a trip to the 
Austrian Tyrol might perhaps be ar¬ 
ranged, as the climate (here waa Just 
as good as that of Switzerland, but be¬ 
fore permission would be grunted for 
that trip tt would be necessary to ob¬ 
tain a certificate from the district doc¬ 
tor stating that It was necessary. 

A* the food situation In Austria wan 
Just as bad as It wag In Germany, if 
not worse, that idea didn't appeal to 
me at nil, nnd I went Immediately tn 
the koinmandantur and explained the 
situation to them.

Not long ago 1 was at Liverpool 
and am sending you a post card pict¬ 
ure of, I think, the most famous ev f 
ent in the history of Liverpool, that 
is a party of American soldiers hold¬ 
ing their 4th of July celebration.

As for myself I an* busy with ed¬ 
ucational work, arranging lectures, 
and lecturing myself in the Campa 
land Hospitals in England and Scot¬ 
land, phich gives a great opportun¬ 
ity to get around, see the country and 
have new experiences, and I am en¬ 
joying it tremendously. In all pro¬ 
bability I will either go back to Can- 
adk or to France before very long. I 
hope it will be to France, however;, 
when you are in the Army you go 
where you are sent, and the fewer 
questions you ask, thc better yon get 
along.

France, September, 1918 
During the last big “push” on the 
Canadian front, big “Mac" McKinnon 
of Kincardine, was doing traffic con 
trul on a busy cross road close un to 
tie fighting line, when a German aer¬ 
oplane dropped a bomb right into a 
motor lorry loaded with six-inert 
t. he 11 a and made a mes9 of the right- 
jef-way. All four roads were crowd- 
I er with M. T .and horsed transport. 
| ot d some of the trucks carried »m- 
I munition for next morning's barrage, 
! which was to help the battalions “»v- 
’ cr the top.” Not a vehicle could pas* 
the smashed truck, and, indeed, the 
drivers did not care to risk their con¬ 
voys without an order, for every little 
while a six-inch shell was exploded 
in the blazing lorry, while on top of 
it all the Fritz plane was machine- 
gunning the area lit up by the flare. 

It looked like a costly all night tie 
up, but MacKinnon sailed into the 
tangle and started to roll the shells 
off the road BY HAND. At irreg¬ 
ular intervals they would explode, but 
none of them happened to kill him, 
so he kept on; took a chance on the 
machine gun bullets as well, and in 
less than two hours had the thorough 
foir cleur. An imperial artillery offi¬ 
cer who witnessed the action was so 
struck with the Canadian’s initiative 
and disregard of dunger that he re- 
poted the oceurancc to Mac’s com¬ 
manding officer, who promptly rec¬ 
ommended him for decoration. 

That’s only one incident in the 
| story of the MacKinnons nnd McDwn- 
, aids, Farquharsons and Finlaysons 
i and others of the breed who came to 
| tho 1st Bntt. from Bruce County. One 
| of the heart breaking features of the 
1 great war, as it concerns Canada,, 
i has been the necessary disbanding in 
England af the overseas units such 
im the IGUth Bruce and the llllst Hur- 
■"is. Even the fine individual record 
of these men in the Battalions to 
which they were drafted to France 
makes one wish to see service under 
their own colors. In raising the IGOtli 
Rati* 11 ut from n county as lig'nily 
populatcd as k Bruce, Lieut-Col. Weir 
and his officers accomplished what 
many people considered an imposibil 
ity and yet the quality of the rank aa 
file was so well maintained that the 
drafts in France have added to the 
reputation of their original unit no 
less than the battalion of their affil¬ 
iation. 

MEN FROM BRUCE 
March 5 last an even hundred men 
from the Bruco battalion reached the 
1st., and were divided evenly among 
the companies. Their three acting 
sergeants, Richenhack, Ruhl 
Matheson, and five acting corporals. 
Field, D. J. MacDonald, J.' Kitchen, 
W. A. McKenzie and N. McDonald, 
were taken on as privates. There 
was no Bruce officer in the Battalion. 
The hundred were now orphans. 
Strating at scratch, or even a wee bit 
handicapped, the newcomers plodded 
on from obscurity to recognition. Re¬ 
porting without a single man on the 
inarch, and none in detention, they 
have kept up the record of good char¬ 
acter and I do not recall an instance 
of a “651" or “652" man figuring in 
an orderly room case. Few have 
gone out sick, and only one has been 
sent to rest camp. 

D. J. MacDonald, (Ripley) and U. 
Zettel (Walkerton) were promoted 
lance-coprorala in the field in June. 
During this present month D. V. Mc- 
Callum, A. Field, W. J. Edridge, R. 
Hepenstall, N. E. Kaufman, G. A. Lid- 
ster, W. E. Fraser and J. W. Hudson 
have been made lance-corporals and 
John Kitchen is a full corporal.

COULD PLAY BALL 
During the summer somebody dis-. 
covered that t\. D. Matheson could 
play baseball and he was made n 
member of the battulion tcum ( which 
won 12 straight games from all sort a 
of units in the division. 

Then came the big August “push" 
on the allied front, with the Canadian 
corps, as onr English paper said, the 
"spearhead" of Marshal Foch’s thrust 
The spearhead went in deep and dime 
out bloody The Bruce men went 
through the fighting with the batt- 
| alion and suffered their share of 


R. Mclver and R. J. Willie were 
the earliest to go out wounded in this 
campaign. Next day P. H. Robinson 
J. A. Richenback, W. A. McDougall, 
A. V. Nickel, G. V. Marshall and J. 
Sinclair were evacuated. During lat¬ 
er operations the 160th contingent 
had four killed and seventeen wound¬ 
ed. A. W. Groves, Lance-Corp. Zet- 
el, J. Wood (Chealey) and W. J. 
White (Paisley) gave their lives dur¬ 
ing this attack in which the Canad¬ 
ians gained immensely important pos¬ 
itions, captured a great number of 
German machine guns and much e- 
quipment and took many prisoners. 
White was in the section which pen¬ 
etrated farther into enemy territory 
than any other part of the brigade 
line. 

The wounded were; D. J. McDonald 
S. P. Sinden (only recently joined 
A. E. Stewart (stretcher bearer), G. 
D. McArthur, Wm. George, R. J. 
Gray, W. Henson, E. R. Jackson, D. 
D. Jones. D. Gillies, T. C. Bugler, W. 
H. McCurdy, J. D. Becker. N. T. 
Walker, P. Wood, and H.E . Woolrich 
Pte. George was at first reported 
missing but turned up later at a hos- 
pial at the base. 

In another fierce action a few days 
Jpter, in which the Hun was again 
forced to shift his front line, W. A. 
Bluhm, F. H. Eyre, P. A. Renshaw, 
and G. A. Twamley went out wounded 
A. C. Campbell was killed. 

HONOURABLE SCARS 

Some of the boys will have more 
than “honorable scars” to remind] 
them of the big “show.” As thej 
folks at home have heard by this 1 
time, tfa yM ilitary Medal was award¬ 
ed, after we earlier August fighting, 


to M. N. McDonald iPiisley) J. C. 
Campbell (Chealey), Lanec-corp D. J. 
McDonald (Ripley) and Lance-Corp. 
G. R. McDonald (Wiarton). Not so 
bad for the Macs and Campbells! 
I But that is not all. Since the last 
battle before this was written, more 
Bruce men have been recommended 
by Licut-Col. Sparling, D. S. O. for 
suitable rewards. Their names are 
not yet public property, but I am 
permitted to give an idea of how they 
conducted themselves in such a way 
as to be reported on by tho company 
commanders. 

One crawled out and dressed 
wounded men, under heavy fire, and 
brought them into places of safety. 

A Lewis gunner, when the remaind¬ 
er of,-his section became casualties, 
carried the gun forward and did great 
execution among tho enemy. 

Still another went out in No Man’s 
Land with « patrol and got in touch 
with the enemy, bringing^back val¬ 
uable information. 

All these deeds in one duy! 

Just the kind of men that would 
bee hoflen for* ’battle stop” or traffic 
control duty. And that’s how F. Mc¬ 
Dougall ant! "Mac” McKinnon canto 
1 to be attached to the divisional slnff. 
| And that brings us round to big ‘Mac* 
where we started. 

Keep your eyes on the men from 
I Bruce They won’t remain privates 
| or even corporals and the sprinklni.tr 
| of medal ribbons will grow, even be¬ 
fore this is read. The good Scotch- 
Cunadiun blood spilt on French soil 
; has already been avenged but the 
j Hun will have to pny the account ov¬ 
er and over again. 

In the meantime I’m speculating 
the havoc these wounded men will bo 
creating among the nurses in hospit¬ 
als down the line nnd in Blighty. 
Good looking husky lads, those from 
Bruce.

Editorial 


1 THE SPANISH FLU 

| There are not many eases of thin 
1 late epidemic in Wiarton, and vie do 
l not want many. This disease is ap- 
I parently sweeping the continent and 
ia to be dreaded. The reports in 
the daily papers get*on the nerves 
and ereate a panicky condition. One 
thing is sure, we cannot be too care¬ 
ful. At a recent meeting of the 
Board of Health, It was decided to 
notify all the doctors to immediately 
report any suspected cases, and it is 
the intention of the Board of Health 
to quarantine the houses at once. The 
Board of Health has practically sup¬ 
reme and arbitrary powers and in this 
case they will be well advised to use 
them. It has been decided to close 
all places of amusementns, and wc 
think the wisdom in this is apparent. 
There are many who would close 
schools and churches as well. The 
wisdom of this course becomes a de -1 
batable question. If the quarantine 
of every case iB enforced it may not 
be necessary. Theone thing to in¬ 
sist upon, with no uncertain sound, 
is the strict and Impartial enforce¬ 
ment of the ixolaUon of every house 
in which there is a case of this dis- 


CLOSE THE SCHOOLS 

The decision upon the port of the 
Council to close all places of public 
amusement in order to prevent the 
spread of Influenza is commendable, 
but we are of the opinion that 7C per 
cent, of the people of the town will 
favor the closing of the schools un¬ 
til danger is over. We are compar¬ 
atively free of the epidemic, and we 
do not want it, and we should lake 
every way to prevent it. A few weeks i 
less to the school year will not sig¬ 
nify, and if it prevents the disease 
from spreading it will be a .big boon. 

It U argued that the schools may a: 
well be open a9 the children from af¬ 
fected houses roam the street. This 
remark is a reflection upon our sys¬ 
tem of isolation, but let us concede 
this point and the fact remains that 
there ia less danger of the disease in 
the open air than in a stuffy room. 
Health is the main consideration in 
the life of a child and we submit that 
the school boards will be wise to be 
on the safe side. On Tuesday no! 
more than one-half of the scalar 
wer? present at the Public School, th 
reason being the parents are panicky 
If all the parents and others whn 
are of this opinion will speak to the 
members of the Public School Board, 
they will probably take immediate 
action, and immediate action, ia the 
only thing which is any good. Should 
one-half of the people get the disease 
it will be then a little too late to serve 
any good purpose <

And tha world at large learned more 
or laaa of German intrigue and props- 
good* alace tha war. bat It la not gra- 
ftally known that the aatna aort of 
fting waa golag on even more actively 
ft time af peace. Countless measures, 
erf tha moat suhtle and Insidious char¬ 
acter. were taken to lull Into a sense of 
falsa security the nations she Intended 
eventually to attack and to Inspire fear 
In or command the respect of nations 
which she hoped would remain neutral 
or might even be induced to throw Id 
their lot with hers Id the event of 
war. 

In this phnse of Germany's prepara¬ 
tion for war, the kaiser took a leading 
part 

It Is a fact, for instance, that prac¬ 
tically every officer in Ihe Chilean j 
army ia a German, and the kaiser has 
■pared no pains to foster the friend¬ 
ship of the South Ameriran republics, 
commercially and diplomatically. 

One of the South American minis¬ 
ters told nie of «n rx-|i resident of 
Peru who had visited Berlin. This 
Peruvian hud previously visited Loo- 
don and Paris and had received little 
or no official attention In either of 
Ihose capitals. For reasons best 
known to himself, the kaiser derided 
to cater to thli gentleman, and accord¬ 
ingly arranged an audieuce. 

In the discussion which took place 
when they met, the kaiser displayed 
such a remarkable acquaintance with 
Peruvian affairs and the family his¬ 
tory and political career of his visitor 
Unit (he South American was stunned. 
When he returned bpene he curried 
with him a moat exalted Idea of (he 
all-pervading wlfdoni of the Germun 
emperor To what extent ihe kaiser 
had spent the midnight oil preparing 
for this interview 1 have no knowledge, 
hut knowing the Importance be placed 
upon making a favorable Impression 
at all times I bsve a mental picture of 
his delving deeply into South Ameri¬ 
can lore In preparation fur his fueit. 

TJjere li nothing dearer to the kaiser 
than caste and aoclal distinction. Mor- 
guunllc marriages were nataraliy ab¬ 
horrent ta him. Nsverthfleas, before 
Archduke FTaoa Ferdinand, the auc- 
cessar to tha Austrian throne, was 
murdered, tba kaiser not only recog¬ 
nised kla morganatic wlfa, who waa 
ealy a countess, but went out of bis 
way ta ahow bar deference. Ha placed 
h*r at his right at all state functlooi 
which she attended. To bring Austria 
and Germany closer logethar, ha waa 
willing to waive one of ids deep-rooted 
prejudices. 

Tba significance of tbe kaiser's 
many visits to Itoly, bis presentation 
«f a statae to Stockholm, hit yachting 
exrarsloni in Scandinavian waters, 
his flirtations with Turkey from his 
castle on tbe Island of Corfu, sod sim¬ 
ilar acts of Ingratiation, becomes quite 
apparent lb the face of more recent 
developments, but his efforts to curry 
favor with America during all tbe 
years of peace which preceded the war 
were so much more clulHirtite itml they 
deserve more thuu passing mention. 

No more subtle piece or propaganda 
was ever conceived lliuu the kaiser's 
plan o< exchanging professor*between 
the Halted Slates aud Germany 
through the **tu 111 I sh nit'll! of tbe 
I nurse veil and ll:.rvurd chairs at tbe 
Tiliversity of Berlin uml corresponding 
cl.iilrs ut Harvard end other American 
universities. U»u-o»iOly the purpose of 
tbe project was to foster good-will be¬ 
tween the two nations. Actually. It 
wbb Intended to Gerniuulse Americans 
to such an exteat that their co-opera- 
tlcm might be railed Upon in the event 
of war for which Germany was sed¬ 
ulously preparing. 

It was believed that the exchange of 
professors would accomplish the Ger- <

Horn time before .tha kaiser con¬ 
ceived the scheme of the exchange 
Professor*, h« sent hlshgOther. Pllncs 
Henry, to this country "do draw ths 
two nations closer together and to In¬ 
still In the heart of orory child bo*^ 
In America of German parents an 
abiding love for tbe fatherland. 

Just before tha -war broke out, he 
was planning to send one of bis bom 
1 here wlib ths* wat object 
1 He told me of his project sad asked 
. me to which part of tbe United Ststca 

I I thought lie ought to send the prinoa, 
"That depends, your majesty." I re- 

I plied, “upon tbe object of tba visit 
If the purpose is to meet American 
sncletv. I would recommend such 
• places as Newport tn summer aad 
Palm Beach In winter. To ceii*» 
coo tart with oar stati-ameo and diplo¬ 
mats, Washington would naturally be 
Ihe moat likely place to visit.” 

The kaiser thanked me for the In¬ 
formation but did not enter loto fur¬ 
ther details as to the object be had 
In mlad or which son be hod planned 
to send serosa. 

It waa to curry favor with America 
that the kaiser had his yacht Ifetoor 
built In onr shipyards, and It la a fact 
that more American women were pre¬ 
sented at tbe German court than those 
of any other nation. 

When he presented a statue of 
Frederick the Orest to this country, 
in McKinley's atimlnlstrstlon, It cre¬ 
ated a great stir In congress. What 
could be less appropriate, It was ar¬ 
gued, than tbe status of a monarch !q 
tbe capital of a republic? Tba statue 
was not set up In McKinley's adminis¬ 
tration, but Roosevelt accepted It in 
the Interest of diplomacy and had It 
erected la front of the Army building. 

Seeing that bis gift bad had Just the 
apposite effect ta that intended, the 
kaiser reprimanded his ambassador 
for not having Interpreted American 
sentiment more accurately. 

A few days after the dtalb of King 
Edward, Roosevelt arrived la Berlin. 
Despite Ihe fact that all Edrope was 
In mourning, the kaiser arranged tbe 
most elaborate military dress review 
ever glveo Id honor of a private cltlsen 
to celebrate Roosevelt's visit Tha re¬ 
view waa bald (n tbe large military 
reservation near Berlin. More than 
100,000 soldiers passed In review be¬ 
fore tbe kaiser and his ataS add their . 
honored guest 

How far the kaiser would have gone 
In his attentions to Roosevelt had ha , 
not been In mourning It la Impossible 
to say. but 1 don't believe be would 
have left anything undone to ahow bis 
admiration for the American ex-pres¬ 
ident and to curry favor wlfk this 
country. 

But Roosevelt waa uot tbo \cnly 
Americas to whom tbo kaiser dlade 
overtures. He was coastsatly inviting 
American millionaires to pay felm 
yachting visits at Kiel or wherever 
cine bs happened ta be. 

He »at for a portrait by an Amerl- 
rao painter, which waa exhibited with 
a large collection of other American 
works under the kalner'a auspice*. 

Thare waa nothing that the kaiser I 
did not do In bis efforts to Ingratiate I 
himself with this country Id the hope 
that he would resp bis reward whea 
ibe great war be waa anticipating 
eventually broke oat. 

Tskeu Individually, these various In¬ 
cidents seem trivial enough, but I 
have every reason to know that the 
kaiser attached considerable impor¬ 
tance ta them. I know that there waa 
a good deal of chagrin in the tirades 
he dellvsred to me against America for 
her part lo supplying munitions to the 
■ Hire—chagrin at ths thought thst tbe 
seed he had sown in America bad 
failed to bring forth better froit. 
Wbeh we finally entered Ibe war and 
he realized that ail hLs rare fully nur¬ 
tured plana of years had availed him 
naught, he could not restrain his bit- I 
terneaa nor conceal his disappoint- | 
ment 

"All my efforts to show my friend¬ 
ship for America—-exchanging profes¬ 
sors with your colleges, sanding my 
brother in your country, all—all far 
nothing I" he exclaimed, disgustedly, 
after we had entered the war. 

On another occa- 'o* he showed evaa 
more clearly haw far America had fal¬ 
len short of kla expectation; 

"What baa become of those rich 
Americana who ased to visit m* with 
(heir yacht* at Kiel and come ta my 
enjertalomeati In Berlin 7" ha asked, 
sarcastically. "Now that W* ha*a 
England Involved, why aren’t they 
utilising tha opportunity to atm and 
to make their own country great 1 Da 
they think I put myself out to enter¬ 
tain them because X loved theral I 
am disgusted with ths whole Acgio-

That tha kaiser followed American 
politics very rioesly. especially after 
th* war broke eot, waa very natureL 
Tha fact that there waa a great Ger- 
msn-Amsricmn vote la this couatry 
was not overlooked in Potsdam, sod I 
haven’t the slightest doubt the kaiser 
Imagined that ho could exert consider¬ 
able influence la onr elections through 
Ms emissaries in Ibis country. 

1 returned to Berlin lata In October 
of that year. Within a day or two 
after my arrival I received a telephone 
message from the Reichakanaier von 
Bethmann-Hollweg to tbe effect that 
the kaiser bad sent him word of ay 
return and that he would like me to 
call at his pataca either tbal noon or 
at four p. tn. f < 

I was ushered Into a very large room 
in the corner of which was a business¬ 
like looking flat-topped desk, bat which 
w.as otherwise elaborately furnished. 
The relchskansler, a tall, bread-obonl- 
dered, handsome specimen of a man. 
came over lo me snd. putting his arm 
Id mine, walked me to a seat beside 
tbe desk. Ha asked me what I would 
smoke, and upon my taking a cigar¬ 
ette, he did likewise. 

"The kaiser’s been tailing me, doc¬ 
tor," he said, “or your recent visit to 
America, and 1 would ilka to aak you 
a few questions." 

I said that I was.always glad to talk 
| of America. Indeed. I waa partihjlar^ 
ty glad of tbe opportunity to apeak 
with tbe prime minister of Germany at 
that time. 

Then followed a bewildering succes¬ 
sion of Questions, the purpose of 
■ which waa not at all clear to me. Wo 
I had a peculiar conversation—half in 
German, half Id English. The relchj- 
kanxler did sot speak English partic¬ 
ularly well. 

"How are things in Amerlcal" ha 
asked. "Did you hava any opportu¬ 
nity to gauge the political situation? 
Who do you think will he the next 
president? Do yon think that Ameri¬ 
cana art opposed to peace because 
that would aad their chaace to mako 
money ont of tha war? Are jour 
people so mercenary that they would 
like to see the war prolonged for the 
sake af the money they can make oat 

of itr 

"No. year cxeetleacj.” I rvptiod, 
“yon are quite wrong If yon imagine 
thst my cwuatrymen waull like to pre- 
long tha war far tha sake af «ar- 
profltSL That la vary far from bria* 
the case. Ob tha contrary, the coun¬ 
try at largo Is anxious for peace." 

"Don't forget your people are mak¬ 
ing a let af mosey «nt of this war,” 
the rsichskaasler persisted. "They 
are becoming vary rich. They will 
soon hava all tha gold In the world. 
Putting an nd to the war would to a 
great extent and American opportuni¬ 
ties for making mouey eu this enor¬ 
mous scale." 

"TOet may bo all true,” I replied, 
"but fortunately my countrymen think 
mere of the blessings of peace and 
liberty than they do of war and profits, 
and the Bonner peace can bo brought 
■bant on a basis which will have 
aome assurance of permanency the bet¬ 
tor ws will Ilka It" 

"Wilson has the greatest opportu¬ 
nity ever presented to a nm* to make 
his name Immortal—by bringing about 
peace In the world." be went on. “Wo 
feel now that he la not our friend, but 
friendly to the allies, but nevertheless 
he may be able to aee that If this war 
Si prolonged Indeflaltely it will mean 
the destruction of all the nation* In¬ 
volved In it Do you think there la 
any possibility of America entering 
tha war?" 

“That of course, will depend, Jtmr 
excellency," 1 answered, “upon devel¬ 
op meet*. I don't bcllav* my country 
la anxious to light, bat I'm quite aare 
that DothJag la the world will keep wa 
oat of It If our rights as a neutral 
nation are not respected."

How Can One Guard Against 
Influenza? 

In guarding against disease of all 
kinds it is important that the body 
be kept strong and able to fight of? 
disease germa. This can be done by 
having a proper proportion of work, 
i play, and rest, by keeping the body 
j well clothed, and by eating sufficient 
| wholesome and properly aaloctod 
food. In connection with diet it is 
well to remember that milk is one of 
the best all-round foods obtainatlle 
| for adults aa well as children. So 
| far aa a disease like influenza is con- 
I cerned, health authorities everywhere 
recognize the very close relation be¬ 
tween its spread and overcrowded 
homes. While it is not always pos¬ 
sible, especially in times like the pres¬ 
ent, to avoid 9Uch overcrowding, peo¬ 
ple should consider the health dan¬ 
ger und make every effort to reduce 
the home overcrowding to a minimum. 
The value of fresh air through open 
windows cannot be over-emphasized.

ary colds, the general symptoms 
(fever, pain, depression) are by no 
means aa severe or as sudden in their 
onest as they are in influenza. Final¬ 
ly, ordinary colds do not spread 
through'the community so re idly ur 
so extensively as does influenza. 

In most cases a person taken sick 
with influenza feels sick rather sud¬ 
denly. He feels weak, has pains in 
his eyes, ears, head or back, and may 
be sore all over. Many patients feel 
dizzy, some vomit. Most of the pati 
ents complain of feeling chilly, and 
with this conies a fever in which the 
I temperature* rises to 100 to 104. In 
most cases the pulse remains rela- 
isively slow. 

I What is Ihe course of Ihe disease? 
Do people die of it? 

Ordinarily the fever lasts froau 
three to four duys, and the patient 
recovers. But while the proportion 
of deaths in the present epidemic has 
generally been low, in some places! 
the outbreak has been severe and 
deaths have been i numerous. When 
death occurs it ia usually the result 
of • complication. 

What should be done by those who 
catch fhe disease? 

It la very important that every per¬ 
son who becomes sick with influenza 
should go home at once and go to bed. 
This will help to keep away danger¬ 
ous complications and will, at the 
same time, keep the patient from 
scattering the disease far and \yidc. 
It ia highly desirable that no one be 
allowed to sleep in the same room 
with the patient. 

If there ia cough and eputum or 
running of the eyes and noae, care 
should be taken that all such dis¬ 
charges are collected on bits of gauza 
or rag or paper napkins and burned. 
If the patient complains of fever and 
headache, he should be given water 
to drink, a cold compress to the fore¬ 
head, and a light sponge. Only such 
medicine should be given aa prescribed 
by the doctor^ It is foolish to ask 
the druggist to prescribe, and may bo 
dangerous to take the so-called “safe, 
suy and harmless” remedies adver¬ 
tised by patenUmedicine manufactur-

The stranger asked if he 
sold chicken feed. Mr. Rae said that 
he did, and asked,him if he wished to 
get some, the stranger replying in 
the affirmative. Mr. Rae said that 
he would be through milking in a few 
minutes and would attend to his 
wants. Mr. Rae remarked that he 
was a stranger to him, and asked if 
he lived in town. The stranger re¬ 
plied that he was a stranger in town 
and was staying at one of the hotels. 
About the time Mr. Rae completed 
the milking of the cow, a team came 
into the yard and drove up for chop.

Are Barbarians 


Germany and it shows that Herr 
Krause was seized with the signifi- 
cence of the Battle of the Marne as 
swiftly as Ludendorff or Hindenburg 
could have been. It was at the Bat¬ 
tle of the Marne, he says, that Cer- j 
many lost the war. After that bat-1 
Ue, he says, the best thing for Ger¬ 
many to have done, was to have ad¬ 
mitted defeat. Her rulers should 
have seen then that Civilization it¬ 
self would never permit Germany to 
emerge victorious whether the final 
decision was to come in a few months 
or to be delayed through long years. 
He writes as bitterly as a Belgian 
of the action of the German Govern- 
ment in violating international law 
and permitting atrocities. What fill¬ 
ed him with shame was that these 
crimes should have been committed by 
“the Government of a highly civil¬ 
ized nation, the Government of my 
j«mo country." 

Tha Berbariana 

Herr Krause is on usually interest¬ 
ing when be seeks to explain why the 
German people have submitted to 
Kalaeriam. It is not, be said, be¬ 
cause they feared to resist autocracy- 
It Is simply because the German peo¬ 
ple are barbarians. “Yes," he says, 
“thafi what we are. German h*r- 
bprigos. .Yet then seems to be a 
little bit of pity mingled with the re- 
pngnanee expressed in this epithet 
which is bestowed upon os by the 
democratic nations. People had 


longer barbarians. They now discov¬ 
er their own mistake. They find that] 
the Germans actually are barbarians. 
And the poor German barbarian even 
goes and lays down his life for his 
real enemies, who are also the en¬ 
emies of civilization and culture."

The Siamese minister. Prince Traidoa, 
who waa one of. my patients, told me 
that when hls wife and children went 
out on ihe streets the crowds followed 
| them and Jeered, referring to the Jap- 
l anese ns monkeys and using other op¬ 
probrious epithets. They even west 
so far as lo spit In Princess Traidoa’ 
face, and the minister finally decided 
to send her and the children to Switzer¬ 
land. although bs himself remained at 
hla post.

“What Is your president thinking of 
to allow a yellow ra£e to attack 
while race! Now Ihe Japanese are at¬ 
tacking Klau-Cbau. and America canid 
have prevented It. All that America 
bad to do was to ralae a finger and 
Japan would have known anaugh to 
keep her place 1" 

He spoke Id tbla strata on severs! 
subsequent occasions. 

When Klsn-Chsu fell be again crit¬ 
icized the Ualted States for not having 
stopped Japan. 

"How can your president allow 
Japan to Increase In power at tha ex¬ 
pense of a white racer he aaked, In¬ 
dignantly. "Now China la loot to the 
world forever. America la the one 
power that could have prevented it, 
hut dow Jepan has got her flDgera on 
China and ike la laat t* os forever!“ 

After we wens Id the war, the kalaer 
expressed to no hla aplaloo that oar 
object la taking tbla atop waa four¬ 
fold: 

-nrat." ha -said, “V^llaoo waata ta 
save the money yon have leased to the 
alllew. Second, ho waata to have a 
seat at the • peace table. Third, he 
wants lo give year army sad navy A 
little practical experience—unfortu¬ 
nately, at oar expenaa And fourth, 
and prlaejpally, ha waata la prepare 
fer tha war with Japes which ha 
knows la'loevltaWls. The J a pa none are 
the eaea which year country Host look 
upon as Its real enemies.* 

A German officer at high atandtaff 
told me Juat before I left Berlin that 
America had made tha great mistake 
of aeodlog ammunition* guns and sup¬ 
plies to Honda, via Japan, because 
Japan had Josl retained the finely 
j made American articles and bad 
damped on Basal a a lot nf good-tor* 


nothing material of her on In their 
place. "My advice to America," he de¬ 
clared, "la to cot the throat of every I 
Japanese In America rid of 

the Internal danger." fl* did not sng- 
ge*t rutting the throats of aU the ao- 
derirable Germans who were In Amer¬ 
ica and who had already demonstrated 
that they were far more dangerous 
than the Japanese bad ever been. 

CHAPTER VIII, 

The Kaiser's Confidence of Victory. 

About twelve year* ugo I attended 
the German military maneuvers at 
Liegulta, in Silesia, having been la- 
! vlted by tame journalistic friends of 
mine to accompany them lo the motor 
I allowed tbe press. The military repae- 
, Hentatlvea of England, France, Amer- 
j lea and other countries were there 
i with the kaiser's staff to witness the 
j display of Germany's military power. 
Apparently Ibey were very much Im¬ 
pressed. for 1 heard afterwards that

] been present bad written a book In 
I which be said; "With such an army, 
j Germany could annex France in six 
! months!" 

! I happened to mention this fact to 
the kaiser shortly nfterwards and hls 
significant comment wua: 

“Six months! [ should hope bo. It 
wouldn't lake thut lung!" 

The confident belief Omt when "Der 
Tag"—“the dRy"—finully arrived, Ger- 
lniiny would cruel) Iter enemies and ac- 
rnmpllsh her object within a few 
months at the outside was held not 
only by the kulner but by the people 
generally und their conduct when the 
. war broke uut clearly disclosed il. 

When Germany's mnn power wn» 
mobilized, no one In Germany believed 
It would lie very long before they 
would all be back uDd every effort was 
made to make Ihilr few weeks of ac¬ 
tive service ms II it If Irksome us pos¬ 
sible. T.iebesgnben." gifts of love, 
ruiislstlng of clothing and food of 
every description, were forvvu riled t*> 
them by tlielr relatives ntxl friends in 
the most lavish manner, although, nf 
course, at (hut time the German corn- 
mlpviiry wan able to *ullsfy ull the sol¬ 
diers' requlreaiuuts. 

One of rny pillem* tuld me thut sh« 

| had Kent seventeen hundred pounds of 
sausages to one regiment wlliili) il 
week, and when I uNkrd her why she 
had been an generous she replied thut 
her chauffeur wns a member of the 
regiment I 

The extent to which Ihe country's 
resources were squandered In those 
early munihs Ja evidenced by the fact 
that Ihe soldiers had such an exce^H 
of ill-fitting woolen wearing apparel 
that they used iduu.v of tlie knitted ar¬ 
ticles as earpieces and covers for their 
horses. No one hod Ihn slightest Idea 
that tbe lime might come when the 
whole nation would be clothed In pa¬ 
per! 

At this lute day It can hardly bo 
neccBaary lo establish bow thoroughly 
i prepared Ihe Germans were for Ihe 
wnr. but nn Incident which occurred In 
Y the early days of (he conflict muy not 
be out of place to show Ihe self-Matls*- 
fied und cunlhleiil attitude v\blch all 
' the German* assumed. 

Two officers sitting at o table in an 
| nut-of-door cafe shortly after tbe war 
began overheard one .»f several ladles 
who were passing remark: “Look at 
i those adeem sitting there drinking. 
Why are they nut at the front figbl- 
Ing T‘ One of the officers got up and, 
approaching tbe ladles, said: “Our 
work waa completed months ago. We 
worked from early morning till late at 
night on plans which our armlm are 
now carrying ouL H Is our time to 
re*t.“ 

Tha resistance that France would ba 
able to pnt up waa always very lightly 
estimated, and If the Intervention of 
England was at all taken Into consid¬ 
eration, the comparatively small army 
she eoold place In tbe field waa re¬ 
garded as hot a drop In tbe bucket com¬ 
pared with the well-trained German 
horde that was ready to sweep ncroaa 
the border. How could England's 80,000 
| men cepe wilh Von Kluck'a 500,000 or 
tbe hastily mobilized French irmies re¬ 
sist tbe thoroughly prepared, equipped 
and well-dlacipllned German warriors? 

It Is really not to be wondered at 
that tbe Germans firmly believed tbit 
they would bring tbe elites to tbelr 
kures within a comparatively few 
weeks and that tbe conquering Ger¬ 
man armies would celebrate Sedan 
day, September 2, In Paris. Wbat ac¬ 
tually happened la, of course, too well 
known her* to require recital, but I 
know that the Germans were kept In 
absolute Igaoraacs sf the marvelous 
resistance tbs allies wera able ta put 
up In those critical days nf August and 
Saptsmber, 1614, and to this day tbs 
majority of Germans have not hoard 
af the battle of tha Marne I 

Just after tbe English passed their 
coo^eriptieo law I waa called ta see 
tha kalaer at the great army headquar¬ 
ters, which at that time ware at Pleas. 
Although the war had then lasted two 
or three tin* as loag aa the Germans 
had expected, the kaiser masked the 
dqretolo* he moat have felt by pat¬ 
ting ee a bold fnat 

"Hew {Mtlsfc far England to start 
he declared/ “She 
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think* she can accomplish In a few 
month* what it ha* taken Germany a 
hundred years to attain. Armies and 
officers cannot be developed over night. 

hnvc never stopped preparing since 
the days of Frederick the Grest!" 

"Yes, your majesty, but the North¬ 
ern mate* In our Civil war put in con¬ 
scription two year* after the begin¬ 
ning of tbe wnr." I suggested.' 

"Hut just look how long your war 
| Listed," tbe ktilHcr replied quickly. 
“Tills war won't last (hat long. The 
allies will feel what the j>ower of Ger- 
I ninny Is long before English conscrip¬ 
tion can avail them anything!" 

“And while England la slowly build¬ 
ing lip her Insignificant army." the 
j kulser went on, "xbe will see America's 
i navy and tnercliuni marine constantly 
' growing und Hie duller replacing I lie 
. pound hs the unit of tbe world'! 

; finance. No. Ilavia, Kngland will toon 
. be sick of the war and will lauk with 
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'our upon America> growing pnwpr!" 

The French army, ton, wns generally 
(<t>li(t!("l. und the ltu*slmis were be¬ 
lieved to be absolutely negligible. The 
French army wn* ►<> pisirly equipped. 
It wns pointed out. tlml (he officers 
bud to go to the field In patent-lentlicr 
hoots, and nn ihe IttiHsImi front, only 
the llrsi-llne men hud guns, the olhern 
being uniusl with club*! 

Eventually, officer* und soldiers re¬ 
turning from the western front on fur¬ 
lough or passing through the country 
cn route from one front to the oilier 
brought the report of the defeat before 
Purl*. Soldiers who participated In 
tlint Tiisusiroua reircMl wrote, from the 
new trenches to their friend* and rel¬ 
ative* telling nf the terrible experi¬ 
ence* they had undergone, when they 
avnt for day* with nothing tn eat but 
raw potutoe* and turnips which they 
picked from the fields. 

When these re|*irta finally spread 
through Germany tin- people Lagan to 
realize Ihul their geuerulM In the went 
were not meeilng with Ihe same success 
Hint Von lllndenliurg hud hnd in the 
oust mdiI Von lllndenliurg been me the 
Idol of the people Immediately, a fnct 
that wns very dlKlunleful to Ihe high 
command. 

The kalaer's dislike of Von Hloden- 
burg waa of long siumllng. He bud 
Sever forgiven Hint general for (lie mis¬ 
take he made during military maneuv¬ 
er* In peace time when hy a brilliant 
stroke of strategy he bad succeeded In 
capturing the kaiser’* forces, Including 
the kaiser and hie wbole staffi 

I bare referred In a previous chapter 
to tbe kaiaer'a unbounded confidence 
after tbs Italian collnpae In 1617. 
"Now, we’ve got tbe allle*!" he ex¬ 
claimed, with so air of coDcluBlveneaa 
which emphasized the optimum he 
displayed. 

After the capture of Roumanls. he 
exhibited a similar degree of exulta¬ 
tion. He believed that In that achieve¬ 
ment ha had aucceoafully solved tbe 
food problem—tbe one cloud which 
constantly darkened the kaiaer’a borl- 
140. 

"Now the all Ie* will never idcceed In 
■tarring Ui," be **ld to me lo toy of¬ 
fice shortly after the Bouma&ian drive. 
"With Roumanla In our pocket* and 
Sends already ours, their wonderful 
agricultural possibilities will supply 
our food need* and foil our enemies’ 
efforts to atarva us. Indeed, they had 
b'eltar look ont for themselvea. Don’t 
forget we have a monopoly on the 
potash mines of the world. Without 
proper fertilization, American cropa 
will go on decreasing and decreaaing 
sad they won’t gat any potaih until we 
get ready to let them have HI" 

The failure of the Zeppelins from a 
military standpoint was undoubtedly ■ 
great disappointment to the German 
people at large, wbo had counted so 
much upon them to bring disaster to 
England, but It cannot be said that the 
kaiser shared their chagrin. On the 
contrary, I have reason to beilava that 
he never expected very ranch from that 
arm of his military fore* except aa It 
might bo uacfm ta terrorize tha civil 
population. 

A day at two after Tmgg alla’a death, 
la 1617, a patient af saloa. a lady, hap 
pea ad ta remark that It was tan bad 
that tha nut had not lived ta aaa tha 
hla laveatta*. «md wbea I 
tha kalaar ahartiy afterward* I 
r e p aa tad bar remark ta aaa what ha 
wanld any. 

T am convlBcad that th* cocut lived 
long anaugh ta aaa all that tha Zep¬ 
pelins war* eapnhla at a cc omp l is hi ng," 
was hta only comment. It recalled tha 
answer ba hafl'given na mama years 
before vkm bath Zcppalina and al^ 
planes warn la tlielr Infancy sad I bad 
a^ad him which bald 'tha groatat 
promise. - "We do oat know. Tinas 
alone will telV waa hla reply. 

Tha last time 1 conversed with tha 
kalaer was on November 66, 1617. Up 
to that time wo had teat over 166,000 
troops, according to tha figures which 
have since boan revealed by BacntUT 
Baker. According ta tha kaiaer’a lo- 


(ormatioa. howavw. wo bad amtr 
000 meo in Franca at that time and 
he waa of tha opinion that we *«ald 
never have many more. 

“America is having a ffno time try¬ 
ing to ralae an army." ba deefiaroA 
satirically. *T bear that l.fiOff mutinied 
Ihe other day In Now York and re¬ 
fused to got on a transport, and a 
town to the Northwest composed prin¬ 
cipally of citizens af Swedish blo o d 
rr(ose<l to reg'Ftcratilll We nre get¬ 
ting excellent Information about all 
rendition* In America." 

Shortly before Ibis had came tlo rev¬ 
elation* from Washington of the in¬ 
trigue of Count van Luxburg. the (Hr 
man ml Eli iter to Argentina, and 1 knew 
where the kalaer was getting the in¬ 
forms boo he referred to. In nearly 
every cane, it appeared, the kut*er’s Iw-. 
formants were miMleadlug him. 

Both before nod after we entered 
the war the kal*er wu tborougl.l.v o>a- 
vluced that *■* could play only o r.out¬ 
last pa>l in I *o far aa nmu |K:iver 
| waa copcerued and bla assurance on 
that point und fUbtadJy accounted for 
| hla decision tc, carry tbruugb bis aub- 
I marine program even though It re- 
I suited In bringing us into tbe war. 

“Do you realize bow many tons of 
shipping it take* to ahl]) a single ool- 
dler?" he asked me on une occuaicn.

To *end over no army of 500.000 men.

thing there. If America had kept out 
of tlie war she would have gone on 
milking untold profit* and when peace 
, was finally declared she would luive 
lici'i) In a most envhihle position 
among (he nutlons of the world. A* It 
, Im, Wilson will never huve a sent at 
I the peace tnhle If I can help It, and 
now America ahull hno to pay all the 
cool* of I lie wnr!" Evidently be Imag¬ 
ined Hint hi* triumph would he so 
complete that there would he no peace 
1 tuble. hut thut the wurrlng nations 
would he compelled to accept His 
terms he offered them. In which event, 

I knowing the iiingiiiinlinlty of ihe Ger¬ 
man make-up. I should soy the world 
at large would have to he content with 
very little. 

I low the kn liter feela now thut the 
failure of the U-boat* to intercept 
A meric on Iroop ship* must be pain¬ 
fully apparent to him. uad America 
ha* so overwhelmingly overcome tha 
shortage of shipping, I don’t know, but 
It I* more thun prolmble that for some 
time to come tbe real Klluatlon will, at 
j any rate, be successfully eoncculrd 
| from tbe German people. I knew Hint 
I the failure of the U-boat campaign waa 
unknown to the Germans up to tha 
time I left Berlin—In January. IBIS, 
i While tbe kaiser and the Gerronna 
generally felt confident, that wc would 
never be able to lend many men 
across, they professed to fool tittle 
I concern aven if we did. 

According to some of the German of¬ 
ficers with whom I spoke, even If we 
landed 2,000.000 men In France It 
would not be enough to break tha 
deadlock, ■■ tbe Germans were taking 
a similar number of trained troops 
from th* RubsUd front. Tbe only 
menace of American participation In 
the war lay in tbe possibility that w« 
might add considerably to the silled 
air atrength. Man power alone, they 
eentended. would never be sufficient to 
help tbe slllee mack, but overwhelming 
superiority In the sir might occasion 
tbe Germane iome annoyance. 

Tbe kalaer himself hod hut a poor 
opinion of the fighting qualities of lha 
American soldier so far as modern war 
requirements ire concerned. 

"The American soldier would poto 
■ibly give a good account of btmxelf 
!■ open fighting," be declared, “but bo 
Is Dot built for the kind of warfare ha 
will encounter In Franca. He lacka 
tbe stolidity to endnro life In (bn 
trenches. He Is too high-strung and 
couldn’t stand tha Inactive life which 
Is such an Important part af modem 
warfare. Beal dee. he lacka discipline 
and trained officers."

According- to Dr. Solf there has baba 
a change In the Constitution of tha 
German Empire to the effect that 
“theconsont of the Federal Council 
and the Reichstag is required for a 
declaration of war in the empire’s 
name, except in a cage where imp¬ 
erial territory has already been in¬ 
vaded and the coasts attacked.” It 
is as well known to Dr. Solf as to the 
rest of the world, that a change in 
the German constitution cannot be 
made except by Bupdesrath, and no 
minutes of the Bundesrath ore pre¬ 
sented to show that it has met and ap¬ 
proved this ammendment. If it has 
then the change has been approved 
by the Kaiser, for the Bundesrath, 
or Upper House, can do nothing with¬ 
out his sanction. Fourteen votes in 
the Bundesrath are sufficient to de¬ 
feat an ammendment, and the Kaiser 
himself is represented by seventeen 
voters in that assembly. It is point¬ 
ed out by Frederick Von Stevenson, 
in the Brooklyn Eagle, that even if 
the ammendment quoted has been ad¬ 
opted it is worthless as a proof that 
Germany is bound towards democ¬ 
racy, since the last clause vitiates it 
We recall at the beginning of the war, 
Germany announced that her territ¬ 
ory had been invaded by French av¬ 
iators. There was not a word of 
truth in the statement. It was a trick. 
The ammendment proves for the suc¬ 
cess of similar tricks in the future. 

THE REICHSTAG 
A glance at the constitution of Ger¬ 
many and particularly at the constit¬ 
ution of Prussia, which rules Germany 
will show that any great reforms 
there in the matter of systems of 
government can be made in one or 
two ways. Either there must be a 
revolution or the reforms must be 
granted by the Kaiser. By law he 
is entitled to block every change. 
Let us look at the Reichstag, which in 
the nearest approach Germany haB 
been able to make to a Parliament. 
The Reichstag can be dissolved at the 
will of the Kaiser, and if a new Reich¬ 
stag should not please him any better 
he can dismiss it, and keep on dis¬ 
missing Reichstags until one is found 
to do what he commands. In other 
words he can deprive the German 
people of the right to any share in 
the Government as long as he chooses 
The Reichstag hos neither judicial 
nor executive powers. It is simply a 
forum, a debating society, and serv¬ 
es the same purpose in Germany that 
the aoap-box oratorrf ih Hyde Par^ 
serve in Great Britain. 

PRUSSIA IN CONTROL 
There are 397 delegates to the 
Reichstag. There has been no change 
in the number of members since it 
was established in 1867, when Ger¬ 
many had a population of 39,700,000. 
Now Germany has a population of| 
70,000,000 less casualties in the war,] 
or according to some investigators, 
who alleges that Germany haa under¬ 
estimated her population in order to 
deceive the outside world about her*, 
man-power, a population of 90,000-, 
000. The city of Berlin with a pop-; 
ulntiun of 2,000,000 haa six repres¬ 
entatives, and all the Cities of the 
Old North German Confederation are, 
similarly under-represented. The rea¬ 
son is that in these cities Socialism 
has flourished, ami if they were rep¬ 
resented according to population the 
Socialists might have seized the reins*' 
of Government before the war Of 
the 397 delegates, Prussia elects 23G - 
Prussia therefore controls the Reich¬ 
stag, and the Socialist Bebel was 
right when he declared, "When the 
Social democrats have won Prussia 
they have won all." 

THE JUNKERS CLUTCH 
Now Prussia has two legislatures, 
an upper and a lower house. AH the 
members of the Upper House are ap¬ 
pointed by the Kliai*. ao that there 
might as well be no Upper House as 
far aa the people are concerned. The 
people are permitted to choose elect- 
ora for the members of the Lower 
House on the following basis. In ach 
riding nr district the total of taxes is 
dirided into three parts. The taxes 
of the heaviest tax payers are comb¬ 
ined until they amount to a third of 
the taxes; then the taxee of the next 
wealthiest group are combined till 
another third is reached. The tax 
payers In the first group are entitled 
to elect or Dominate one-third of the 
member*, those of the second group 
soother third, and those of the third 
group the rest of the electors. In ot¬ 
her words, if in one district, there' 
appeoad to be a magnate who paid a I 
third of the taxes he would be entlt^ 
ted to nominate an elector for the 
Legislature from that district; if 
tbaee other men paid a third of the 
taxes, they would name the second 
elector, and the ordinary people would , 
choose the third.

Each 
sends delegates according to the pop¬ 
ulation of the kingdom or state he 
reigns over, and, as remarked, Prus¬ 
sia has enough delegates to block any 
ammendments to the constitution. 
Moreover, the votes of the delegation 
from the various kingdoms and duch¬ 
ies and states are never divided, since 
that would be against the constitution 
In other words the Bundesrath con¬ 
sists of the kings and rulers of Ger¬ 
many, with the Kaiser as chief vot-1 
er. This should make it dear that j 
there is no constitutional way in, 
which the German people can change ; 
their system of government without I 
the consent of the Kaiser. It might 
be remarked in conclusion that there 
ia no evidence that the present sys¬ 
tem did not suit them admirably as 
long as they seemed winning the war.

The Principles 

of Pension 

1 Soldiers are not pemiaasble for 
service oaly. 

2 Pensions are awarded only lo eas- 

, ®* ®f diablement due to a wound or 
i disease occurring on, or resulting 
from, or aggravated on service. 

3 Disablement is estimated only by 
the effect it may have upon the sold¬ 
ier's capacity for ordinary work 
That he cannot return to his former 
occupation does not entitle him to a 
higher pension than the extent of his 
diability warrants. 

4 If a soldier is so disabled that he 
is completely incapaciated for or¬ 
dinary work, he receives a Total Dis¬ 
ability 1 Pension, which has been fixed 
at 860.00 a month. 

5 If by. his diablement a soldier’s 
capacity for ordinary work is lessen¬ 
ed, he receives a percentage of the 
Total Disability 1 pension equal to his 
handicap. 

0 This percentage has been most 
carefully and thoroughly worked out . 
for every disability ami it is as ac¬ 
curate and fair as it is possible to 
make it. 

7 The earnings that a man may 
be capable of making, or the amount 
of his previous war earning*'''will 
not in any way affect the amount of 
pension awarded. The extent of his

10 Pension is only grunted to the 
parents of a sailor or soldier when 
he was their main support previous 
to his death. 

Canada has not blindly neglected 
to be guided by the lessons learned 
and the experience gained hy other 
countries in matters concerning pen¬ 
sion legislation. Care has been taken 
in the framing of her pension laws to 
protect the nation against the pass¬ 
ible occurrence in Canada of pentann 
scandals aa those in which the United 
States was involved during the period 
of 1818 to 1820. The pension laws 
of that cquntry, previous to thut time, 
were loosely worded, and there xvere 
many opportunities for the practice 
of fraud. Thousands of fraudulent* 
pensions had been awarded and this 
created a situation calling for drastic 
legislation to bring order out of chaos 
Ultimately Congress passed what was 
known as “The Alarm Act” which 
provided for s mare thorough exam¬ 
ination of all claims for pensions and 
the claims on which pensions hod al¬ 
ready been awarded. This together 
with other remedial legislation result¬ 
ed in the elimination of fraudulent 
practices and the evolution of wiser 
and sounded pension laws. 

Prospective pension is, to a vast 
number of returning soldiers the one 
bright gleam in a future clouded with 
uncertainty. The necessity for wide 
spread dissemination of reliable in¬ 
formation regarding not only the act¬ 
ual payment of pensions but the gen¬ 
eral guiding principles governing 
pension law is therefore obvious. The 
general public, and the returned sold¬ 
ier m sailor, especially, must know 
what a pension is and when or why 
it is awarded. It is the duty of ev¬ 
eryone concerned in the welfare of 
returned soldiers and sailors not only 
to acquaint himself with the main 
principles of pension legislation and 
administration, but to pass on to oth^ 
rrs the knowledge he has obtained. 

Stated simply a pension is an award 
of a monthly or annual sum of money- 1 
made by a country to a soldier or 
sailor in consideration of the disability 
he has suffered during the service;- or 
to the widow, children, or other p*x>- 
sons dependent on a deceased soldier 
or sailor on account of his h**ing 
been killed in action or having died 
a<i the result of his service. 

Pensions for members of the Can¬ 
adian forces are awarded under reg¬ 
ulations adopted by the Governor Gen 
erml in Council and the administered 
by the Board of Pension Commission¬ 
ers. The Board of Pension Commiss¬ 
ioners has no power to alter theoe reg 
ulatlons in any way whateoever, 

Some of the guiding principles on 
which Canadian pensions are awarded 
and with which all pensioners, proa- = 
pective pensioners and those inter- ** 
ested in their welfare should be acq¬ 
uainted are set oat in special form at 
the beginning of this article. 

These are not intended in any way 
aa a comprehensive explanation of the 
basis of Canadian pension awards, bat 
merely as an outhne of the salient 
features. M

Military Service Act, 1917. 

EMPLOYMENT OF MEN IN DEFAULT 
UNDER THE MILITARY 
SERVICE ACT. 


The following Regulations, recently approvecj by 
the Governor General in Council, impose strict 
obligations upon every employer TO ASSURE HILM 
SELF THAT EACH OF HIS EMPLOYEES OF 
MILITARY AGE AND DESCRIPTION IS IN 
POSSESSION OF DOCUMENTS PROVI MG 
THAT HE IS NOT IN ANY WAY IN DEFAt LT 
UNDER THE MILITARY SERVICE ACT. 

An employer who is charged with havim; a 
defaulter in his employ must be able to prove 
THAT THE MILITARY SERVICE PAPERS 
ISSUED BY THE REGISTRAR OR MILITARY 
AUTHORITIES TO THE EMPLOYEE IN QUES¬ 
TION WERE PRODUCED FOR HIS INSPEC¬ 
TION at the time when the employee was taken nto 
his employment, and that it was reasonably es ab- 
j lished to his satisfaction that the man was no in 
default under the Military Service Act, It should be 
clearly understood that the Canadian Registration. 
Certificates given on June 22, 1918, at the time of 
general registration, in no way define thr- status of a 
man, \ yruripn thy Military Service Act.

Why Palestine 

Was Captured 

A Stragetic Necessity Lay Be¬ 
hind the Alleaby 
Expedition 

Major-General Sis Frederick Maur¬ 
ice deals at some length in Harpers’ 
Magazine with the reasons for Great 
Britain’s eastern war ventures—thoi 
campaigns in Mesopotamia and Pal 
cstine. The most important point he 
makes is with reference to the recent 
conquest of the Holy Land- The Al- 
lenby campaign was arranged as part 
of a strategic plan. He explains this 
us follows: 

This was the position in April 1017 
by which-tinie a dromoatic change had 
come over the situation in Mesopot¬ 
amia. The Turks had been defeated 
before Kut and had fled in confusion 
through Bagdad, which hud been oc¬ 
cupied by the British. These success¬ 
es compelled the enemy to send con¬ 
siderable reinforcements from Syria 
to the East und to weaken his forces 
in Palestine, so the moment seemed 
opportune to strike u blow at Gaza. 

I The attempt failed and there were 
I no further developments lilt the Aut¬ 
umn. 

During the summer the Turks had 
been limning considerable preparat¬ 
ions f'ir the recapture of Bagdad and 
had revi iveil much help from their 
German Allies. Go:a val Fail.eiiln-yn 
tin former chief of the German Stall 
;*r:ivia! to >:upi-ri:iu‘i).t the. operations 
while large quo utiles of German mun¬ 
ition.-. u:ul some German troop* were 
‘dispatched in Syria, to join the Turk¬ 
ish army which was assembling about 
Aleppo for any attempt upon Meso¬ 
potamia! It was decided that It 
would be more olIY-clivc and more ec 
unomirnt if power to b-c.t); up this 
conceal ration, by .striking from the 
frontier of Palestine, than to rein¬ 
force oUT troops in Mesopotamia, the 
must distant of our theatres of war, 
where our troops were already more 
than live hundred miles from the 
roust. Accordingly preparations for 
nltuek upon the strongly intrenched 
position* which the enemy had run- 
strutted between Gaza and Bcersheba 
were made us secretly as possible. As 
the Turks were provided with aerop¬ 
lanes and the ubsenee of vegetation ia 
the desert made camouflage much 
more difficult than in France, it »•! 
not possible to conceal the fact that 
an offensive was intended. Every 
stop was therefore taken to make the 
the enemy believe that a new attempt 
was to be made on the Gaza lines, 
whereas the blow was delivered by « 
swift turning movement carried out 
by mounted troops, mainly Austra¬ 
lians, ngainst the enemy's left at 
Bcersheba, which was captured Oct. 
31st. Water for men and animals 
continued tu be the chief difficulty, 
but, luckily, it was found that the rn- 
emy had not time to dnmage the wells 
at Bcersheba, and a sufficient supply 
was obtained to enable the advance to 
be continued nnd the enemy's flank, 
rolled up. None the less the hard 
ships which the troops had to endure 
w ere severe, many of them having un- i 
j ly one. water-bottle full of water for 
| forty eight hours of greul heat andi 
| choking dust. As soon os the flank- 
j ing movements had made progress, 
the line at Gazu was assaulted und 
| the Turks fell back in disorder. The 
i pursuit wus continued relentlessly as 
fur north as JufTu, the eager cavalry 
(giving the enemy no time to rally, 
nnd bringing olT a numb-r of brilliant 
charges such as have been rare in this 
war, in which, as a general rule, the 
rifle and machine gun have completely 
mustered the ‘arme blanche'.

However, as be¬ 
tween the present nnd next June, 
stocks of the $16 and $20 ladles' shoes 
can be augmented and the people who 
wish to have them can buy without 
restriction, any material effect from 
the operation of the order would be 
postponed probably for a year.

OWEN SOUND 

Despite the imsettled weather on 
Saturday morning there was a record 
attendance *t the market and tbe 
aqua re was crowded the whole fore¬ 
noon. Batter and egK« were the moat 
plentiful produce although there were 
quite a few fowl offered and consider¬ 
able grain. Egg* were atill up in 
price and brought 63 centa a ffozen 
with the stores paying 62 cents. But¬ 
ter dropped a little and was selling 
for 47 to 48 centa a pound with 46 
cents to the wholesale price. Chickens 
were 30 to 33 cents a pound, ducks 
22 cents and geese 28 cents. Dressed 
pork was 22 centa a pound and live 
work 1744- Potatoes were lower and 
were sold at prices ranging from 
$1.30 to $1.60 a bag. Apple* were 
from $2.60 to $3.00 a barrel, the lat¬ 
ter being for Spies. A load of peas 
was sold for $2.60 a bushel and wheat 
was $2.06 to $2.12 a bushel. Barley 
was from $1.00 to $1.06 « bushel and 
oats 76 to 78 cents a bushel. 

A report is current in Toronto, ac¬ 
cording to the Toronto News that Mr. 
James Playfair, of Mildand, is ne¬ 
gotiating with the C. P. R. with a 
view to purchasing from that com¬ 
pany the steamers Manitoba, Atha 
bases and Alberta. Just bow much 
foundation there is in the report is 
difficult to find out but the fact that 
the two latter steamers have hardly 
turned a wheel during the past seas¬ 
on, leads to the belief that there may 
be some grounds for the report. Since 
leaving Owen Sound the C. P. R. has 
lost a large portion of the lake pas- 
aenger traffic that was at one time a 
vary coniiderable item. What the C. 
P. R. lost, the Northern Navigation 
Co., with nev steamers gained. The 
removal to Port McNleol! gave the 
C. P. R. easier grades and a shorter 
run to Montreal for freight, but re¬ 
duced passenger trade very consider¬ 
ably. Just what Mr. Playfair would 
do with the boats if he got them, is a 
matter that leads to much speculation 
It is hardly likely that the staterooms 
'and other passenger accommodation 
would ba removed, and should thiB 
surmise be correct, the route on which 
they would be placed would .be the 
question that would agitate the people 
mostly. They would more than like¬ 
ly have their headquarters at Midland 
and would probably run to Col ling- 
wood, Owen Sound, Soo and the head 
of Luke Superior, each making week¬ 
ly trips at least during the summer. 
But it is mere speculation even to the 
report of negotiations. As far as the 
C. P. R. is concerned, Owen Sound ahs 
been 9erved fairly well with the week¬ 
ly sailing of the Manitoba, during the 
season, but would welcome any change 
that would give them three sailings 
where there used to be but one. A 
statement by the Playfair interests 
would be welcome.

The husband was only able to leave 
the hospital a short time before his 
wife’s death. 

The following is the report by tbe 
Gaoler, Mr. W. A.^reir, for the year 
ending Sept. 30th,^ 1918, and shows a 
considerable decrease from the pre¬ 
vious year in the number of prisoners 
committed and also in the number of 
days that the prisoners were in the 
gaol. The report is an excellent on* 
and reflects considerable credit up¬ 
on the Gaoler, Mr. W. H. Grier, and 
his .assistant, Mr. Wm. Wright. There 
were four prisoners "on hand" when 
the year started on October 1st 1917, 
and 40 males and 2 females were 
committed during the year. Twenty 
six were committed for tbe first time 
nine males were second offenders, and 
five were old offenders. One was of 
unsound mind, three were committed 
as debtors, six were acquitted on 
trial, and two were allowed out on 
suspended sentence and thirty were 
sentenced, including the two female 
prisoners. Seven were sent to the 
Reformatory for males, an one 
male went to the Mercer Reform¬ 
atory. Two were sentenced to less 
than 30 days, five got up to two 
months; six got 60 days; six got up 
to six months and one up to four 
months. Five were sentenced up to 
terms of six months and five up to a 
year. Four who elected to be tried 
by the County Judges' Criminal Court 
were found guilty. Twenty-lwo had 
their maintenance defrayed by the 
government and twenty by the mun¬ 
icipalities.

The history of modem Germany la, 
perhaps, to itself sufficient Indication 
•f tba underlying plan of the Teuton 
war baron* to control the whole o* 
Europe and. eventually, the world. Tba 
program has been slowly unfolding It- 
•elf since tha time of Frederick tha 
Great end the preeeat fenarattoo la 
now witnessing what wan Intended 
be the climax. 

There can he no donbt that It Gar- 
many bad succeeded In bar effort* to 
gain control ef the major part of Eu¬ 
rope ah n wonld have ooon looked 
toward the western hemisphere and 
tbe east. 

This program la falrty Indicated by 
( the course of avanta an hiatory lay* 
! them bare, bnt I have the actual word 
of the kaiser to aabstaaUate It. 

At one o( hla vlalta to me shortly 
after tbe beginning ef the war we wen 
J dtacnaalag Englaad'e participation la 
j It 

“What hypocrite! the English are!" 
the kelaar exclaimed. 

“They had always treated ■■ aa 
well wbea I visited them 1 never ho- 
liaved they would have coma late ibla 
war. They alwaya acted a a If tbay 
liked me. My mother wan English, 
yen know. 1 alwaya thought the 
world was big cnongh for three of na 
and wa could keep It for enreetvma¬ 
th at Germany could centre! the rend* 
neat of Europe, England, through her 
vent possession* and fleet, could cen- 
{trel the Mediterranean and tha far 
( eaat, sal America coaid dominate the 
w re I era hemisphere !" 

How long It would have been before 
I Germany wonld heve tried to wrest 
I domlolas from England can readily ba 
Imagined^ and with tb* whole of Eu¬ 
rope and the far eaat aadar bar thumb 
America would undoubtedly have 
proved too tempting a monel for the 
kalaer'a or hla descendant*' rap*clou* 
maw to have reslated. He aald that 
he believed that the world was "big 
enaugh for threehe didn't nay it 
wax too big for one. 

Wb&t was rcully In hla mind, how¬ 
ever, la Indicated by a passage In aa 
addreaa he made some twenty-five 
’ year* age, in which, aa Rev. Dr. New¬ 
ell Dwight Flillls has pointed out. he 
I used these words: 

i “From ray childhood I have been un¬ 
der the influence of live men—Aleinn- 
( dcr. Julius Cocsar, Theodoric II. Na- 
' polcon and Frederick the Great. Thea* 

I five men dreamed their dream of a 
[world empire: they failed. [ am 
i dreaming toy dream of a world empire, 
but I shall succeed !** 

The kulser'e plan to dominate Eu¬ 
rope included the control of Turkey, 
and he made every effort to fdrcogtheo 
that country no (hat she might be a 
valuable ally In the war to come. 

When Italy took Tripoli from Tur- 
key before the Balkan war I men¬ 
tioned to the kaiser how opportunely 
Italy had acted, but the kalaer dla- 
mianed rny remark with an exclama¬ 
tion of displeasure, reallring, of 
course, that Tin key's loss was in a 
sense his own since he had planned to 
make Turkey hla vassal. 

To that end lie had sent German of¬ 
ficers to train the Turkish tinny 
had supplied (hem with guns and mu¬ 
nitions, With nn e.vr to the future, 
too. he had constructed the great Bag¬ 
dad railway. 

When the Balkan war broke out In 
lb 12 the kulsrr had great confidence 
UihI the German-trained Turkish arm; 
would acquit Itself creditably and 
that in the outcome of that conflict hit. 
European program would make corrid 
ei'iible progress, He told me thal he 
hail n map of the war area placed in 
hi* motor and that with peg* he fol- 
Iflfi’eri the fortunes of the fighting 
| annleS While he VO (raveling. 

The Turkish defeat* were naturally 
n great disappointment to him. 

“These Montenegrin*, Berbian* and 
Bulgarian* ore wonderful fighter*," he 
confessed to me. ahortly after the war 
began. ^ “They’re out-of-door peepte 
and they have the strength and stam¬ 
ina which fighters require. If they 
keep on the way they're going they’ll 
be in Constantinople In a week! Con¬ 
found those Turks! We furnished 
thorn guas and ammunition and 
trained their officers, but If they won't 
tight we ean't make them. We've dona 
our best!" 

The defeat of the Turks lessened 
their value to the kaiser a* an ally 
and he Immediately put Into effect a 
measure for Increasing the German 
standing army from bSO.OOO to 010.000 
—-to restore the balance of power, they 
said. For this purpose a "Wehrbel- 
tr*l.” or Increased armament tax, waa 
levied os capital and. Incidentally, ] 
waa Informed that I would have to 
pay my share. The Idea of paying a 
tax to upbuild the German army, 
which was already eo powerful that 
It menaced the peace of the world, 
did not appeal to me at all and 1 
spoke to Araharaador Gerard about It. 
He advised me to pay It under protest, 
agreeing with me that there waa no 
rewaon why an American should 
required to contribute 
war budget. However, 


The German effort* at colonisation, 
which were more or lea of a failure 
because the Oermsne refused to In¬ 
hibit the German possessions, sad the 
■see so res adopted to conquer the com¬ 
mercial markets of the world were a a 
Important part ef the program of world 
domination which Germany planned 
for heneir, and It la not unlikely that 
If *b* had confined her efforts along 
those tinea ahe might have progressed 
further along her chosen path than she 
has advanced by bathing lb* world to 
Hood. 

“I have nearly 70,000.000 people." 
the kaiser said to me on one occasion, 
"and wa shall have to find room for 
tbem somewhere. When w* became 
an empire England had her hands cm 
nearly everything. Now we must 
fight to get ours. That Is why I am 
developing our world markets, just os 
your country secured Hnwotl an* the 
Philippines as stepping atones te the 
market* of the far past, a* 1 under¬ 
stand It That's why I developed the 
wonderful city of Klso-Chau." 

HI* plana In thla connection were 
changed somewhat apparently hy the 
developments of the present war. foe 
he told me thal when It was over the 
Germans would not emigrate to the 
United States any more. 

“No more American emigration for 
us after the war." he aeld- “My 
people will settle In the Balkans and 
develop and control that wonderful 
country I have been down there and 
1 know it La n marvelous land for our 
purpoaes." 

The kaiser's vision of the part he 
would take In the reconstruction «»f 
stricken Europe wa* Indicated by a 
remark he made to me In 19IA when 
I was visiting him at the army head¬ 
quarters at Plena. 

“Here I am nearly alxty years nf 
ere he soliloquized. “and must re¬ 
build tbe whole of Europe!" 

Although the kaiser *o freely admit¬ 
ted hi* designs on the world at large, 
he waa Impatient of any expanstim 
on the part of other nation*. He ofhet 
spoke of England * "grabbing" pro¬ 
pensity and viewed with suspicion uwr 
iinncsMlinn of Ilnwall and the Philip¬ 
pines and our development of Cuba 
nfler ihe Kpiinlsh-Amerlenn wnr. lie 
professed to see in our new polle) ■ 
striving after world power which was 
Inconsistent with the principles upon 
ivhir-li our government was founded. 

He objected to our Interference hi 
Mexican affairs, although, us was <l»ls- 
elo-o-d by the Zimmerman nolo t" 
Kekhnnlt. he was making every effort 
In have Mexico Interfere with otirs. 

"What right has President U'lbon 
to nlteinpt to dictate the Internal ]Mk> 
do* nf Mexico?" he asked. "Why net 
]*•( them fight their battles out aloneT* 

Alluding to America's thrciil to al¬ 
ter the present war, he asked: “Wh»t 
right hue A B t fl B i to Duds! up«'n the 
Monroe doctrine of America and then 
mix In European nffBlrs? Let tier t*r- 
ngnire also a Monroe doctrine of Eu¬ 
rope and keep her Uatxli Ml "f 'hla 
conflict 1*' 

There Is nn doubt that Ihe kai«er 
l at tbe great army and nary 
he had built up would enable hln: to 
carry out his ambitious program with¬ 
out effective resistance. 

‘l'he one power he most feared but 
for which he professed Ihe utmost roo- 
tempt waa England. He had an Idea 
that England would never dare to 
measure swords «itk Germany and 
thal he could pftvoLe a war wh£h Uic 
opportune moment came without much 
fear of England’s Intervention. 

In Ifilt, when the International *l*«u- 
atlOD over the Morocran nffiilr was 
particularly ncute as a result of Ger¬ 
many'* having sent n gunhnnt to Aga¬ 
dir to_dem«io**rate that »l»« vy rrjl- 
ens In her drtnands, the kaiser hud 
great hopes that war with Fran re 
might thu* be precipitated end he was 
confident that England would keep oql 
of It. 

“England would be afraid to wnr 1 
with i!S,‘ hi told rae at the time, * for 
fear of liulng Egypt. India and IrelnmL 
Any nation would think twlre before 
fighting my ermle*. hut England par¬ 
ticularly because *hr would not darn 
n risk the lose of her overseas colo¬ 
nies.”

' Received your parcel of sox and 
ftlnplc Sugar for which accept my 
thanks. The Maple Sugar was de- 
I licious and the sox arrived in the nick 
of time, as I have several soiled pairs 
i which I was planning to wash to¬ 
day, and washing sox and underwear 
is a job which we all detest over 
here, not having any utensile for 
the job, but it is as necessary js eat¬ 
ing to keep our clothing clean and 
free from vermin, which abound in 
millions in this country. 

Last night 1 came very nearly not 
having a chance to wear my new sux. 
Was returning from headquarters 
with some despatches and on the 
way back caught up to one of our 
boys who was returning from hospit-' 
al. Old Fritzie was shelling on our 
left, but they were bunting a couple 
of hundred yards away, and we were 
walking along, talking and paying no 
attention to the shells when suddenly j 
Bang! one of them dropped on the 
road a few feet in front of us. We , 
turned and started to beat and the! 
fellow with me fell. I ran back to 
him and asked if he were hit, he said 
yes, but scrambled to his feet again. 

I asked him if he could make a 
bank a few yards off where there 
w«r» some funk holes dug in. We 
managed to get to it alright, and just 
in time for he pounded all around 
us. I bandaged his wounds the beat* 
I could, he was hit in the leg and 
head, and got him back to headquart¬ 
ers, where the M. O. fixed him up and 
sent him to a dressing station. , 

Well I started out again, but had 
not gone far when the squarheads 
opened up again, and chased me back. 

I got into a funk hole with Dan Lon- 
ey and another runner were eating a 
piece of Dsns* birthday cake, when 
Jerry wolloped one a few feet from 
us that nearly jarred the salt out of 
the ocean, and almost made me swal¬ 
low the dime that was in the piece 
of cake I w»s eating. Presently he 
quit shelling around us, so after say¬ 
ing a little prayer I made another 
■tart and got back to the company 
without further mishap. Of course, 
that Is all part of a day's work, bat 
it was an experience I don't want 
repeated. I needed a flew pair of 
troosesa when! got back, a piece of 
shrapnel had ripped up my left trous¬ 
er leg hot didn't touch my underwear 

W« have had a bit of rain lately 
and the rouda are rather sloppy, but 
H is getting around to that season 
when we can look for Wat weather 
and that b the tine we need good 
sox and a change almost dally. The 
women of \ Canada are doing great 
work In this war and are doing more 
to make the aoldfen comfortable than 
they realixa We have to take off ocr 


hats to them, for while we endure a 
certain amount of hardships over 
here, it is the wives and mothers back 
home who do the real suffering, and 
for their sake* as well as our own I, 
hope this war soon ends.

Plan For Jewish State 
Criticized 

PROFESSOR DIRECT FROM HOLY 
LAND GIVES HIS OPINIONS 
OF PALESTINE. 

New York, Nov. 6—Prof. Sylvain 
Levi, of the College de France, Paris, 
who has come to America almost 
directly from the Holy Land, where 
he accompanied the Zionist Admin¬ 
istrative Commission as the official 
representative of France, believes 
that Palestine and Syria shonld be al¬ 
lowed to develop under some west¬ 
ern control until both are strong 
enough to lead independent politi¬ 
cal lives, or until both are included 
in the League of Nations. 

The appointment of Prof. Levi, 
although he is not a Zionist, was 
acceptable to Zionists because of his 
long connection with Jewish philan¬ 
thropy, and especially because of his 
22 years’ service with the Alliance 
there are several differences of 
opinion between the Zionists and this 
alliance; still, the Zionists attach 
Importance to his conclusions about 
the Holy Land. 

Prof. Levi is opposed to the es¬ 
tablishment of t> Jewish State in 
Palestine, but favors the interna¬ 
tionalization of Palestine and Syria, 
if such an arrangement can be made 
when peace comes. He doe* not 
favor a Jewish Stale because he be¬ 
lieves that “even after the end of j 
this war, and even in the manner we j 
all hope it will end, the smullcr 
nations will not be able to defend 
their liberties, and should n State b« 
built up in Palestine it will be un¬ 
able to preserve its own life." Prof. 
Levi, therefore, favors, for Palestine 
and all the smaller nationalities, an 
association with more powerful na 
tions in a league which will protect 
them and encourage their develop¬ 
ment, grunting them their indepen¬ 
dence when able to support it. 

Meanwhile Prof. Levi believes that 
the development of Jewish Palestine 
ought to continue as it was before thu - 
war and as amplified by the Zionist ^ 
Administrative Commission, and that 
it ought to remain what it is now, ^ 
an agricultural country, with an ever ^ 
increasing number of farming col- 
onics. 

To this end he advises that im- r 
migration must not be (haphazard. I 
but carefully regulated and control!- ! 
ed by selection. He opposes the de¬ 
velopment of large cities. He is con- * 
vineed that the Jews of Palestine \ 
can be, want to be and will be agri¬ 
culturists. What he saw there J 
shows, he says, promise of the de- 1 
velopment of a society democratic in j 
the best definition of the word.— 
Christian Science Monitor.

Impresses Americans' 

Marti and Empire 

'There him recently returned to the 
United States a party of newspaper 
men from having spent a couple of 
months in England and Prance. A- 
mong them was Mr. F. W. Kellog. ed¬ 
itor and publisher of the San Fran¬ 
cisco, Call., who has given an inter¬ 
esting interview to the American Ed¬ 
itor and Publisher upon hia impress¬ 
ions. Judging from some of Mr. K«i- 
log’a connections he did not go to 
England with the most cordial feel¬ 
ings, but if thia assumption is cor¬ 
rect it must be all the more to hie 
credit that be speaks with such warm¬ 
th of the achievements of the Brit¬ 
ish people. “I was amazed at what 
1 saw” he sayi, "In four years Great 
Britain ha* done vrhat it took Ger¬ 
many forty to achieve. The United 
States haa done msrvelloualy well 
the brief time aince we entered th< 
war, but England and Scotland lave 
done better. On the Clyde where th* 
great ship building plants are loc¬ 
ated, there is as much work going 
on aa in all the ship yards of the 
United States. We saw 300 ways 
there all occupied by ships in the 
building, and being turned out and 
launched at a rate of almost unbel¬ 
ievable. 

The Women of England 

He p*ya ■ handsome tribute to the 
warn* workere in the following pa a 

"In the munitions plants there ia a 
hustle that vies with the fastest of 
our American factories, which opens 
the vulture’ eyes to the vigor and effi¬ 
ciency of British women, and which 
certainly placet on their heads the 
deserved crown of patriotism. Row 
on raw of American machinery are 
established, in great batteries, and at 
them, aa well aa at British-made 
maAinea, 900,000 of the women of 
that country daily take their places in 
order that their men may risk and 
loeetheir lives ir. battle. We daw 
some of these devoted women, wives, 
mothers, and sweethearts, many of 
them of gentle blood, handling enor¬ 
mous 1,600 pound shells. It will be 
something after the war ia over, to 
have been a British woman munition 
worker. Danger of explosion haa 
hut terrified them, and heovy manual 
labour has not deterred them. Their 
spirit is hot for victory, and the 
part that America is taking has add¬ 
ed to their strength and Increased 
their determination." 

Klng’a Crown Missing 

In cottage or in palace he found the 
same spirit prevailing.

Kellog, "hia office is just what might 
be expected in the work room of a 
business man, only perhaps a little 
more intimate."

“We were agreeably surprised to 
find that King George was much like 
other people, and not at all Impress¬ 
ed with his own dignity and import¬ 
ance. He is very human and has a 
keen 3ense of humor. He' told us a 
story about himself of which Lord. 
Northdiffe, who was of our party,! 
said: “If you don't toll that when 
you go home, I’ll tell it for you.’ So 
here goes: 

“The King had been talking with 
General Pershing and General Bliss 
in the open at American headquart¬ 
ers. As he turned to go away he 
heard an American soldier say to an¬ 
other: ‘Who’s that bug?’ ‘Why’ re¬ 
plied his bunkey, “That’s the King of 
England." “Well,” was the response 
‘Where's his crown then?” 

The King told the story with droll 
humor and evident glee.

Of Lloyd George, he writes: "The 
day after the visit to the King we 
met Lloyd George at a luncheon giv¬ 
en for us in London^ The Premier 
impressed me as very active and al¬ 
ert mentally. He has a charming 
manner and a magnetic personality. 
He answered freely and easily every 
question we asked, and with a most 
open and frank manner. He is con¬ 
fident that the end of the war ia in 
sight, and he assured us that any at¬ 
tempt by Germany to break the En¬ 
tente of England and France would 
fail, He also has the utmost and 
implicit confidence in President Wil¬ 
son’s integrity and ability, At the 
same time he assured us that Mr. 
Wilson never took a step without 
previously communicating with both 
French and English but that the Pres 
ident’s answers to Germany had been 
bo cleverly prepared and his use of 
the English language so able, that 
neither French nor British had found 
it necessary to suggest ft change of, 
a single word.” 

American Soldiers lo Stay 
In Mr. Kellog's opinion great I 
numbers of American soldiers will 
make their permanent homes in Eng¬ 
land and France at the end of the 
war. He was told that before the 
war France had 2,000,000 more wo¬ 
men than men, and the disparity has 
probably been doubled. In other 
European countries also there has 
been a tremendous drain upon the 
mun-power of the country and the 
probability is that there arc hun 
dreds of thosands of girls, who in 
the ordinary course of events would 
have been married, but who will per¬ 
force remain single unless they are 
chosen by soldiers from other lands. 
Great numbers of American soldiers 
will be educated in England after the 
war on a plan authorized by the Un- 
ited States Congress, and they have 
already been made to feel so much 
at home that those without particular 
homo ties in the United States are 
likely to become British or French 
citizens.

American Lutheranism 

(The Globe) 

The presence in large numbers of 
Lutherans in the United States, to¬ 
gether with the use of the German 
language in churches and schools, 
baa naturally given riee to much con¬ 
cern in view of the preeent relations 
of America with Germany. This 
state of affairs gives special interest 
and real value to the publication of 
a booklet “The Lutheran Church Ver¬ 
sus Hohenzollernism," by Professor 
Graebner, of St. Louis, a leading A- 
mcrican Lutheran (Concordia Pub¬ 
lishing House, St. Louis, Mo.). It 
contains information which will be at 
once novel and surprising to many in 

It seems that there is no such org¬ 
anization as a Lutheran Church, pure 
and simple, in Germany. Some of 
the Federated States in the German' 
Empire have Lutheran State Churches 
but the Empire itself, has none. 
What is more surprising ib that the 
Kingdom of Prussia has none, for 
while Prussia has a State Church, it 
is neither Lutheran nor “Reformed/ - 
hut a union of these two forms of 
Protestantism. This union was bro't 
about by a forcible action of the 
Prussian Crown in 1817, and is call¬ 
ed the United Church. It ia of this 
ecclesiastical hybrid organization 
that the Kaiser is head, not, however, 
83 Kaiser, but as King of Prussia. 
Thus the Kaiser and hos family are 
not members of the Lutheran Church 
proper. 

The story of the tyrannical action 
of the King of Prussia in 1817 la 
sad reading for those who believe in 
religious liberty. By State order 
clergymen were commanded to us* 
the Church book prepared under dir¬ 
ection of the King, and refusals were 
met by fines and Imprisonment On 
the other hand, ministers were thrust 
upon unwilling congregations, the mil 
itary being utilized to hring the peo¬ 
ple to terms. One result was the 
emigration of many thousands to the 
United States and Australia.Even to¬ 
day the position of strictly Lutheran 
ministers in Prussia is precarious, 
and they arc often so hampered that 
they are compelled to resign. 

That the Kaiser ia not strictly a 
Lutheran, but a member of the Unit¬ 
ed Church, will be news to very many 
Only a few yearn ago an American 
religious paper claimed' him as a 
Presbyterian, which it is hardly likely 
to desire to do to-day. 

The pamphlet hns no difficulty in 
1 showing that the Lutherans in the 
United States are not only indepen- 
! dent of the Kaiser and Germany, but 
huve actually been opposed and per¬ 
secuted by the Prusslon and German 
authorities. It is also significant to 
read some utterances of a leading 
American Lutheran dated as far 
back as 1902 nnd 1903 in regard to 
the Kaiser: 

“The German Emperor appar¬ 
ently has little regard for moral 
or religious truth. He employs 
both for the purpose of retaining 
und augmenting his power Whcp 
among rationalistic theologians 
he speaks of the ‘evolution of re¬ 
ligion.’ When among believers he 
talks about the ‘Divinity of Christ 
Both religious and moral truth 
he subordinates to the summum 
bonum—Hohenzollernism." 

These words read curiously accur¬ 
ate in the light of recent develop¬ 
ments connected with the Kaiser's 
utterances about religion and his al¬ 
liance with Turkey. 

Another American Lutheran trav¬ 
eling in Germany in 1906 tells a sim¬ 
ilar story of the hopeless mixture of 
creeds in the Prussian State Church 
and of the deplorable condition of re¬ 
ligion in Germany. His account is 
a clear proof that American Luther¬ 
ans have had for years past a strong 
antipathy to the current and dom¬ 
inant views of relgion in the Prussian 
State Church. 

With regard to the use of the Ger¬ 
man language in the American Luth¬ 
eran schools, it is argued that it ia 
a difficult thing to break away from 
the language of one’s ancestors, as 
may be seen from the retention of 
Norwegian, Swedish and Dutch in the 
American schools. It is jmychoioffic- 
ally difficult to ‘relinquish the lang¬ 
uage one has learnt at mother’s knee’ 
But for many years pest the German 
language has been limited in Luth¬ 
eran schools to religious instruction 
and to its linguistic basis, and the 
process toward complete elimination 
is very rapid. 

The entire pamphlet should care¬ 
fully be read for Hs valuable infor- 
j mation, and also for the ample 
proofs of the loyalty of Amerioan 
Lutherans to the cause of the Allies. 
Thousands of their young men are in 
the American navy and army, and 
large sums of money have also been 
forthcoming >n defence cf democracy 
and for the purpose of assisting to 
carry on the war to a successful ter¬ 
mination.

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Peace Celebration 

At Chesley 

(Chesley Enterprise) 

On Thursday afternoon a number 
from the town and country who doubt¬ 
ed the loyalty of certain citizens of 
German birth or extraction, compell¬ 
ed them to leave their homes and 
they were marched down street carry 
ing a Union Jack or made to get out 
of their beds to kiss the British flag 
and declare their allegiance to it. The 
Mayor endeavored to put a stop to 
such proceedings, but got no support 
from the citizens, and to uphold law 
, and order. It is the duty of the press 
to stand behind the municipal auth¬ 
orities in the maintenance of good 
order, in the town, even at the risk of 
being called pro-German by those who 
would be shocked beyond words to ex- 
; press to read that the leading dailies 
had sympathized with lawlessness. 

Refusal to obey the Chief Magis¬ 
trate of a municipality or the Federal 
authorities where the observance of 
law and order are concerned, is what 
has brought Russia to its present 
condition of anarchy. But in these mo¬ 
mentous times when our toleration 
has been sorely tried by the cruelties 
inflicted upon our soldiers, nurses and 
civilians by the German officials and 
soldiery, men and women are feeling 
deeply and are not very discrimin¬ 
ating where loyalty to the Empire in 
the four dark years we have gone 
through, are in question. 

A Canadian Magistrate in passing 
judgment recently on one who had 
given forcible expression to his loyal 
feelings by assaulting an alien cit¬ 
izen said: “Cognizance should be tak¬ 
en of the excited condition of men’s 
minds in these stirring times,” and 
he let the offender off with a repri¬ 
mand to go and offend no more. 

With few exceptions those whose 
feelings had been grossly outraged, 
took their treatment in good part, 
protested they were loyal, kissed the 
flag, sang alone, ‘God Save the King’, 
from the band stand where they had 
been brought, made statements that 
they were loyal Canadians and good 
British subjects. 

Right at this point we believe it is 
our duty to plainly tell those who! 
have been using the German language 
in their churches to change to the 
English as speedily as possible. The 
Government haa prohibited newspap¬ 
ers being printed in the German lan¬ 
guage and we heartily commend its

Influenza Has 

Later Dangers 

Particular Carr Needed When l’» 
lienl Is Convalescent, Says Expert. 

The influenzn onvalescent who has 
apparently recovered from the dia- 
ease and is yet in a strangely weak 
and depressed condition should be the 
object uf particular care, according 
to f)r. Louis I. Harris, director of the 
Bureau of Preventable Diseases of 
the New York Health Department. 
In the oninion of Dr. Harris the after 
care of the influenza patient is most 
important. The co-operation of the 
patient, coupled with the willingness 
to see that the weakness and depres¬ 
sion are a part uf the illness, though 
coming afler the disease itself has 
spent its force, is o big factor in ef¬ 
fecting a complete return to full 
health. On the other hand, the de¬ 
termination to ignore this debilated 
condition and to fight against it. will. 
Dr. Harris says, frequently bring 
serious consequences upon the patient 
After Effects Bad. 

“The subject of the after effects of 
influenza," said Dr. Harris, “is one of 
■Articular interest to the scientist at 
the present time. 

■'First, and perhaps the most mo¬ 
mentous condition to be considered is 
the striking depression, mental, nerv¬ 
ous, und physicul, complained of by 
most patients. Those attacked by the 
disease with moderate severity are 
nlmnst always afflicted with this de¬ 
pression. which should be recognized

Keeping Roots in Pits Over 
The Winter 

(Experimental Farm Note.) 

If roots are to keep satisfactorily 
in pita outside, it is of primary im¬ 
portance that, when steady cold weath 
er sets in, they are in such a con¬ 
dition that they can stand being cov¬ 
ered heavily and tightly and yet not 
heat. In other words, the roots 
should be given every chance to sweat 
thoroughly before the pita are cover¬ 
ed over permanently.

In view of this it is not as a rule 
advisable to cover the pits complete¬ 
ly immediately after the roots have 
been piled up. A layer of coarse and 
perfectly dry straw to a thickness of 
frotn four to six inches may be put 

; all over the pit, but the following 
layer of earth, amounting: to about 
six inches, should at first not be put 
over, the top of the pit itself. In 
fact, it is essential that the top of the 
pit be left open as long as this can 
possibly be done without exposing the 
roots to danger Of freesing, so that as 
much as possible of the moisture 
caused by the sweating of the roots 
be left ont before it is necessary to 
cover up the pit permanently. * 

In the ease of wet weather, the open 
top of the pit should be protected so 
ae to prevent lain from soaking down 
through the roots. *Iriia cab be done, 
for instance, by placing along the {dp 
two boards nailed together In the

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The Kaiser as I Knew Him 
for Fourteen Years

Although I did not m the crown 
prince again professionally until ISIS, 
the crown prince** came to me Id 
3919, and from that time on p*id ma 
more or lets regular visits. She w*a 
a woman of great charm and Intelli¬ 
gence. and although she was more 
Ilusstan than German In her ldeaa, and 
for soma time after her marriage waa 
rather generally criticized on thai ac¬ 
count, ahe aoon became extremely 
popular and today is aery much ad¬ 
mired by the German people. 

8he waa one of the most democratic 
and Informal of my royal patients. I 
remember one day when I waa work¬ 
ing on Princess Hatzfeld. we heard a 
loud “Hoo-hoo" from the anteroom. 
The crown prince** bad heard that 
the Princeta Hatzfeld, who was a 
great cbnm of her*, was In my office 
and had followed her Into my place 
unannounced. 

The Prince** Hatzfeld, I may men- 
tlcn. waa an extremely Intelligent and 
tiei.utlful young woman, and because 
of her Intimacy with the crown prin- 
caes. I took a keen Interest In the 
elt'wa the expressed from time to time. 
Brr mother waa an American. 

When ahe called on me on one occa¬ 
sion after the war had started. I re¬ 
peated to her the flat of a conversa¬ 
tion I had bad a few days before with 
bar father, Excelled* von 8tumn. He 
Informed me that he bad been trying 
la convince all Germans of loflaence 
that It would be a serious mistake to 
una Belgium. 

“Prom morning to night I have neen 
trying to teach our people some sense,* 
he bad declared. “With the history of 
Poland and AWace-Lorruine In mind, 
why should we take more re«]>onalb!l- 
ittea oo our shoulder* by retaining 
Be I gin ml The Lord only kilim* we 
have our hands full as It Is. I don’t 
aer sod 1 never have seen how Gcr- 
Bniiy can possibly win this warl” 

"Your father seemed to be very pes¬ 
simistic regarding the outlook," 1 told 
her 

"The sod thing about It," she re¬ 
plied. u l* that fother Is ahvuy-' right 1 
I never knew hliu to make u mistake 
in Judgment." 

When the crown prince called-in auo 
me ugaln 1 v.«* surprised to Jlnd it 
considerable ctuuge In tils general ap¬ 
pearance. Although, of.course, he was 
ten years older, be had aged mure 
tha* I woutd have expected. Ttn-re 
wen- lines on his face which made him 
l|0k older than his thirty-three yours. 

In the outer world he was generally 
believed to be one of the leadlug spir¬ 
its of the military party in Germany, 
bat emoDg his own people he was not 
credited with sufficient ability or In¬ 
fluence to be much of a factor. In¬ 
deed. within the past year he had been 
Criticized rather severely Id army cir¬ 
cle* for his indifference to the crlila 
(a which his country wos involved and 
for not taking the war seriously 
enough, and from all I was able to 
observe of btm during the visits ho 
paid me after the resumption of our 
relations, these criticisms were well 
founded. The newspapers, however, 
which were naturally inspired, always 
brought bts Dame to the front when¬ 
ever the array he was accredited to 
made any successful showing Just as 
they did In the case of the kaiser. 

During bis various visits to me I 
tried to draw him ont a little oa dif¬ 
ferent aspects of the International alt- 
uttlon, but the Ideas he expressed 
were not ol much moment. 

"The allies think we will run short 
of man power," he said on one occa¬ 
sion. "bat we've got 2.DOO.OOO youths 
■rowing up nod we’ll somi he able to 
put them In the war. There's no din¬ 
ger of our running short of men. but. 
really. 1 wish It were all over. This 
War is a lot of (buum-d nonsense, you 
kti'.wf* He tnlkc I u* If the two mll- 
llo jrowlng-u) us of Germany 
Wvie treated for the llohcitzollerns to 
use 11* they pleased. 

Another remark he made which ln- 
dlnueti how sadly ho lulscunstrued the 
epoch-making si;:ult1enuce of the great 
war in whl'-l: the whole world waa 
involved itn* quilt* characteristic.

Jn this connection 1 may mention 
that many of the mure sober officers 
told tne that they were disgusted with 
the manner In which the crojsS^rlrce 
wu* acting at his headquarter*. “It Is 
really a disgrace,” they complained, 
“for the crown prince to have so many 
questionable women visiting him. It 
certainly doesn’t set much of an ex¬ 
ample for the re*t of the ltaff." 

The whole situation appeared to the 
crown prince very -much in the light 
of a Joke. 

T've Just come* from the western 
front," he told me. “My men are up 
to their knees In water and mud. 
We'** been baring lots of f*n pomp- 
tig the water out of ear trenches Into 
the French trenches." 

“Well, 1 suppose the French pump 
It right back again, don't they!" 

“You’re quite right, quite right. 
That'a exactly what they do. Really, 
It'* a great lark." 

Remarks of this kind rmlher sickened 
me of this aelf-satlsfled young man. 

I realised, of course, that hla part In 
the war waa played at each a aafe 
distance from the front llnea that be 
waa probably not familiar with all the 
horror* of trench warfare, and yet It 
could net be possible that ha waa un¬ 
aware ef tha terrific loss of life and 
the untold agony and Buffering which 
millions of his people had to endure 
while the “nonsensical" war contin¬ 
ued. 

After diplomatic relations were 
broken off betweea America and Ger¬ 
many, the crown prince and hi* fam¬ 
ily ceased coming to me. They were 
afraid, no doubt, of public criticism, 
although the kalaer was not. 

Of the kaiser's other children. 
Prince William Eltel Frederick and 
Prince Oscar wore the only onea 1 
□ ever met. 

Prince Adelbert the kalaer’a third 
son. was a very handsome and chi«nn- 
log man. He always came to me at¬ 
tired In o naval officer's uniform. 1 
saw him bnt a few times, as he was 
seldom in Berlin, and be never talked 
un matters of general importance, l 
never saw him after America entered 
the war. 

Prince August Wilhelm, the fourth 
•on, whs perhaps the most democratic 
■T Ihem alt. He sometimes came to 
-ce tse In an ordinary taxicab and he 
n-na the only one of the kulser's sous 
u-hmn 1 ever saw In civilian dress. He 
•ras the Hrst member of the royal fam¬ 
ily to cume to me after the murder 
of the Archduke Franz Ferdinand, end 
lie was mourning when he called. 
He looked very sad and dejected and 
gave me the first Intimation that the 
tragedy of Sarajevo would almost Id- 
evllnbly lead to a general war. 

In January, 1018,.In speaking of the 
part that America would take in tbs 
war, he mentioned that hla officers had 
told him that 00,000 Americana were 
oa the western front “Ws don't be¬ 
lieve it, however," he added. “How 
could they get there without nur know¬ 
ing ltt Our U-boats would certainly 
have found It out. No. Davis, lt'8 not 
true.* 

l'rlnce Joachim, the kaiser's young¬ 
est inn. and one of the lust of the 
royal family to visit me. reminded me 
very much of bla eldest brother, the 
crown prince. He wai tall and slender 
and would have l»- k -t; good-looking hut 
for a retreating l !n which was very 
pronounced. EJe had as little respect 
for public opinion as the crown prince, 
and while the U-tioat Deutschland was 
on Its wny to America principally to 
bring back a cargo of rubber, the sup¬ 
ply of which waa exhausted In Ger¬ 
many. this sixth eon of the kaiser was 
driving around the country in a big 
car mid ualog up enormous rubber 
tires, while rubber wos worth its 
weight in gold and many cars for the 
nrmy were supplied with plain Iron 
wheels. 

This prince was the only member of 
the royal family t® get near enough 
to the firing line to gel shot. The in¬ 
jury, which be received while at the I 
western front, was only a slight flesh 
wound of the thigh, but It waa enough 
to stort hhn limping through history. 
It wna such a superficial wnund that 
It couldn't have caused him one-half 
ns much pain as It gave the whole 
royal fumlly pleasure. 

The fact that one of the kaiser's 
own sons had actually been wounded 
and abed bis royal Mood In active ser¬ 
vice was something that the Inspired 
press will never atop crowing ®ver, 
hut by Just what accident the prince 
happened te come within range at the 
bullet has never been dlsctaaed. Nev¬ 
ertheless be received the Iron Cross ef 
the first Clan, ®r, as aetna one who 
realised the significance of the Inct- 
deal, remarked. “A flrat-daaa Lroa crons 
for ■ second-class wo aad." 

As be limped Into my office, the 
young prince—be Is new owly tweaty- 
dgfat—remarked: “See what one at 
your damned Amen -an bullets did te 
me I"

Tba Kalaer at Army Headqaartera. 

To wbal exteat tha kalaer la respon¬ 
sible far tha fall urea and entitled to 
credit for the novne* #f hla itttld 
in the present war. I am. not to * po¬ 
lities to any, but If he dlit not actually 
direct the military policyi he at least 
kept closely to toach with everything 
that was going an. From the very be¬ 
ginning of hostilities he lived the ma¬ 
jor part of the time at the great army 
headquarters aad was In coos^ant con¬ 
sultation with hla military leaders. 

I had several opportunities ta see 
the kalaer while he was at the various 
great army headquarters. 

In the spring of 1910 I received a 
long-distance telephone message from 
the great army headquarters, which 
waa then in the palace of the Prince 
von Plea* at Pleas, to the effect that 
the kaiser wanted me to go there. 

During the course of my work ooe 
of hla private secretaries came In 
peatedly with telegrams amt message* 
for the kaiser, aod be w^uld usually 
excuse himself and read them. Suin'*- 
times he would be summoned outside 
to consult with un do riant oersona wao 
were there to sea him. bnt he was 
never gone more than ten mlnutsa at • 
time 

I did not think he looked exception¬ 
ally well. Ha seemed to be very tired 
and he had very little to say—to Itself 
an Indication that ha waa not exactly 
norma!. 

When my wo* for the morning was 
over and his valet, who had assisted 
me. had been excused, the kalaer 
gnzed at me far a moment or two and 
then, apropos of nothing, bnret oat 
with tba rather remarkaMs annoaaco- 
meot; “The assn who brought this 
catastrophe OO the world. Davis, 
should he strung up by tha neck, and 
that man la not L as the world seems 
to think I The c*ar of Rossi a and -ho 
king of England, when they were at 
the wedding of my daughter—guest* 
at my own bouse, mind yon, and my 
blood relatives—hatched this plot 
against me. They were envious of 
my power, but they will now leant 
what that power la.** 

In tha same breath almost he msdn 
the locoDRlstent remark: “England 
will never be able to raise an efficient 
army; It took Germany one hundred 
years to accomplish what ahe has 
donel” 

Some time after this, odo of the big¬ 
gest merchants In Berlin told me that 
be had heard on the stock exchange 
that the kaiser had made the remnrk 
that tha king and czar had hatched 
the plot against him, and as I bed 
repeated the kaiser’s statement to no 
00*. I realized that he must have told 
the same thing to other*. If this ver¬ 
sion of the starting of the war was put 
Into circulation with the Idea of ab¬ 
solving the kaiser. It certainly didn't 
carry conviction even among the Ger¬ 
mans themselves. The merchant who 
spoke to me about It, at any rate, made 
fun of the Idea, and 1 never heard tha 
point seriously raised by anyone else' 
of influence. 

Before I left the kaiser that mom- 
tog he spoke of the Anglo-French loan 
which bad been floated In America 
and condemned us severely for coun¬ 
tenancing It When I told him that 
Germany had also floated a loan In 
America, he replied; "But oun was 
only *10.000,000. while theira la *500,- 
000.0001” to which 1 naturally rejoined 
that the size of the loan could cer¬ 
tainly not affect the question of our 
neutrality In floating It 

He criticized our bankers who han¬ 
dled the loan, and whan I asked him If 
he bad ever seen the number of Ger¬ 
man names that appeared 00 the list 
of bankers who were Interested In It 
he said he hadn't read the list, but be 
was quite sure there was ono hank in 
New Terk which wouldn't touch it 
“That bank wouldn't touch anything 
that weald be detrimental to Ger¬ 
many !" he added. 

Several months later I was called 
te Fleas again and was shown to the 
nut room I had visited on the former 
occasion. When the kaiser entered he 
steod erect with bis hands to his side, 
clicked hia heels together and saluted 
me,as a soldier salutes a superior offi¬ 
cer. smiling bo he did so, and I knew 
he was In good humor. 

Nevertheless he had bnt little to say. 
His criticism of Mr. Wilson oa this oc¬ 
casion I have recorded elsewhere In 
these pages. 

In June of 1917, after the great army 
headquarters bnd been removed to 
Hera burg v. d. Hohe, and Krenmnch 
(two neighboring villages) I waa called 
there to see the kalserin, and three 
weeks later I went there again'to see 
the kaiser. I noticed at the station the 
kniper'a private train composed of five 
dark green can open each of which 
was plainly marked tba Imperial coat 
ef arms. The can had special folding 
step*. . 

Twa rooms were assigned to ma |a 
ooe «f the ogfwr floors of the palaca 
and my meslq consisted atf-the earns 
kind ef feed as I had always had tin- 
fore the war, although the hunger v*t- 
deralc waa ragtag throughout tte eadte- 
try. It was almost worth tba trip fW 
the aaka at the matea alois. 

Aftte I ba4 trusted the kalaer to tha 
moralag I vest to my rnsam, aa I krone 
It would ba fhasm Write* hefan te 
would ha rrody f air Wj agile.

Will Spain Have 

Another King? 

Every crisis in Spain involves ‘h 
threat to the monarchy which hangs 
ftuspended on the personality of the 
monarch, says a Spanish correspon¬ 
dent of the London Times, who 
writes ss a strong partisan of the 
King. It depends largely on King 
Alfonso whether or not he hands it on 
to hiB son; whether the solemn sleep 
that awaits him in the Escorial shall 
be the Anal repoke of the kings of 
Spain, or whether the laughing, fair¬ 
haired boy who plays to-day in the 
palace precincts shall also attain, 
through difficulty and dreary path of 
kingship, to the magificent oblivion 
which that grim monument enshrines. 
Far more than any other constita 
tional sovereign, the .King of Spain 
heads the political Government of his 
country; and whether he really 
achieves government or not depends 
almost wholly on himself. Every¬ 
one—especially every Englishman— 
who has had the privilege of ten min¬ 
utes' conversation with with King 
Alfonso feels that the Spanish prob¬ 
lem has been solved and that the whole 
thing is simple. . .Don Alfonso has 
a disarming air of frankness, u soft, 
sympathetic voice, a quite definite 
charm of maimer which lull you into 
. this illusion. 

The King’s Qualities. 1 

It is unly after many such conver¬ 
sations that you begin to realize lhat 
Don Alfonso is not only a king, but 
ihat hi- is of Spain, and that his mod¬ 
ernity has to contend with the medie¬ 
valism of his environment. He is ex¬ 
tremely gallant in spirit; he his the 
courage of a lion united to the grace 
of a panther; he is intelligent and 
open-minded; he is aware, as few of 
his entourage are aware, of what i» 
happening in the world about him; 
he is awake to the call of history and 
tradition. He would face a revo¬ 
lutionary mob with a smile on his face 
and could teach his enemies a lesson 
in the elementary virtues. He has 
■II the qualities that the Spanish 
people arc most able to appreciate; 
but he is daily losing ground with the 
5pt,in of to-day, because between him 
and hia people is interposed an insul¬ 
ating ring of officials and courtiers 
who. themselves, either careless or ig¬ 
norant of the destines at work around 
th»-m, divide him from knowledge of 
hin people and the people of Spain 
from knowledge of him. 

The Danger of Drifting. 

No one can hold securely to such 
a kingship in these days who docs 
not either fanatically believe in his 
destiny or wholly realize his respon¬ 
sibilities. To on onlooker it would 
appear that King Alfonso is at once 
too intelligent and too fatalistic to 
believe in his divine destiny and too 
much shielded from realities to ap¬ 
prehend his responsibilities. He was

So many gallant fellows* have fal¬ 
len in the world war that many are 
barely noted in the press. However, 
special significance attached to the 
announcement that Major Robert Pol¬ 
lock, of the “First Greys," had given 
his life for his country on the field of 
battle. Major Pollock was ■ news¬ 
paperman, associate editor of the 
Owen Sound Times, which, by tho 
way, passes out of existence this 
week after thirty years in the field, 
and a worthy companion was he, too 
of the other newspapermen who have 
given their all In this war, worthy 
to be classed with gallant “Hal” Gor¬ 
don, of The Star; brave “Bill" Willi- 
son, of the News; the dashing Allan 
McGiffin and the others who in the 
. days before the war did honor to the 
I profession. 

"Bob" Pollock was outstanding, in¬ 
asmuch as it is freely admitted that, 
although still in his twenties, he 
would have upon hia return from the 
field speedily found hia way into the 
Federal House or into the Ontario 
Legislature. A real fellow with the 
boys was "Bob” Pollock, a clever and 
versatile writer, and a man who 
knew more of public matters than 
many who to-day are holding down 
seats in either the Provincial or Do¬ 
minion Parliaments. In the elections 
of 1911 he played a prominent part, 
although at that time only a report¬ 
er on a weekly newspaper, and aa s 
"stump speaker” he established for 
himself an enviable reputation 
throughout the northern riding of 
Grey. 

He was the first officer of hia 
giment to revert to lieutenant's rank 
in order to get. across the Channel 
with his comrades in the ranks, his 
remark at the time being thut ho 
would sacrifice every star, "every 
button, even," on his tunic if 
would get him into the fighting line. 

"Clean and straight an a whip' 
l was the expression that has on more 
than one occasion been used to de¬ 
signate the dead officer of “The 
| Greys.” Sportsman, gentleman, 
' scholar and soldier, he played a 
' man's purl to the end. and by hia 
| dentil n brilliant figure is lost to th* 
political life of the Dominion and ai 
. ardent champion of clean sport, for 
j there wut not an amateur orguniza- 
' lion of sportsmen anywhere in his 
district in which he did not manifest 
j a hearty interest. 

As a result of u wound received 
| Ihe Somme, three fingers were per¬ 
manently disabled, but he succeeded 
in hiding these from the medical of- 
I ficer and continued to “carry on” un- 
J til finally he found what he had 
1 never sought to avoid, and which 
Indeed, he always seemed ever tc 
court—a soldier's grave. 

He could have received honorable 
discharge, but "Big Bob” was a man 
of his word, and while in Canada, 
while recruiting men for his unit, he 
gave his word that he would stay 
with the boys whom he had induced 
to enlist until the end. And this 
promise the gallant officer kept to 
the letter; to its maintenance he un¬ 
doubtedly aacrified his life.

The Problem 

To the Bruce Preparedness League: 
Gentlemen:— 

With the end of the war in sight the 

S roblem as to how ttie County of 
ruce can beat deal with the returned 
soldier becomes more acute. It is es¬ 
timated that over 300,000 soldiers will 
return to Canada to be absorbed in 
civilian life. Of these it Is estimat¬ 
ed that 100,000 will-return to former 
occupations leaving perhaps 200,000 
for whom Canada i* in honor bound 
to make some suitable provision. All 
that these men ask is that they shall 
be given an opportunity to make good 
They will return with their nervous 
systems more or less shattered by the 
horrors and hardships through which 
they have passed. There will be a- 
niongst them the profound unrest 
that in all ages has characterized the 
returbing soldier. Army discipline 
destroys individuality and the men 
have to learn to break step and re¬ 
cover their individuality and this re¬ 
adjustment is difficult and sometimes 
dangerous.

Prospective Plans 

.. There is no doubt that vocational 
re-education of returned soldiers, who 
have been eo disabled as to prevent 
them from resuming their former oc¬ 
cupationa, will provide for quite a 
number. It is a system of free in¬ 
struction given under the direction of 
the Government of the Province of 
Ontario. 

2. Public works carried on by the 
Federal and Provincial Governments 
and municipalities will offer an op¬ 
portunity for others. 

3. The Civil Service and the De¬ 
partment of Soldiers' Civil Re-eatab- 
lishment. preferential employment by 
corporations and manufacturing es¬ 
tablishments will provide for others.

Another plairto which the County of 
Bruce may well devote itself is the 
settlement of the soldiers upon the 
land. It is to this plan that duty 
duty and honor summons us. 

Why? 

The returned soldier has asked 
for It. The G. W. V. A. at a Domin¬ 
ion Convention recently held in Tor¬ 
onto unanimously passed the follow¬ 
ing resolutions:— 

1. "That the Great War Veterans 
Association of Canada in National 
Convention assembled petition the 
Government of Canada for the adop¬ 
tion of a land settlement scheme em¬ 
bodying these fundamental principles: 

(a) "That a cabinet minister be ap¬ 
pointed whose sole,duty shall be to e- 
volve a scheme for the rehabilitation 
of the returned and returning soldier 
on the agricultural lands of the prov¬ 
inces of Canada in which the pros¬ 
pective settlers are domiciled. 

(b) “That areas of lund be secured 
or acquired by the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment sufficient to meet the estimated 
requirements of Soldier Settlement of 
a quality suitable for sucessful farm¬ 
ing within easy ncccsg of railway fac¬ 
ilities, and that provision be made for 
the equitable selection of land by 
those who may return at a later date. 

(c) "That the Dominion Government 
be requested to cal) a special commit¬ 
tee meeting, at an early date, com¬ 
posed of representatives of the sever¬ 
al Provincioi Governments and the Do¬ 
minion Government, to review the 
present legislation on soldier lund set 
tienient, with a view to drafting 
more equitable laws, and that repress 
entatives pf the G. W. V. A. be pre¬ 
sent.'* ■ 

On the 26th of August last a com¬ 
mittee of returned soldiers, composed 
of H. B. Fenton, 18th Batt., D. Ken¬ 
nedy, 54th Batt., and G. Reddon, 160th 
Batt., all of Bruce County, reported 
on a trip made through the township 
last summer. The report is lengthy 
and complete. Amongst other things 
the 6oldi{*s report favorably on Kap- 
uskaaing, in the same district, the On¬ 
tario Government’s Colony for dis¬ 
charged soldiers. They report that all 
the soldier settlers are satisfied with 
the progress made and enthusiastic 
about the scheme and working with 

E ood will. Of the township of Shack- 
iton they report that is is heavily 
timbered and should supply needs of 
the settlement for 59 years. The 
ground is rolling, with natural drain¬ 
age and practically every acre suit¬ 
able for agriculture. It ia moat adap¬ 
table for grain and grazing purposes 
and all kinds of vegetables and small 
fruit can be grown successfully, 
while strawberries, raspberries, ana 
blaeberries grow in prolusion. They 
conclude, ‘our impression of the dis¬ 
trict and township is indeed very fav¬ 
orable. It is the land of opportunity 
To the man who is willing to pot in 
reasonably hard work for a few yean 
an independent future ia in stpre." 

2. The Overseas Soldier baa askad 
for IL Fn 1917 the Federal Govern¬ 
ment issued an inquiry to the over¬ 
seas soldiers 4a ascertain their views 
on land settlement. The question was 
discussed by the 100th Batt. as one 
of the units interested The result

3t Soldiers Settlements have 
historical basis. Tie settlement an 
the Assyrian Empire. Our ally, Ron- 
mania, had its origin in a settlement 
of Roman soldiers; in Quebec several 
soldiers' settlements have been the 
warp and woof of the best that there 
is in the French Canadian life and 
character; the County of Glengarry li 
famous in Ontario because it traces 
its ancestry to a soldier settlement. 
The principal world powers of to-day 
are all busily engaged in formulating 
plans of settlement for returned sold¬ 
iers. Great Britain has appropriated 
millions of pounds to provide 20 acres 
for each returned soldier who desires 
to avail himself of the opportunity. 
Australia and New Zealand nave also 
spent large sums of money for the 
same purpose. In America a nation 
wide movement to provide farms for 
American soldiers on their return is 
In full swing. The Secretary of the 
Interior, Mr. Lane, proposes to re¬ 
claim for farm production all the un¬ 
used Jand In the United States. These 
lands run into millions of acres. The 
arid land in the west, the cut-over 
land in the north-west, lake states in 
the south, and the swampy lands of 
the middle weBt are to be reclaimed. 
Secretary Lane says. “My program is 
that the men should reclaim their own 
lands, build their own homes; that 


or charities but simply an opportun¬ 
ity.-” He advocates . establishing 
group settlements of young virile men 
who have had an opportunity of see¬ 
ing the careful cultivation of Europ¬ 
ean farms, and who will bring home 
a larger conception of their duties aa 
citizens. 

The Proposed Bruce Plan 

The undersigned committee corres¬ 
ponded with tne Federal Government 
and with the Provincial Governments 
west of and including Ontario, asking 
terms for the settlement on land by 
returned soldiers. By far the moat 
generous came from Ontario. The 
offer briefly ia as fallows: , 

1. To set apart for Bruce soldiers 
the Township of Shsekleton and a se¬ 
cond township, if required. 

2. To erect and equip in the town¬ 
ship the necessary camp buildings, in 
eluding sleep house, dining room, 
blacksmith shop, carpenter shop, store 
room, and laundry, and other build¬ 
ings necessary end allow the use of 
same free of charge. The Govern¬ 
ment will have the buildings ready 
for occupation by the 1st of May, 1919 

To construct necessary roads 
through the township. The Govern¬ 
ment will, next summer, employ re¬ 
turned soldiers on this work paying 
them the highest wages, and so find¬ 
ing employment for them throughout 
the whole season and enabling them 
to maintain themselves and families. 

To provide free of charge ex¬ 
perienced foremen to supervise and 
direct bush work in the winter time. 

There is $500,000 worth of mer¬ 
chantable timber in the township and 
■n addition jt is estimated there is 
$7,000,000 worth of pulp wood. 

To maintain at a convenient 
in the colony a sufficient num¬ 
ber of horses, waggons, sleighs and

9. To give each settler, at tha ex¬ 
piration of five- years, on the perfor¬ 
mance of settlement duties, a free 
gran of a let ef about 158 acre*. 
This lot will be the Individual pro¬ 
perty of the soldier and his Individ¬ 
ual effort, energy and enterprise will 
have full scope. 

10. To pay into the funds of the 
organization $500. 

r (a) When 10 acres are cleared, 
(hj Made ready for cultivation, 
(c) A habitable bouse not less 
than 16x20 ft. erected thereon. 

11. Proportionate payments will 
be made on progress estimates. Each 
settler will be allowed $160 in labor 
and material towards building 
house. 

12. To advance to settlers loans up 
to $560 under the settlers Loan Act. 

The above offer will mean an ex¬ 
penditure eventually of over $1500 
for each soldier. The Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment has now spent over $1000 in 
preliminary investigation and 1s earn¬ 
estly solicitous to promote the wel¬ 
fare of the returned soldier by active 
co-operation with the County of Bruce 
In this pioneer land settlement. Other 
counties having heard of this move¬ 
ment, are now making inquiry of the 
provincial government with a view to 
aimiliar action and it is eauential to 
the success of the plan that the Coun¬ 
ty (jive active assistance in its pro¬ 
motion. 

What the County is Asked to Do 

1. To finance each soldier to the 
extent of $50 to enable him to pay' 
for transportation, which the Provin¬ 
cial Government has arranged with 
the Dominion Railway Board shall be 
one cent a mile and to maintain him 
until he can avail himself of the 
money to be paid by the Government. 

2. A co-operative store will be o- 
pened either by the Government or by 
the soldiers themselves in the settle¬ 
ment to furnish the settlers with sup¬ 
plies. The financial assistance of 
the County will be asked, to assist in 
establishing this store. 

3. A special act of the Legislature 
will be asked incorporating settlers 
under the name of “Bruce Soldiers' 
Settlement Limited." Each soldier 
will have a share of $1 with a right 
to vote. No shareholder will have 
mere than one share nor more than 

vote. The directorate will have 
on its Board ex officio the Warden of 
the County of Brnce, the president of 
the Bruce Preparedness League, a 
member of the Bruce Old Boys' As¬ 
sociation; the other directors will be 
soldiers. The original applicants for 
this incorporation will be the warden 
for the County of Bruce, the president 
of Bruce Preparedness League, Sergt 
Major John Spicer, 160th Batt, Wiar¬ 
ton, Sergt. D. Kennedy, 54th Batt., 
Whitechurch, Pte. James Leach, R. C 
** Walkerton. 

Mr. Johhs, himself an old Bruce boy 
of the Provincial Secretary’s Depart¬ 
ment, has kindly offered to the County 
the assistance of the law clerks ex¬ 
pert in drafting legislation. 

Applications 

All applications will be carefully 
considered. There are 460 applica¬ 
tions for admittance to the settle¬ 
ment. Of 160 returned soldiers to 
Bruce County of which the Commit¬ 
tee has a record, 40 have applied 
and 20 of them are ready to go at 
once; 5 of them deposited money for 
that purpose. The Township would 
furnish homes for about 300 soldiers. 
In addition to those who would be en¬ 
gaged in farm, work there would be 
occupations similar to those found in 
the ordinary towns and villages in the 
rural parts of Ontario. These will, 
however, come only with the growth 
of the colony.

WALKERTON 

On Saturday, Nov. 16, Mr. Joseph 
Kcttler of Walkcrton, drover, had a 
carload of good steers to be sold at 
N’eustadt stock yards. They were a 
good quality of stuff and brought good 
prices ranging from $75 to $110 each. 
He had Auctioneer Purvis with him 
and before commencing the sale Mr. 
Purvis read an article given out by 
Herbert Hoover, U. S. Food Controll¬ 
er, tu the effect that there need bo no 
alarm about the price of cattle dropp¬ 
ing in the near future. He said that 
during the nnti-wur period of recon¬ 
struction this continent must furnish 
meat to the European countries just 
emerged from battle if they have meat 
at all. The Austrians are starving, 
and in German territory taken by the 
Allies the population thereof must be 
fed by the victors, and there is scarce¬ 
ly any cattle left in Europe. So saith 
Mr. Hoover, and then Joe Zettler's 
cattle went like hot cakes. Well, per¬ 
haps Mr. Hoover can read the future 
we can’t.

The arrival of peace has created 
new conditions in the export of meat 
and produce and some uncertainty in 
them inds of Canadian farmers as to 
future markets. Information in the 
hands of Honourable T. A. Crernr, 
Minister of Agricultre, convinces him 
that the export market will continue 
lo absorb at firm prices, as compared 
with the prices for all other animal 
producls, every pound of beef, bacon 
and other animal products that Cnn- 
udn can supply. In discussing the 
situation’ Ihc Honourable Mr. Crernr 
said: “Ir» view of the great scarcity 
of cattle and live stock of all kinds in 
Europe, and liccutn-.s of the great de¬ 
mand for live stock and live stock 
products of all kinds sure to cuntinui 1 
for some years at least, J am going t-.i 
ask the farnu-rs and live stock men of 
Canada to maintain their breeding 
operations oh ii war time scale, to 
properly finish all feeding- stock, and 
to conserve all good breeding females, 
and to still further improve their 
herds and flocks by using even great¬ 
er cure in the selection of the sire.” 


Finish Vour Cattle 

While there has been a numerical 
increase in live stock in Canada and 
the United States, owing la advanced 
cost of feed and the eagerness to re¬ 
alize on the high market prices, there 
has been a tendency found in all the 
live slock markets for farmers to shin 
cattle and hogs before they are prop¬ 
erly finished.

LIVE STOCK MEETING 
Important Conference Held in Ottawn 
to prepare for Rig llusiness.

That the Government provide nece¬ 
ssary marketing facilities, including 
j adequate controlled temperature space 
in railway cars, storage, warehouses, 
and ocean going vessels. 

That, the Government give encour- 
r ugement to a campaign throughout 
' Canada for increased live stock pro 
duclion, in view of the enormous op¬ 
portunities now presented to the Can¬ 
adian live slock industry. 

In his reply Sir Thomas While, Act¬ 
ing Prime Minister, said many <n 
these points wore being provided for 
and whatever further possible would

at 11 loss and they are holding them 
hoping for a raise. The drop in the' 
price of beef cattle has to date not ; 
caused any lowering in prices by 
butchers. 

Vincent Downs, who has been en-! 
gaged in the undertaking business in 1 
Toronto, is now home on a short holi¬ 
day. 

The Flu epidemic is practically over 
in the village and to date there have 
been no deaths caused by it. But 
few isolated cases of a mild type of 
the disease exist in the village at 
present. Shallow Lake has not been 
so fortunate as there arc still over 
twenty cases there, some of which an- 
regarded as serious. 

Although the Municipal elections 
are but a few weeks off, (here is 
little talk about them in the village 
and apparently little interest is being 
taken in them.

^ We moved up forward to take up de¬ 
fensive positions, and going through 
the villages the civilians lined the 
road mid cheered us.. Only the night 
before the Germans were among them 
Talking with the people, who by the 
way are not Flemish like the people 
around Ypres, we have learnt firat 
hand what kind of n life these people 
6 -really led under German rule. They 
depended chiefly upon the American 
Relief for rniiutis, but thv Germans 
took a great deal vf this from them 
at times taking all their potatoes, 
• T and rutting down their bread ration. 
Inst winter they suffered severely 
from hunger, and were dreading the 
coming winter. The Germans would 
commandeer anything they wished 
and oust them out of their own beds 
to give them to the soldiers and offic¬ 
ers. If they were found to have 
more than the amount permittod of 
anything such as potatoes, they 
would be fined severely. The civil¬ 
ians became very clever at hiding 
things, and now thut the enemy h. .s 
gone, they dig up all .sorts of things 
from china to cigars. The farmers 
were permitted to keep cows, but all 
their butter.was commandered. But- 


and embrace the soldiers, kiss them, 
press coffee and food on them, and 
are so insistent in their ministrations 
that in the days preceeding the Arm¬ 
istice, officers had great difficulty in 
getting their men through a village. 
It seemed very strange indeed, to be 
receiving coffee and bread on going 
’over the top. 1 (By the way as there 
are no trenches in this open warfare 
there is no euch thing as going over 
the top, but it merely means a fresh 
advance). The night before the Arm¬ 
istice I was in a larger village than 
ordinary, and being able to choose my 
own billet, I got a fine one. The last 
officer there had been a German cav¬ 
alry officer. I had a beautiful room 
with a fine bed with white sheets, etc. 
a good fireplace, a room for my bat¬ 
man and the good lady of the house, 
gave us a large loaf of bread and in 
the morning eggs for breakfast. 
Eggs are around eight pence each. 
When I wunted to pay her she re¬ 
fused any, saying that she was de¬ 
lighted to give things to friends. 
Thusi 1 people wherever we go, keep 
giving food to the soldiers although I 
guess many of them have not any ^oo 
much for themselves. Nothing is too 
good for the boys. Everywhere 
jo it is “Vive les Canndiennes".

plenty of dheB fire up until midnight, 
last night, but everything » 
since then, and we think that the arm¬ 
istice is . on—hope so. 

I have not quite decided on my 
future yet, but I intend to hit die 
Peace River Country, in fact I have 
already been offered a position with 
a big corporation Co., going to oper¬ 
ate thege and I will take them up, but 
first I will have a month or so with 
you and Eastern friends. I have 
made many friends in the army and 
no enemies. 

There is not much to tell about 
our recent operations. Wo liberated 
dozens of towns in our advance and 
thousands of civilians and it sure 
was a pleasant sight to see them and 
witness their joy, after four years of 
slavery. They would run out. to meet 
us with coffee, and hug and kisB us 
although machine gun bullets and 
shells were often fljyng around thick 
in fact some of them were killed. 
One shell killed fourteen, mostly girls 
of sixteen or thereabouts. The Huns 
were fighting a rear guard action and 
often we would run into pretty heavy 
machine gun fire, but we advanced 
from ten to fifteen miles a day. We 
would have nothing to eat from morn¬ 
ing until maybe midnight, but we did¬ 
n’t mind that, it was a “bon" war 
compared to 1915. In our* Inst day, 
our company got a little too far a- 
he«d of our flaiiits end were practi¬ 
cally surrounded by Hun M. Y’e. Our 
artillery, not knowing where we were, 
end knowing our flanks were held up, 
opened up a barrage in a bush, 
which we were in. As a matter of 
fact there were lota ©f Huns in this 
bush, but when this barrage started 
creeping up behind us, and Fritz 
playing on us, from in front with M. 
Y’s, end us with no cover, things be¬ 
gan to look rather blue. We had to 
stay there, for we would have run 
into worse danger by moving. Well, 

1 figured out that we had only about 
three hours to wait for darkness, and 
1 have learned out here, that all 
things come to an end sometime, so I 
didn't worry at all. Our barrage fin¬ 
ally stopped just short of where we 
and darkness fell and then we 
did get it. We were bo close to Fritz 
we could hear him giving artillery 
orders. His M. Y’s opened up full 
speed, and he three over some pine¬ 
apples, which are not fruit, but a 
very nasty species of bomb. We had 
a few casualtiee K but only two killed. 
Finally we got word to withdraw 

our position was made untenable. 
We were not sorry, so we worked our 
way back under heavy fire, hugging 
the earth at intervals of very intense 
fire. We were very wet, but we got 
a good dinner (only about eight 
hour* overdue) and a drink of rum, 
and things soon looked a little bright 
er. l>ater on in the night, we advanc¬ 
ed again, and chased Fritz out of n 
town in front- and that day we were 
relieved, and are now in good billets 
and really resting. 

This is a splendid country through 
here, and is not much destroyed 
Fritz dropped a few heavies into ev¬ 
ery town but only blew up a few 
houses. The people are very friendly! 
towards us. Tile officers and’N. C. Os' 
are in good billets. 1 am in a real 
bed with sheets on. The mtm are in 
houses, but of course there are not 
beds for all. I met Elmer during the 
Cambrai affair and spent one morn¬ 
ing with him. Did you know he was 
recommended for the M. C. ? 1 don’t 

know whether he got it or not. This 
was in the Amiens scrap I think. 1 
am mighty glad I came back. I 
wouldn't have missed that last bit of 
scrapping for anything. JuBt at pre¬ 
sent I have a severe cold, the result, I 
suppose, of sleeping in a house, and 
gettipg no rum. We don’t grt an 
issue while out of the fighting you 
know, and there is nothing to drink 
hut coffee, but I feel more fit than 1 
ever did, and I consider that the 
time 1 have spent in France has been 
really beneficial to me, mentally, 
physically and morally.

Coming Into such Intimate and fee-1 
quest contact with the kaiser, I had a| 
wonderful opportunity to obeenro the 
relations which existed between hb 
and his people. 

The conduct ef the people since the 
war affords on nfe criterion of their 
normal views and sentiments, 
activity ef fevernmeeit stents sod tbs 
power of the inspired press exerted 
such a great Infloemc* on the feeUnyx 
of the people that any outward alias 
St enthusiasm which they displayed 
must be liberally discounted. The 
demonstrations in favor of tha kaiser 
and nla leaders since the war have 
been more or less artificial, the crowd 
being worked ap by fovernment stents 
and the press accounts have Invariably 
magnified them. Before tbs war, bow< 
ever, whatever acclaim the kalaer re¬ 
ceived from the public came sponta¬ 
neously, and was for that reason of 
greater significance. 

1 knaw that whenever the kaiser 
called at my office great crowds gath¬ 
ered outside ta catch a glimpse of him 
when he canse oaL They waited pa¬ 
tiently. sometimes for as long as an 
hour. for the sake of greeting their 
emperor. Their conduct oo these oc¬ 
casions showed very plainly that he 
had a strong hold on their affections. 
The kaiser was their Idol, and they 
were ready to suffer any Inconvenience 
for the satte of doing him honor. 

It was customary far classes of 
school children to be taken to the Tier 
garten from time to time to study the 
groups of statues of the kalaer’* an¬ 
cestors la the Sieges Allee. They usual¬ 
ly passed my house on their way to 
their object-lesson la patriotism. Some¬ 
times. when the kaiser was at my 
house, I have seen these children bait¬ 
ed In front ef the place to await the 
emperor's departure, their teachers, ne 
doubt, feeling that the youngsters 
would gain greater Inspiration from 

fleeting glimpse ef the living mon¬ 
arch thin they could possibly derive 
from • prolonged study ef the statue* 
ef hla departed ancestors. 

Most ef my patient* knew that tha 
kaiser visited me, and they aever tired 
ef asking questions about blm. It waa 
almost Impossible for them to believe 


goal; hut If anyone Imagine* that (lie 
people at large would have bald hack 
hud they realised the truth, he fells 1 o 
understand Ihe onderlytog spirit of the 
Teuiootc race. 

The Germans are tbe moat quarrel¬ 
some people In the world. It Ih mis¬ 
leading to speak of the Germaa mili¬ 
tarists. All Germans are militarist*. 
Tb* records of their dvl! courts tell 
tbe story. In 101.1 there were no lee* 
tbaa 5,00)1,000 petty casea tried In the 
court a, and aa every case naturally 
volved at least two parties, tbe aston¬ 
ishing fact Is disclosed that some 10. 
000.000 Germans, or ooe-aeventh of the 
eotire population, appealed to tbe 
courts In a single year! 

The bellicose character of the people 
was evidenced in countless ofrier woya. 
It was the natural result ef what I 
hellers (o be the most pronounced no 
tlrmsl shortcoming—selfishness. Tb* 
average Germaa Is tbe most selfish In¬ 
dividual |p (he world. He thinks of 
himself and hla own comfort first, last 
nnd all the time. 1 have noticed it on 
the street ears. In the theaters, In the 
public highways. In the restaurants and 
hotels. where people congregate. 
Every one looked out for himself Oral 
and pushed aalde those who atood I 
hla way. In civil life, Juat as In a stale 
of war, the Germso practiced the prin¬ 
ciple that might make* right. 

Chivalry, courtesy, magnanimity are 
ns foreign to the GermaD makeup aa 
they ere characteristics of the French. 
A keen desire to make tumeihlng out 
of nothing Is another national trait of 
the Gormans, if my observation has 
been accurale. What 1* commonly re¬ 
ferred to aa German thrift Is only a 
polite name for German stinginess, oml 
1 have seen so maug illustrations of 
the petty meanness of the (iermun peo¬ 
ple that It seems Idle to specify singly 
Instances. 

One of the first Impressions 1 re¬ 
ceived about the German people, when 
1 went to live among them fourteen 
years ago, was the luck of comrade¬ 
ship among them. Class distinctions 
ere drawn so fine, and there are ao 
many gradations, (hut It wns almost 
Impossible tc Ik'd two Germans on tile 
same social {done. One was always the 
other's superior. After my fourteen 
years' experience among these people, 

I cannot say that that early impression 
h»s been removed; if anything. It has 

been deepened. 

Anyone who has lived In Berlin, and 
I* familiar with conditions in oilier 
European capitals, will bear me ont 
that the German policeman Is the most 
arrogant police official In the world, 
cord Is taken In court iu prefer- 
to that of six civilians, and Ills 
power Is such that it might very easily 
he used oppressively: but strangely 
enough, despite the cupidity of the 
German character, graft and corrup¬ 
tion among the German police and 
other officials were practically un¬ 
known before the war. 

Such were the people behind the 
kaiser when tbe great war started. I 
shall never forget the sentiment* ex¬ 
pressed to me by private Indlvldoal* 
lu every walk of Ufa as the various 
phaaea of the war developed.
